RESEARCH  GRANTS 

Two  research  grants  announced  this  month  (September,  1963)  are  a  $9,108  grant 

to  civil  and  chemical  engineering  from  the  S.  C.  Water  Pollution  Control  Authority, 

and  a  $34,599  grant  to  textile  chemistry  from  the  Southern  Utilization  Research 

and  Development  Division  of  the  U.S.D.A,   George  Meenaghan  (Ch.E.)  and  P.  E.  Robbins 

(TC)  are  the  project  leaders. 

FACULTY  DATA 

The  teaching  and  research  faculties  for  1963-64  number  378.   Of  these,  233  are 
employed  as  teachers,  85  as  teachers  and  researchers,  and  60  as  researchers. 
Professional  people  employed  in  the  public  service  divisions  (Fertilizer  Analysis, 
Livestock-Poultry  Health,  and  Seed  Certification)  are  not  counted.   Of  the  total 
faculties,  45.5  per  cent  hold  the  Ph.D.  or  its  equivalent.   For  the  academic 
(teaching)  faculty,  the  Ph.D.  percentage  is  48.1. 

The  faculties  hold  earned  undergraduate  and  graduate  degrees  from  189  different 
colleges  and  universities,  located  in  forty-one  states,  the  District  of  Columbia, 
and  nine  foreign  nations.

The  first  meeting  of  the  Research  Faculty  Council  for  the  1963-64  year  will  be 
held  at  4:00  p.m.  on  Thursday,  October  10,  in  Room  F-150  of  the  Plant  and  Animal 
Science  Building.   This  will  be  an  important  meeting  at  which  the  officers  for 
the  coming  year  will  be  elected  and  plans  made  for  the  activities  of  the  year.

MINOTESt   GRADUATE  COUNCIL 

At  its  meeting  on  August  21  the  Graduate  Council  took  the  following  action: 

1.  Thirty-eight  candidates  were  recommended  for  Master's  degrees. 

2.  A  proposal  that  a  Ph.D.  degree  program  in  Civil  Engineering  be  offered  was 
approved  to  begin  in  February  1964. 

3.  A  request  from  the  Department  of  Mechanical  Engineering  that  it  be  permitted 
to  offer  the  Ph.D.  degree  in  that  area  was  also  approved.   The  program  will  begin 
in  September  1964.   In  considering  each  of  these  requests  for  new  programs  the 
Council  discussed  the  growth  and  strength  of  the  faculty  in  the  department,  the 
amount  of  research  being  done  in  the  department,  and  the  inclusion  in  the  program 
of  courses  from  outside  the  department. 

4.  Questions  dealing  with  assignment  of  credit  for  directing  theses,  credit  for 
seminars  and  research  courses,  and  a  common  system  of  course  numbering  for  seminars 
were  discussed  briefly  and  put  on  the  agenda  for  the  next  meeting. 
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MINUTES:   FACULTY  SENATE  OF  CLEMSON  COLLEGE 


The  eighty-ninth  meeting  of  the  Senate  of  the  Academic  Faculty  of  Clemson  College 
was  held  on  Tuesday,  September  10,  1963  in  the  auditorium  of  Olin  Hall  with 
President  J.  G.  Dinwiddle,  Jr.,  presiding.   Having  a  quorum  present,  the  meeting 
was  called  to  order,  and  the  minutes  for  the  May  meeting  were  read  and  approved. 

Professor  W.  B,  Barlage,  Chairman,  reported  for  the  Policy  Committee  the  two  major 
problems  being  considered  by  that  committee.   The  problems  under  consideration  are 
(1)  A  change  in  the  by-laws  which  stipulates  that  "no  member  shall  succeed  himself", 
and  (2)  The  merger  of  the  Faculty  Senate  and  Research  Council.   Professor  Barlage 
went  into  the  various  aspects  of  these  problems,  emphasizing  this  was  not  any  sort 
of  recommendation  to  the  Senate  but  just  a  report.   The  floor  was  then  open  to  a 
free  and  general  discussion  on  the  subjects. 

Professor  W.  G.  Hudson,  Chairman  of  the  Welfare  Committee  reported  that  in  com- 
pliance with  the  recommendation  submitted  to  the  Senate  at  the  May  meeting  letters 
of  inquiry  had  been  sent  to  eight  colleges  about  their  policies  in  regard  to  compulsory 
attendance  of  faculty  at  commencement  exercises.   He  also  reported  that  the  Committee 
had  discussed  at  some  length  the  subject  of  improvement  of  teaching  at  Clemson,  but 
this  was  done  in  generalities  but  with  no  specific  recommendation  coming  forthwith. 

Professor  A.  H,  Holt  reported  for  the  Committee  on  Admissions  and  Scholarships. 
This  committee  is  working  on  ways  to  strengthen  the  counseling  program,  one  method 
being  that  freshmen  see  their  advisor  at  least  three  times  during  the  first  semester, 
and  in  case  of  noncompliance  by  any  freshmen  of  this  requirement,  his  advisor  would 
send  a  card  to  the  Dean  of  Student  Affairs. 

President  Dinwiddle  then  reported  the  following: 

(1)  That  Professors  M.  A.  Owings,  L.  H,  Davis  and  himself  are  to  serve 

on  the  Committee  for  Honorary  Degrees.  He  asked  for  the  faculty  to  recommend 
candidates  and  that  the  deadline  date  for  such  recommendations  is  October  15. 
Professor  Owings  requested  that  this  request  be  put  in  the  Newsletter, 

(2)  That  the  Educational  Council  had  approved  the  requirement  of  a  1.9 
grade  point  ratio  for  graduation  which  will  come  into  effect  next  year, 
going  up  to  2.0  by  1968. 

(3)  That  the  annual  CI ems on -Carolina  game  will  be  on  Thanksgiving  week-end 
hereafter,  therefore  there  will  be  no  need  for  special  holidays. 

(4)  That  the  Educational  Policy  Committee  meets  here  on  September  17th. 
The  full  Board  of  Trustees  will  meet  on  October  4th. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  was  adjourned.

NOTES  ON  OCTOBER  MEETING  OF  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES 


The  College  Board  of  Trustees  held  its  fall  meeting  at  the  Clemson 
House  on  October  4.   The  Board  took  these  actions: 

(1)  Confirmed  the  appointment  of  W.  J.  Lanham  as  head  of  the  Department 
of  Agricultural  Economics  and  Rural  Sociology. 

(2)  Approved  a  recommendation  to  transfer  the  administration  of  metal- 
lurgical engineering  from  the  chemical  to  the  ceramic  engineering 
department,  effective  February  1,  1964, 

(3)  Approved  the  following  policies  and  rules  and  regulations  for 
women  students: 

(a)  That,  as  a  general  policy,  all  undergraduate  women  be 
required  to  live  in  the  women's  dormitory,  effective  with 
the  second  semester  of  1963-1964,  with  the  Administration 
authorized  to  establish  such  rules  and  regulations  as  neces- 
sary to  carry  out  this  policy  and  provide  for  exceptions 

as  illustrated  above,  and 

(b)  That  the  Administration  be  authorized  to  modify  or  establish 
such  other  fules  and  regulations  concerning  undergraduate 
women  students  as  are  deemed  to  be  in  the  best  interest  of 
the  institution  and  the  students, 

(4)  Approved  a  general  policy  related  to  living  arrangements  for 
undergraduate  men  students.   The  policy  requires,  with  appropriate 
exceptions,  that  all  undergraduate  men  students  live  in  the  dormi- 
tories.  Those  who  are  allowed  to  live  elsewhere  will  reside  in 
college-approved  homes, 

(5)  Approved  a  change  of  Mr,  George  Coakley's  title  from  Assistant 
Dean  of  Students  to  Dean  of  Men, 

(6)  Approved  the  administration's  proposed  budget  request  for  1964-1965,

(7)  Confirmed  the  granting  of  right-of-way  easements  to  the  Blue  Ridge 
Electric  Cooperative,  the  Duke  Power  Company,  and  the  S.  C.  High- 
way department. 

(8)  Established  a  $5.50  per  week  summer  sessions  room  rate  for  girls 
and  increased  the  summer  sessions  medical  fee  for  all  students 
from  75c  to  85  c  per  v/eek. 

(9)  Approved  a  charge  of  $25  to  each  graduate  student  receiving  the 
Ph.D.  degree  so  that  the  student's  dissertation  may  be  microfilmed 
by  University  Microfilms  and  the  abstract  published  in  Dissertation 
Abstracts . 

(10)  Confirmed  the  appointment  of  the  McPherson  Company  as  architects 
for  the  addition  to  Brackett  Hall.   The  firm  of  Craig  and  Gaulden 
will  assist  in  the  design  phases. 

(11)  Accepted  as  information  reports  of  the  Dean  of  the  College,  the 

Dean  of  Student  Affairs,  the  division  of  Alumni  and  Public  Relations, 
and  Agricultural  Regulatory  Agencies.

MINUTES:   THE  FACULTY  SENATE  OF  CLEMSON  COLLEGE 

The  ninetieth  meeting  of  the  Senate  of  the  Academic  Faculty  of  Clemson  College  was 
held  on  Tuesday,  October  8,  1963,  in  the  auditorium  of  Olin  Hall  with  President  J.  G. 
Dinwiddle,  Jr.,  presiding.   Having  a  quorum  present,  the  meeting  was  called  to  order, 
and  the  reading  of  the  minutes  was  dispensed  with. 

Professor  W.  B.  Barlage,  Chairman,  reported  for  the  Policy  Committee  on  the  problem 
of  changing  or  clarifying  the  by-law  which  reads,  "no  member  shall  succeed  himself," 
The  committee  made  the  following  recommendation  in  the  form  of  a  motion:   (1)  that 
the  President  of  the  Senate  is  to  prepare  an  ineligible  list  to  be  presented  to  the 
Senate  for  approval,  and  (2)  that  the  approved  list  is  then  to  be  sent  to  the  Dean 
of  the  College  who,  in  turn,  is  to  send  the  list  to  all  the  deans  of  the  various 
schools.   The  motion  was  seconded  and  the  floor  was  open  to  discussion.   A  motion 
was  made  that  the  stipulation  that  the  President  submit  the  list  at  the  April  meeting 
of  the  Senate  be  included  in  the  recommendation.   This  motion  was  seconded.   The 
recommendation  was  then  voted  on  and  passed. 
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MINirrES;   THE  FACULTY  SENATE  OF  CLEMSON  COLLEGE  (continued) 

Professor  W.  G.  Hudson,  Chairman  of  the  Welfare  Committee,  reported  on  the  problem 
of  compulsory  attendance  of  faculty  members  at  commencement  exercises.  He  reported 
the  committee  had  received  ten  replies  to  its  letters  of  inquiry  to  various  colleges 
regarding  their  policies  in  this  area.  He  gave  the  Senate  a  brief  resume  of  each 
college's  policy.   The  outcome  of  the  report  was,  with  the  exception  of  one,  all 
had  some  form  of  compulsory  attendance  policy,  either  implied  or  explicit.   Professor 
Hudson  then  submitted  the  committee's  recommendation,  modifying  the  present  policy 
by  requiring  participation  of  fifty  percent  of  the  faculty  with  the  rank  above 
instructor  on  a  rotational  basis. 

Professor  Hudson  moved  that  this  recommendation  be  put  on  the  calendar  for  con- 
sideration at  the  next  regualr  meeting  of  the  Senate.   The  motion  was  seconded  and 
the  floor  was  then  open  to  discussion.   After  a  lengthy  and  spirited  debate,  the 
motion  was  voted  on  and  passed. 

President  Dinwiddle  then  read  a  letter  from  Dean  Cox  expressing  his  appreciation 
to  Professor  Campbell  and  Committee  on  Admissions  and  Scholarship  for  their  assist- 
ance in  planning  the  new  student  orientation  program. 

President  Dinwiddle  then  announced  that  Professor  C.  C.  Fain  is  serving  as  faculty 
representative  on  the  Committee  on  Traffic  and  Parking. 

President  Dinwiddle  announced  that  the  retirement  policy  was  not  brought  to  the 
Board's  attention  in  October.  Dean  Williams  gave  oral  reasons  for  this  and 
President  Dinwiddle  stated  he  preferred  not  to  report  on  the  reasons  for  this  at 
this  time,  inasmuch  as  he  had  requested  a  written  letter  stating  the  Administration'  s 
thinking  in  this  area.   He  stated  he  would  report  on  this  at  the  next  meeting  after 
receipt  of  such  letter. 

President  Dinwiddle  reported  he  had  the  Faculty  Salary  Report  which  had  been  prepared 
upon  request  of  AAUP.   Professor  L,  E.  Hill  moved  that  it  be  sent  to  AAUP.   The 
motion  was  seconded  and  there  being  no  discussion,  it  was  voted  on  and  passed. 

Professor  L,  E.  Hill  introduced  a  resolution  with  regard  to  faculty  members  going 
; abroad  on  leave  without  pay.   The  recommendation  provided  that  the  difference  between 
the  replacement's  salary  and  the  faculty  member  involved  be  awarded  to  the  faculty 
member.   This  resolution  was  given  to  the  Welfare  Committee  for  study. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  was  adjourned.

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COMMENTS  ON  GRADUATE  SCHOOL  ENROLLMENT 

Enrollment  in  the  Graduate  School  rose  by  35  per  cent  over  the  first  semester  of 
last  year.   This  compares  with  an  increase  of  10  per  cent  in  1961  over  1960  and  of 
20  per  cent  in  1962  over  1961.   In  actual  numbers  enrollments  increased  from  191 
in  September  1962  to  258  in  September  1963.   Enrollments  increased  in  all  five 
schools,  and  in  no  school  was  the  increase  less  than  15  per  cent. 

Three  important  trends  should  be  noted:  (1)  enrollments  in  agriculture  which  had 
been  declining  from  1958  to  1961,  having  fallen  from  69  to  49,  have  risen  in  the 
last  two  years  and  have  now  returned  to  the  1958  level,   (2)  Enrollment  in  engineer- 
ing which  had  remained  almost  constant  from  1957  to  1960  has  more  than  tripled  in  the 
last  three  years.   There  are  74  students  enrolled  in  engineering  this  fall  versus 
22  enrolled  in  1960,   (3)  The  rising  trend  in  enrollments  in  the  natural  sciences 
of  chemistry,  mathematics,  and  physics,  which  was  temporarily  interrupted  last  year, 
has  now  resumed.   Enrollment  in  these  three  areas  went  up  by  40  per  cent  this  year. 

The  students  just  entering  this  semester  received  their  undergraduate  degrees  from 
59  institutions  located  in  23  states  and  five  foreign  countries.  Thirty- three  per 
cent  of  the  new  students  hold  the  baccalaureate  degree  from  Clemson, 

These  rising  enrollments  have  not  come  at  the  sacrifice  of  quality.   Each  student 
admitted  to  Clemson  Graduate  School  is  required  to  take  the  Graduate  Record  Aptitude 
Test.   Since  graduate  programs  at  Clemson  are  concentrated  in  the  biological,  physical, 
and  engineering  sciences,  it  is  felt  that  the  quantitative  aptitude  show  on  this  test 
is  an  important  measure  of  the  student's  ability  to  do  graduate  work  successfully. 
Two  years  ago  in  1961,  42  per  cent  of  the  students  admitted  to  the  Graduate  School 
at  that  time  had  scores  on  the  quantitative  aptitude  portion  of  this  examination 
which  placed  them  among  the  top  10  per  cent  of  all  students  nationally.   Eighty-six 
per  cent  of  the  new  students  that  year  had  scores  that  placed  them  in  the  top  30 
per  cent  nationally.   This  year  out  of  the  107  students  who  were  admitted,  45  per 
cent  had  scores  that  placed  them  in  the  top  10  per  cent  nationally  and  84  per  cent 
have  scores  that  place  them  in  the  top  30  per  cent. 

The  quality  of  students  enrolled  can  be  measured  also  by  the  number  of  students 
enrolled  in  doctoral  programs.   In  the  academic  year  1959-60,  only  one  student  was 
enrolled  in  a  doctoral  program  at  Clemson,   By  the  fall  of  1962,  37  students  were 
enrolled  in  eight  doctoral  programs,  and  this  fall  there  are  over  50  students  enrolled 
in  10  programs.

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DR.  SHELDON  TO  RELINQUISH  DEPARTMENT  CHAIRMANSHIP 

Dawson  Sheldon,  Head  of  the  Department  of  Mathematics,  plans  to  relinquish  his 
post  in  July  in  order  to  return  to  full  time  teaching.   His  successor  as  department 
head  will  be  Clayton  Aucoin  who  joined  the  staff  in  September  following  11  years 
of  teaching  and  research  experience  at  Auburn  University,  Stanford  University, 
and  the  University  of  Southwestern  Louisiana  in  addition  to  some  time  in  the 
aircraft  industry  as  an  applied  mathematician. 

Dr.  Sheldon  became  department  head  in  1945.   At  that  time  the  department  consisted 
of  only  18  teachers.   This  number  has  grown  to  27  plus  13  graduate  assistants. 
Last  year  (academic  1962-63),  4965  grades  were  posted  in  mathematics. 

Dr.  Sheldon  was  instrumental  in  building  the  undergraduate  applied  mathematics 
curriculum  at  Clemson.   Seventy-three  students  are  currently  enrolled  as  majors 
in  this  area.   The  masters  program  in  applied  mathematics  was  also  started  by 
Dr.  Sheldon,  and  15  masters  degrees  have  been  awarded  since  the  program  began  in 
1958. 

In  recognition  of  his  long  service.  Dr.  Sheldon's  title  after  July  1,  will  be 
Senior  Professor  of  Mathematics.

released  on  the  same  day Actually,  the  independent  auditors  listed 

"violations"  of  seven  sections  of  the  1962-63  appropriations  in  the 

case  of  the  University  but  no  violations  were  charged  to  Clemson 

This  was  directed  to  attention  when  in  some  news  accounts  the  audit 
reports  were  published  jointly."

The  revised  curricula  will  be  effective  in  September, 
1964,  and  will  be  carried  in  full  in  the  new  edition  of  the  College  Catalog,  soon 
to  be  printed. 

New  courses  of  possible  general  interest  include: 

Ag  Ec  402,  Economics  of  Agricultural  Production,  3  cr.  (3.0), 

Math  417,  Mathematics  Programs,  3  cr.  (3.0),  a  course  for  students  in  the  math 

teacher-training  program. 

Econ  309,  Government  and  Business,  3  cr.  (3.0), 

Soc  409,  Selected  Topics  in  Sociology,  3  cr.  (3.0). 

Accounting  301,  302,  Intermediate  Accounting,  3  cr,  each  (3.0). 

New  degree-granting  programs  approved  include: 

(a)  A  four  year  curriculum  in  Medical  Technology,  leading  to  the  B.S.  degree.  The 
student  will  spend  his  first  three  years  at  Clemson,  his  fourth  year  at  the  Green- 
ville General  Hospital  where  he  will  take  classes  under  the  supervision  of  instructor 
there.

(d)  Programs  in  Civil  Engineering  and  Mechanical  Engineering  leading  to  the  Ph.D. 
degree  in  each  area.

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DATA  ON  FACULTY  AM)  PROFESSIONAL  STAFF 

Fall  semester  data  being  presented  to  the  Department  of  Health,  Education  and 
Welfare  shows  that  922  faculty  and  professional  staff  are  employed  by  the  College 
(full  and/or  part  time).   Of  these,  322  teach  or  teach  and  research;  164  are  classi- 
fied as  graduate  assistants  or  lecturers;  11  are  professional  librarians;  256  are 
engaged  in  extension  activities;  91  are  engaged  in  full  time  research  or  public 
service  activities;  34  are  employed  for  work  in  student  personnel  activities;  two 
are  in  hotel  management;  16  are  with  the  athleti'c  association;  and  26  are  in  general 
administration.   Of  the  922  employees  142  are  women, 

FACULTY-STUDENT  RATIO 

Each  November  each  South  Carolina  state-supported  college  reports  its  student- 
faculty  ratio.   The  ratio  is  determined  by  dividing  undergraduate  semester  credit 
hours  taken  by  15,  dividing  graduate  semester  credit  hours  by  9,  obtaining  the 
total  and  dividing  by  the  number  of  full-time  equivalent  faculty.   The  Clemson 
ratio  for  the  past  three  years  is:

GRADUATE  RECORD  EXAMINATION 

The  Graduate  Record  Examination  will  be  given  at  Furman,  Wofford,  and  the 
University  of  South  Carolina  on  January  18.   Students  who  need  to  take  the  examination 
before  the  next  test  date  which  is  March  7,  must  submit  applications  to  the  Educa- 
tional Testing  Service  before  January  3.   Forms  are  available  in  the  Graduate 
School  office.   The  charges  are  $7  for  the  aptitude  test,  $8  for  the  advanced  test, 
or  $12  for  both  tests. 

GRADUATE  SCHOOL  IS  AWARDED  EIGHT  NDEA  FELLOWSHIPS 

Dean  Hugh  Macaulay  has  been  informed  that  Clemson  will  have  eight  new  NDEA 
three-year  graduate  fellowships,  beginning  in  September,  1964.   The  list  includes 
two  each  in  physics,  agronomy,  chemical  engineering,  and  agricultural  economics. 
Each  fellowship  will  pay  an  average  of  $2200  per  year  to  the  student  (plus  $400 
per  dependent)  and  $2500  per  year  to  the  college.   Thirteen  NDEA  Fellows  are  currently 
enrolled  at  Clemson  in  chemistry,  plant  pathology,  entomology,  agronomy  and  chemical 
engineering.

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RESEARCH  GEAETS  SINCE  NOVEMBER  15 

The  Department  of  Civil  Engineering  has  received  two  research  grants  dealing 
with  highway  materials  and  methods  of  testing.   One  grant  from  the  South  Carolina 
Highway  Department  for  $36,030  is  for  a  two-year  study  and  development  of  a  rapid 
means  of  determining  density  and  moisture  content  of  soils  and  granular  materials. 
The  second  grant  is  a  project  under  the  National  Cooperative  Highway  Research  Program 
and  is  administered  by  the  Highway  Research  Board.   This  one-year  study  on  "Rapid 
Test  Methods  for  Field  Control  of  Construction"  is  supported  by  a  budget  for 
$29,850.  Arnold  E.  Schwartz,  Joseph  H.  Moore,  and  Joseph  P.  Rostron  will  conduct 
the  studies  with  the  aid  of  graduate  research  assistants. 

J,  C.  Fanning  (Chemistry)  has  been  advised  by  the  Directors  of  the  Wolcott 
Gibbs  Fund  of  M.I.T.  that  he  has  been  awarded  $500  for  research  on  complexes  of 
8-Aminoquinoline  with  Givalent  and  Trivalent  Metal  Ions. 

CLEMSON  WOMEN  GRADUATES  ELIGIBLE  FOR  AAUW  MEMBERSHIP 

President  Edwards  has  been  advised  by  Dr.  Blanche  Dow,  President  of  the 
American  Association  of  University  Women,  that  Clemson  College  has  been  placed 
on  the  organization's  list  of  approved  colleges  and  universities.  This  means 
that  women  graduates,  past  and  future,  will  be  eligible  for  membership  in  the 
National  AAUW.   The  AAUW  is  an  outstanding  women's  organization  with  units  through- 
out the  United  States.   The  Clemson  unit  is  headed  by  Mrs.  Hugh  A.  Woodle,  104 
Folger  Street. 

HOME  STATES  OF  CLEMSON  STUDENTS 

A  study  of  the  home  states  of  Clemson 's  current  student  body  shows  that 
forty-one  of  the  fifty  states  are  represented.   In  addition,  students  are  from 
Puerto  Rico,  the  Canal  Zone,  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  several  foreign  nations. 

States  with  no  student  representation  are  Arkansas,  Colorado,  Minnesota, 
Nevada,  North  Dakota,  Oregon,  South  Dakota,  Vermont  and  Wyoming. 

Other  than  South  Carolina,  states  which  are  heaviest  in  representation  are 
North  Carolina  (273),  Georgia  (230),  Florida  (109),  New  Jersey  (105),  Pennsylvania 
(84),  and  New  York  (82).   Of  the  4376  students  3123  are  residents  of  South  Carolina.

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MINUTES  OF  THE  RESEARCH  FACULTY  COUNCIL 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  3:30  p.m.  on  November  15  by  Chairman 
Bardsley.

(2)  After  some  discussion  of  the  complications  of  working  out  a  unification 
of  the  academic  and  research  faculties,  Chairman  Bardsley  and  Dr.  G.  Meenaghan 
were  asked  to  meet  with  the  Academic  Faculty  Senate  Policy  Committee,  which  is 
presently  working  on  this  matter,  to  give  them  any  possible  assistance  in  the  work. 

(3)  As  a  result  of  further  discussion,  Dr.  Bardsley  appointed  two  committees 
to  special  assignments.   The  first  committee  (with  the  following  memberships: 

H,  L,  Steele,  Chairman,  M,  J.  Skove,  and  R.  L.  Edwards)  was  asked  to  investigate 
the  possibility  of  establishing  a  Graduate  Faculty  at  Clemson.   The  second 
committee  (with  the  following  membership:  R.  W.  Henningson,  Chairman,  A.  L, 
Shewfelt,  and  E.  S.  Olson)  is  to  examine  the  outside  work  policy. 


The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  5:35  p.m.

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NEW  ENGINEERING  PROGRAM  APPROVED 


The  College  Curriculum  Committee  and  the  Educational  Council  have  approved 
a  plan  for  a  five-year  program  in  civil  engineering,  effective  September  1,  1964, 
The  program  will  be  extended  to  other  engineering  fields  at  later  dates. 

The  plan  will  allow  eligible  students  who  graduate  from  the  regular  four-year 
civil  engineering  curriculum  with  B.S,  degrees  to  continue  for  an  additional  two 
semesters,  earning  a  professional  degree  as  a  result. 

Basically,  the  program  is; 

Upon  graduation  with  a  B,S,  degree,  an  engineering  student  with  a  sufficient 
G,P.R.  will  have  two  academic  programs  available  to  him.   If  he  plans  a  career 
in  teaching,  research,  or  high-level  design  he  will  pursue  courses  of  study  leading 
to  graduate  degrees.   Admission  to  graduate  school  will  be  contingent  upon  meeting 
current  standards. 

If  the  student  plans  a  career  in  management,  engineering  operations,  sales, 
or  other  phases  of  design  he  will  have  available  to  him  a  post-graduate,  professional 
program  of  one  academic  year  duration.   Course-work  will  consist  of  30  semester 
hours  divided  into  three  areas  of  concentration:  operations,  management,  and 
technical  specialty.   No  thesis  will  be  required.   The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Civil 
Engineering,  Bachelor  of  Electrical  Engineering,  Bachelor  of  Mechanical  Engineering, 
Bachelor  of  Chemical  Engineering,  Bachelor  of  Industrial  Engineering,  Bachelor  of 
Ceramic  Engineering,  or  Bachelor  of  Agricultural  Engineering  will  be  awarded  upon 
the  successful  completion  of  the  program.   Graduation  from  the  professional  program 
will  require  a  grade  point  ratio  of  2,5  or  better  on  course  work  completed  as  part 
of  the  program's  requirement. 

Admission  to  the  professional  program  will  require  a  B,S,  degree  in  an 
engineering  field,  a  grade  point  ratio  of  2,0,  and  the  recommendation  of  at  least 
three  faculty  members  in  the  student's  major  field.  Written  applications  on  forms 
similar  to  those  now  used  by  the  graduate  school  would  be  required  of  those  desiring 
to  apply  for  admission  to  the  program.  From  figure  2  it  can  be  seen  that  approximately 
30  per  cent  of  the  graduating  seniors  have  grade  point  ratios  of  below  2,0,   The 
G,P«R,  for  admission  will  be  raised  0,1  each  time  the  G,P,R,  required  for  graduation 
from  the  Bachelor  of  Science  program  is  raised. 

Course  work  in  the  professional  program  will  be  selected  primarily  from 
advanced  undergraduate  offerings.  However,  with  written  approval  of  the  Dean  of 
the  Graduate  School,  a  student  who  graduates  from  a  B.S,  degree  program  with  a 
grade  point  of  2.7  or  better  will  also  be  permitted  to  enroll  in  courses  carrying 
a  five  hundred  number.   A  student  entering  the  professional  program  with  a  grade 
point  ratio  less  than  2.7  will  not  be  allowed  to  enroll  in  five  hundred  courses  the 
first  semester,  but  may  be  allowed  to  enroll  in  them  during  the  second  semester  if 
his  grade  point  ratio  in  the  professional  program  is  3.0  or  better.

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INTERNAL  REVENUE  BROADENS  DEDUCTIBILITY  FOR  RESEARCH  EXPENSES  OF  COLLEGE  TEACHERS 


Ta:c- deductibility  of  travel  and  related  research  expenses  by  college  faculty 
members  v/ill  be  recognized  by  a  new  Internal  Revenue  ruling  (63-275)  to  be  pub- 
lished December  30,  1963.   The  ruling  grov/s  out  of  a  conference  called  by  Revenue 
Commissioner  Caplin  to  discuss  the  Davis  case,  in  which  Internal  Revenue  had  re- 
jected claims  for  travel  deduction  by  a  professor  who  went  to  Europe  for  research 
in  his  field. 

The  new  ruling,  in  part,  is  as  follows: 

''...research  expenses,  including  traveling  expenses  properly  allocable  thereto, 
incurred  by  a  professor  for  the  purpose  of  teaching,  lecturing,  and  writing  and 
publishing  in  his  area  of  competence,  as  a  means  of  carrying  out  the  duties  ex- 
pected of  him  in  his  capacity  as  a  professor  and  v/ithout  expectation  of  profit 
apart  from  salary,  represent  ordinary  and  necessary  business  expenses  incurred  in 
that  capacity  and  are,  therefore,  deductible  under  section  162  (a)  of  the  Code,.,, 
The  responsibility  rests  vrith  each  professor  to  show  that  the  amount  claimed  are 
reasonable  in  relation  to  the  research  performed  and  that  the  research  is  in  his 
area  of  competence;  that  is,  that  the  research  is  directly  related  to  the  general 
field  in  which  the  professor  is  performing  services  as  an  educator.'' 

Note:   The  Tax  Court  had  previously  held  in  the  Davis  case  that  the  expense 
incurred  must  be  a  requirement  or  condition  of  employment.   The  Mierican  Associa- 
tion of  University  Professors  has  done  the  major  work  on  getting  the  new  ruling. 


ADDITION  TO  EE  FACULTY 

William  Daniel  Stanley  of  Bladenboro,  N.  C.  and  Sarasota,  Florida  will  join 
the  faculty  of  electrical  engineering  in  February  as  an  assistant  professor. 

Dr.  Stanley  holds  the  B.S.  from  the  University  of  South  Carolina,  and  the  M.S, 
and  Ph.D.  from  North  Carolina  State.   He  has  six  years  of  teaching  experience  at 
N.  C.  State  and  the  University  of  Florida  and  is  currently  project  engineer  with 
Electro-Mechanical  Research,  Inc.  of  Sarasota,  Florida. 

He  is  a  member  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa  and  Phi  Kappa  Phi,  Sigma  Xi,  and  several 
professional  groups.   He  has  published  papers  on  digital  computer  programs.   His 
wife,  the  former  Mary  Louise  Nicholas,  is  from  Enosburg  Falls,  Vermont. 
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SCHOLARSHIP  AWARDS  IN  HORTICULTURE 

Dean  W.  Wiley  (Agric.)  has  been  notified  by  Mr.  T.  R.  Morris,  President 
of  the  South  Carolina  Fresh  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Association,  that  the  Association 
will  award  a  four-year  undergraduate  scholarship  to  a  Clemson  student  in  horti- 
culture, beginning  in  1964.   When  the  program  reaches  full  growth,  four  students 
(one  in  each  undergraduate  year)  will  be  scholarship  holders  in  the  program. 
Students  will  be  selected  by  the  college. 


NSF  AWARDS  INSTITUTE  TO  BOTANY 

J.  E.  Halpin  (Bot-Bact.)  has  been  advised  by  the  National  Science  Foundation 
that  an  application  from  the  Clemson  Department  of  Botany  and  Bacteriology  to 
hold  a  summer  institute  for  selected  high  school  students  has  been  approved.

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MINUTES  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE 

The  ninety-second  meeting  of  the  Senate  of  the  Academic  Faculty  of  Clemson 
College  was  held  on  Tuesday,  December  10,  1963,  in  the  auditorium  of  Olin  Hall 
with  President  J.  G.  Dinwiddie,  Jr.,  presiding.   Having  a  quorum  present,  the  meet- 
ing was  called  to  order,  and  the  reading  of  the  minutes  was  dispensed  with. 

Regarding  the  problem  of  outside  interference  with  the  academic  work  of  the 
students.  President  Dinwiddie  reported  that  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Educational 
Council,  President  Edwards  made  a  statement  that  he  thought  the  College  should  come 
up  with  a  definite  policy  in  this  area.   President  Dinwiddie  offered  the  services 
of  the  Senate  in  drafting  such  a  policy,  since  there  were  some  specific  matters  in 
this  field  that  the  Admissions  and  Scholarship  Committee  was  presently  working  on. 
He  assumed  the  Senate  would  get  an  official  request  from  Dean  Williams  forthwith. 

Professor  W.  B.  Barlage,  Chairman,  reported  for  the  Policy  Committee.   He  sub- 
mitted to  the  members  a  copy  of  the  proposed  changes  of  the  Constitution  and  By-laws 
of  the  Faculty  and  Faculty  Senate,   Professor  Barlage  pointed  out  some  of  the 
changes  that  were  made  and  asked  the  Senate  to  compare  the  proposed  changes  with 
the  present  Constitution  and  By-laws  printed  in  the  Manual  in  preparation  for  action 
at  the  January  meeting. 

Professor  T.  A.  Campbell,  Chairman  of  the  Admissions  and  Scholarship  Committee, 
submitted  a  resolution  in  the  form  of  a  motion  involving  Faculty  notice  of  field 
trips.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  a  general  discussion  followed.  Professor  L.  E. 
Hill  moved  to  table  the  resolution,  pending  work  on  the  general  policy  involving 
interference  with  academic  work.   Said  motion  was  seconded  and  carried. 

President  Dinwiddie  read  a  resolution  passed  by  the  Student  Senate  involving 
tests  scheduled  after  concerts.   He  then  read  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  Dean  J.  K. 
Williams  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Student  Senate  spelling  out  the  College's  feeling 
on  the  problem.   There  was  complete  agreement  in  the  Senate  that  Dean  Williams' 
letter  satisfied  fully  the  Faculty's  feeling  on  this  matter,  and  President  Din- 
widdie said  he,  along  with  the  Senate  Secretary,  would  ^^rite  a  letter  to  the  Stu- 
dent Senate  substantiating  what  Dean  Williams  had  already  written. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  adjourned.

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WSPA  (CH.  7)  TO  OFFER  "SUNRISE  SEMESTER" 

Beginning  February  3,  WSPA-TV  will  carry  the  New  York  University  program, 
"Sunrise  Semester. "  The  two  courses  to  be  offered  are  "Outlines  of  the  History 
of  Art"  and  "The  Legacy  of  Greece  and  Rome."  Showing  time  for  the  programs  will 
be  6:30-7:00  a.m.  Monday-Friday  and  6:4'5-7:45  a.m.  Saturday. 

Brief  descriptions  of  the  courses  are: 

THE  LEGACY  OF  GREECE  AND  ROME:   PROFESSOR  LIONEL  CASSON 

Western  civilization  is  rooted  in  the  world  of  Greece  and  Rome.   The  specu- 
lations of  its  philosophers,  the  prose  and  poetry  of  its  writers,  the  political 
forms  by  which  it  is  governed,  some  of  the  very  cities  men  live  in  today  and  roads 

they  travel  on all  in  one  way  or  another  owe  a  debt  to  what  was  done  by  Greeks 

and  Romans.   The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  introduce  the  student  to  these  gifted 
peoples,  to  acquaint  him  with  the  masterpieces  of  their  literature  and  art,  and  to 
point  out  those  aspects  of  their  culture  that  have  had  the  most  significant  effect 
on  subsequent  ages. 

The  Greeks  were  writers,  thinkers,  and  artists.   The  course  begins  with  Homer's 
gx^-i.  poems;  dwells  at  length  on  the  unique  achievements  in  drama,  history,  philo- 
sophy, and  art  of  Athens'  golden  age;  and  takes  a  brief  look  at  the  flowering  of 
research  dramatically  enlarged  by  the  conquests  of  Alexander  the  Great. 

The  Romans  were  organizers,  planners,  and  engineers.   The  course  traces  their 
steady  rise  in  importance  from  a  mere  village  to  a  world  empire,  and  sketches  the 
tumultuous  century  of  civil  wars  that  brought  to  the  fore  personalities  who  have 
found  a  place  in  the  literature,  art,  and  political  theory  of  practically  every 
nation  of  the  West.   It  takes  a  long  look  at  the  Roman  Empire,  pointing  out  how 
greatly  Rome  affected  the  later  map  of  Europe,  illustrating  its  solid  contribution 
to  the  political  and  social  life  and  physical  welfare  of  its  citizens,  and  reviewing 
its  great  writers  and  the  profound  effect  they  had  on  later  literature. 

OUTLINES  OF  THE  HISTORY  OF  ART:   ASSOCIATE  PROFESSOR  JANE  COSTELLO 

Tlie  first  part  of  the  course  deals  with  the  fifteenth  century:  the  meticulous 
real:".?m  of  the  painters  of  North  Europe.   In  Italy,  during  the  same  period,  there 
was  a  rapid  development  in  Florence,  as  shown  in  the  works  of  Masaccio,  Fra  Angelico. 
and  others.   This  reaches  its  peak  during  the  High  Renaissance  in  Rome,  where 
Michelangelo  and  Raphael  created  the  decorations  of  St.  Peters  and  the  Vatican. 
Later,  in  the  seventeenth  century,  Caravaggio,  Rembrandt,  and  Velasquez  became 
preoccupied  with  reality  and  subtle  effects  of  illumination.   Others  opposed  this 
trend  with  a  cool  and  temperate  classicism,  as  for  instance  the  French  painter, 
Nicolas  Poussin.   The  lighthearted  style  of  the  French  rococo  followed,  and  was 
succeeded  by  the  art  of  the  French  Revolution  (Jacques  Louis  David),  and  the 
realism  (Courbet)  and  romanticism  (Delacroix)  of  the  nineteenth  century. 

The  last  part  of  the  course  concentrates  on  the  origin  and  development  of 
modem  art.   This  is  lead  off  by  the  impressionists  (Manet,  Monet,  Degas,  Renoir) 
who  paint  a  colorful  and  visual  record  of  the  appearance  of  the  world.   The  post- 
impressionists  (Cezanne,  Seurat,  Van  Gogh,  Gauguin)  continue,  but  alter,  the  style, 
either  filling  their  paintings  with  powerful  emotion,  or  introducing  the  permanence 
of  geometric  form.

The  Council  tabled  a  proposal  that  (1)  completion  of  Scientific  German  (with 
a  grade  of  B  or  better)  be  accepted  as  meeting  the  German  language  requirement  for 
advanced  degrees  other  than  the  M.A.  and  (2)  subject  to  approval,  completion  of 
two  years  of  language  courses  taken  at  other  schools,  equivalent  to  those  that  may 
be  taken  at  Clemson  to  meet  the  language  requirement,  be  accepted  as  meeting  the 
language  requirement.   It  was  pointed  out  that  these  alternatives  had  been  discussed 
and  approved  at  a  previous  Council  meeting. 

A  proposal  to  reword  the  residence  requirement  was  considered  and  tabled,  to  be 
reconsidered  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council.

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MINUTES  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE  OF  CLEMS ON  COLLEGE 

The  ninety-third  meeting  of  the  Senate  of  the  Academic  Faculty  of  Clemson 
College  was  held  on  Tuesday,  January  14,  1964,  in  the  auditorium  of  Olin  Hall 
with  President  J.  G.  Dinwiddle,  Jr.,  presiding.   Having  a  quorum  present,  the 
meeting  was  called  to  order,  and  the  reading  of  the  minutes  was  dispensed  with. 

Professor  A.  H.  Holt  reported  for  the  Admissions  and  Scholarship  Committee. 
He  announced  that  Mr.  Vickery  had  informed  him  that  there  had  been  some  discussion 
among  the  various  colleges  to  de-emphasize  final  examinations,  either  by  cutting 
them  out  entirely  or  holding  them  at  the  last  class  meeting.   This  is  being  pushed 
by  some  in  the  State  and  will  be  discussed  at  the  State  Registrar's  meeting  either 
in  February  or  March.   Mr.  Vickery  requested  the  Senate  to  give  him  its  views  on 
the  matter. 

President  Dinwiddle  announced  that  he  had  been  informed  that  this  problem 
would  not  come  up  until  the  March  meeting  and  suggested  that  the  members  think 
about  it  and  be  ready  at  the  next  meeting  to  air  their  views  on  this  subject. 

There  was  no  report  from  the  Welfare  Committee.   President  Dinwiddle  announced 
that  Dr.  Bamett  had  reported  the  immunization  program  was  very  successful,  and 
recommended  that  next  year's  program  be  started  earlier. 

Professor  W,  B.  Barlage,  Chairman,  reported  for  the  Policy  Committee.   He 
asked  that,  instead  of  action  being  taken  on  the  proposed  changes  of  the  Constitution 
and  By-laws  of  the  Faculty  and  Faculty  Senate,  criticism  and  comments  be  made  at 
this  time  which  would  be  sent  back  to  the  committee  for  further  work.   He  asked 
Professor  C.  M,  McGee  to  act  as  Secretary  for  the  committee. 

Queries  and  suggestions  arose  as  to  the  problem  of  membership  and  apportionment. 
After  much  discussion  on  these  matters.  Professor  Barlage  noted  that  all  the  criticisms 
had  been  directed  at  particular  clauses  in  the  proposed  Constitution  and  By-laws 
dealing  with  mechanics  onl}'-,  but  that  no  one  had  indicated  whether  in  the  final 
analysis,  he  would  be  for  the  change.   He  asked  what  the  consensus  of  the  group  was 
on  this.   Someone  pointed  out  that  the  merger  of  the  Research  Council  with  the 
Faculty  Senate  would  follow  this  change.   Therefore,  the  real  problem  which  should 
be  dealt  with  is  the  merger  itself,  first,  and  then  the  proposed  changes  in  the 
Constitution  and  By-laws  would  be  tackled.   Professor  Barlage  was  then  asked  that 
his  committee  prepare  a  debate  on  the  subject  of  the  merger  to  be  presented  at  the 
next  meeting. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  adjourned.

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GRADUATE  COUNCIL  MINUTES 

The  Graduate  Council  met  on  January  22  and  took  the  following  actions: 

(1)  Twenty-two  candidates  for  Master's  degrees  and  three  candidates  for  the  Ph.D. 
degree  were  approved  for  graduation. 

(2)  A  minor  in  Experimental  Statistics  at  the  doctoral  level  and  a  change  in  the 
requirements  for  a  minor  in  that  field  at  the  Master's  level  were  approved. 

(3)  The  rule  covering  residence  requirements  for  advanced  degrees  was  clarified. 
The  definition  found  in  the  Graduate  School  Bulletin  on  page  31  is  changed  to 
read:  An  academic  semester  of  residence  is  defined  as  a  semester  of  enrollment 
in  and  the  successful  completion  of  a  minimum  of  nine  hours  of  course  work  or  a 
combination  of  course  work  and  research  acceptable  as  its  equivalent.   Summer 
equivalents  may  be  accumulated  to  count  toward  residence. 

The  candidate  for  the  Ph.D.  from  Clemson  must  earn  two  years  of  residence 
under  these  conditions.   At  least  one  of  these  years  must  be  spent  in  continuous, 
full-time  resident  study  at  Clemson  after  he  is  admitted  to  the  PhoD.  degree  program. 
A  third  year  of  residence  is  required  but  may  be  earned  by  taking  eighteen  hours 
of  course  work  and/or  research  over  a  period  longer  than  two  semesters. 


FACULTY  BASIC  RESEARCH  COMMITTEE 

The  Faculty  Basic  Research  Committee  has  received  an  allotment  of  $2,000 
from  the  Alumni  Loyalty  Fund,  to  become  available  July  1,  1964.   An  additional 
award  from  the  National  Science  Foundation  will  be  announced  in  May,  available 
July  lo 

Faculty  members  who  need  support  for  basic  research  projects  they  would  like 
to  undertake  may  request  funds  from  the  Committee.  Application  forms  may  be 
obtained  from  the  Graduate  School. 

The  Committee  will  hold  its  next  meeting  during  the  last  week  in  February. 

INSTITUTIONAL  GRADUATE  RECORD  EXAMINATIONS 

The  Graduate  Record  Examinations  Institutional  Testing  Program  will  be 
administered  at  Clemson  on  Tuesday,  March  17.   These  examinations  are  required 
of  all  candidates  for  the  award  of  the  bachelor's  degree  in  June  1964,  August  1964, 
or  January  1965.

As  of  February  1  the  Academic  Faculty  numbers  324,  exclusive  of  lecturers  in 
religion  and  military  science.

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FINANCIAL  REPORT:   1963  ALUMNI  LOYALTY  FUND 

During  1963  a  total  of  3,599  people  made  gifts  totaling  $109,240.65  to  the 
Alumni  Fund.   It  was  the  third  highest  income  total  the  Fund  has  enjoyed  since 
the  reorganization  of  the  alumni  program  in  1956.   (The  Alumni  Fund  received 
$151,035  in  1962  and  $116,996  in  1961.) 

In  1963  gifts  totaling  $94,294.65  were  unrestricted  as  to  use  and  gifts 
totaling  $14,946  were  restricted  to  specific  educational  programs.   The  Trustees 
of  the  Clemson  Foundation  met  in  January  to  make  grants  from  the  unrestricted 
portion  of  the  1963  Fund.

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MINUTES  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE  OF  CLEMSON  COLLEGE 

The  ninety-fourth  meeting  of  the  Senate  of  the  Academic  Faculty  of  Clemson  College 
was  held  on  Tuesday,  February  11,  1964,  in  the  auditorium  of  Olin  Hall  with  President 
J.  G.  Dinwiddle,  Jr. ,  presiding.   Having  a  quorum  present,  the  meeting  was  called  to 
order,  and  the  reading  of  the  minutes  was  dispensed  with.   However,  the  following 
corrections  were  made  to  the  minutes:  (1)  Your  secretary  had  listed  Professors  J.  C. 
Hubbard,  Jr.,  and  C.  M.  McBigh  as  being  absent  from  the  last  meeting.   This  they  were 
not.   (2)  In  paragraph  6  of  the  minutes,  the  phrase  reading,  "the  merger  of  the 
Research  Council  with  the  Faculty  Senate,"  should  have  read,  "the  merger  of  the 
Research  Faculty  with  the  Academic  Faculty  Senate. " 

President  Dinwiddle  welcomed  two  new  members,  Professors  John  Sullivan  and  John 
Miller,  who  are  filling  vacancies.   President  Dinwiddle  suggested  that  in  liexi  of  calling] 
a  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Committees,  he  would  assign  Professor  Sullivan  to  the 
Admissions  and  Scholarship  Committee,  the  position  held  by  Professor  D.  A.  King,  and 
Professor  Miller  to  the  Policy  Committee,  the  position  held  by  Professor  E.  P.  Stillwell." 
This  suggestion  was  acceptable  to  the  membership.  i 

President  Dinwiddle  introduced  Mr.  John  Gentry  who  gave  an  explanation  of  the 
proposed  changes  in  the  State  retirement  policy.   He  passed  to  the  members  an  informal 
detailed  statement  which  included  how  the  changes  would  effect  the  present  policy  and 
the  new  benefit  formula  recommended  in  the  proposal.   Mr.  Dinwiddle  reported  that 
President  Edwards  had  announced  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Educational  Council  that 
those  employees  who  had  drawn  no  retirement  check  by  January  14,  1964  would  have  the 
option  of  qualifying  for  the  new  plan.   (Assuming,  of  course,  that  the  new  plan  is 
passed  this  session  of  the  Legislature.)  -^ 

President  Dinwiddle  then  introduced  Dean  J.  K.  Williams  who  was  asked  to  speak  on 
the  Administration's  point  of  view  as  to  a  merger  of  the  Research  Council  and  the       ; 
Academic  Faculty  Senate.  i 

At  the  outset,  Dean  Williams  made  it  clear  that  the  Administration  has  no  point 
of  view  on  the  subject.   The  Administration's  interest  in  this  matter  has  only  been 
kindled  because  of  its  knowledge  that  a  possible  merger  is  being  worked  on  in  the 
Senate.   Dean  Williams  stated  further  that  he,  of  course,  had  his  own  personal  views 
and  that  he  could  see  valid  arguements  against  as  well  as  for  a  merger,  but,  as  far  as   | 
he  was  concerned,  he  could  not  and  would  not  recommend  what  the  Senate  should  do  or 
not  do. 

He  further  stated  that  if  the  Senate  was  acting  under  the  impression  that  either 
his  office  or  the  Administration  was  desiring  such  a  move,  or  that  some  sort  of  merger 
must  be  accomplished,  this  was  never  intended.   He  noted  that  if  merger  was  not  ac- 
complished he  would  of  necessity  work  closer  with  the  Research  Council  than  he  had  in 
the  past. 

Dean  Williams  gave  some  figures  showing  the  relationship  between  the  academic 
faculty  and  research.   The  figures  were  broken  down  according  to  the  various  schools. 
There  is  a  sum  total  of  142  research  equivalents  and  261  teaching  equivalents  at 
Clemson  College.   Out  of  142  research  equivalents,  120  are  found  in  the  School  of 
Agriculture. 

Dean  Williams  discussed  the  budgeting  system  and  how  research  is  related  to  it. 
There  will  be  research-faculty  people  other  than  Agriculture.   Agriculture  is  not 
growing  as  other  fields  are.   There  can  be  no  separation  between  faculty  and  research. 
Dean  Williams  stated  further  that  he  wants  to  erase  any  lines  drawn  between  the  two; 
but,  as  far  as  his  own  opinions  of  whether  there  should  be  a  merger  of  the  Research 
Co'...'^ll  and  Academic  Faculty  Senate,  he  would  not  venture  to  advise. 
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MINUTES  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE  OF  CLEMSON  COLLEGE  (continues) 

Dean  Williams  announced  that  there  was  a  proposal  by  the  South  Carolina  State 
Supported  College  Presidents'  Sub -committee  of  Deans  to  establish  a  uniform  grading 
system  throughout  the  state  colleges  of  A,  B,  C,  D,  F,  WP  and  WF. 

He  also  announced  that  the  question  of  extending  Educational  TV  to  the  state 
Colleges'  Educational  Programs  had  arisen,  and  that  it  was  recommended  that  the  Sub- 
committee of  Deans  work  on  this  problem.   He  requested  that  the  Senate  think  on  this, 
as  he  would  like  to  have  the  faculty's  views. 

Dean  Williams  also  referred  to  a  study  being  made  to  change  the  calendar  in  order 
for  Fall  Semester  to  end  prior  to  Christmas,  and  requested  an  opinion  on  this. 

Professor  T.  A.  Campbell,  Chairman  of  the  Admissions  and  Scholarship  Committee 
reported  for  the  Committee  and  submitted  the  following  recommendations: 

#1 
The  Admission  and  Scholarship  Committee  of  the  Faculty  Senate  recommends  that  the 
Senate  ask  the  Administration  to  establish  the  policy  that  no  test  of  any  kind--except 
laboratory  quizzes,  which  shall  be  given  on  the  last  full  day  of  the  laboratory--shall 
be  given  during  the  academic  week  prior  to  the  beginning  of  final  examinations. 

After  a  brief  discussion,  it  was  decided  to  put  this  recommendation  to  a  vote 
at  the  next  meeting. 

#2 
The  Admission  and  Scholarship  Committee  of  the  Faculty  Senate  recommends  that 
the  existing  class  attendance  regulations  be  amended  to  require  that  all  group  ab- 
sences for  non-academic  activities  shall  be  first  approved  by  the  office  of  the 
Academic  Dean  of  the  College  before  being  implemented  by  the  Dean  of  Student  Affairs -- 
the  consensus  of  the  Committee  being  that  the  Dean  of  the  College  is  in  the  best 
position  to  judge  the  value  of  such  absences  to  the  academic  welfare  of  the  students. 

After  a  brief  discussion,  it  was  decided  to  put  this  recommendation  to  a  vote 
at  the  next  meeting. 

President  Dinwiddie  announced  he  had  received  a  letter  from  the  Student  Senate 
regarding  the  possibility  of  night  classes.   This  letter  was  referred  to  the  Ad- 
missions and  Scholarship  Committee. 

President  Dinwiddie  also  announced  he  had  received  a  letter  from  a  faculty 
member  regarding  the  retirement  system.   This  letter  was  referred  to  the  Welfare 
Committee. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  adjourned.

Research  and  study  grants  to  the  College  since  Febiruary  15  include: 

From  Hercules  Powder,  $1,000  to  the  Horticulture  Department  for  research  on 
turf  grasses.

LEGISLATIVE  COMMITTEE  RECOMMENDS  CHANGES  IN  STATE  RETIREMENT  SYSTEM 

Six  members  of  the  1963  General  Assembly  of  South  Carolina  (Senators  Dennis, 
Morrah  and  Waddell;  Representatives  Rogers,  Williams  and  H.  P.  Smith)  reported 
January  14,  1964  to  the  Legislature  on  a  year-long  study  of  the  State  Retirement 
System,  and  recommended  several  major  changes  in  its  operation. 

The  South  Carolina  Retirement  System  was  established  in  1945,  and  combined 
with  Social  Security  in  1955.   The  proposed  changes  for  1964-65  may  prove  to  be 
as  significant  as  the  addition  of  Social  Security.   There  are  three  major  recommend- 
ations: 

(1)  To  increase  the  rate  of  contributions  from  each  member  by  1%  and  increase  the 
State's  matching  contributions.   (Effective  July  1,  1964,  members  will  contribute 
4%  on  earnings  up  to  $4,800  in  each  calendar  year;  6%  on  any  earnings  over  $4,800. 

No  contributions  are  made  to  Social  Security  on  earnings  in  excess  of  $4,800  per  year. 

(2)  To  determine  the  maximum  retirement  allowance  at  age  65  for  each  member  by  an 
"average  final  salary"  formula,  rather  than  the  "money  purchase"  formula  which  is 
used  at  present.   An  employee  scheduled  to  retire  on  or  after  July  1,  1964  will 

be  able  to  estimate  his  own  monthly  benefit,  easily,  by  the  following  steps: 
(a)   Estimate  the  average  salary  of  his  highest-paid  five  consecutive  fiscal  years 
of  the  last  ten  before  retirement  at  age  65.   (b)  Find  1%  of  this  average,  up  to 
$4,800.   (c)   If  any  of  this  average  exceeds  $4,800,  add  1%%  of  the  remainder. 
(d)  Multiply  this  sum  by  the  number  of  years  of  creditable  service  the  member 
expects  to  complete  in  South  Carolina  by  age  65.   (e)   Divide  the  product  by  12  to 
find  his  maximum  monthly  allowance.   (NOTE:   If  a  member  elects  an  optional  settle- 
ment, or  if  he  elects  to  retire  before  age  65,  the  allowance  will  be  less  than  his 
maximum) . 

(3)  The  third  major  recommendation  of  the  Committee  guarantees  to  members  of  the 
System  enrolled  prior  to  July  1,  1964  that  none  of  their  present  privileges  will 
be  lost.   At  retirement,  these  members  will  have  their  allowances  calculated  by 
the  new  formula  and  by  the  old,  and  will  be  paid  the  larger  amount.   (New  members 
enrolled  after  June  30,  1964,  will  be  paid  by  the  new  formula.) 

More  detailed  information  will  be  issued  earlier  in  March  to  all  Clemson 
employees  through  official  administrative  channels.   The  report  has  been  approved 
by  the  State  Budget  and  Control  Board,  and  was  introduced  in  the  General  Assembly 
as  Bill  H-1970.   If  it  becomes  State  Law,  it  will  be  effective  on  July  1,  1964.

CHEMISTRY  AND  TC  TO  SPONSOR  PH.D.  PROGRAM 

The  Graduate  Council  and  the  College  Curriculum  Committee  have  approved  a 
proposal  by  the  Department  of  Textile  Chemistry  and  the  Department  of  Chemistry 
and  Geology  to  offer  a  doctoral  program  in  which  the  research  will  be  carried  out 
in  some  area  of  textile  chemistry  and  the  course  requirements  will  be  taken  from 
current  offerings  of  the  two  departments. 

The  present  mechanical  procedures  of  the  Chemistry  Department  will  be  used 
in  that  the  candidate  will  be  expected  to  satisfy  requirements  in  four  fields  of 
chemistry.   For  the  textile  chemistry  major,  however,  textile  chemistry  may  be  sub- 
stituted for  either  inorganic  or  analytical  chemistry.   Physical  and  organic  will 
be  required.   All  usual  requirements  of  the  Graduate  School  will  have  to  be  met  by 
the  candidate. 

Research  will  be  in  a  fundamental  area,  although  one  which  might  be  somewhat 
closer  to  practical  utilization  than  some  of  the  current  research  underway  in  the 
Chemistry  Department.   No  effort  will  be  made  to  undertake  any  research  other  than 
theoretical  work  on  a  level  with  doctoral  research  currently  in  progress  at 
comparable  institutions.

FULBRIGHT  GRANTS  FOR  1965 

U.  S.  government  grants  for  teaching  and  research  in  Australia,  New  Zealand, 
and  Latin  America  for  the  academic  year  March -November  1965  will  be  announced  in 
March  and  early  April.   Information  will  be  available  in  the  Graduate  School  office. 
Applications  should  be  filed  by  May  15. 
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NOTE  ON  THE  HONORS  PROGRAM; 

Honors  courses  were  first  offered  at  Clemson  College  during  the  spring  semester 
of  1962.   From  February,  1962,  to  February,  1964,  120  students  have  been  enrolled 
in  one  or  more  honors  courses.   Of  these,  49  have  qualified  for  the  Junior  Division 
Honors  Program  Certificate  which  will  be  awarded  for  the  first  time  this  spring. 

During  the  current  semester  there  are  63  students  enrolled  in  honors  courses, 
distributed  as  follows:   38  freshmen,  11  sophomores,  6  juniors,  8  seniors. 

This  past  summer  (1963)  Stephen  C.  King,  an  honors  student  and  a  major  in 
applied  mathematics,  received  a  grant  from  the  National  Science  Foundation  to 
attend  an  institute  at  the  University  of  Oklahoma  for  undergraduate  research  and 
independent  study. 

NOTES  ON  STUDENT  LOANS 

Faculty  and  staff  may  be  interested  in  the  following  brief  statements  on 
student  loan  funds  at  the  College.   Complete  details  are  available  from  the  student 
aid  office,  extension  306. 

1.  National  Defense  Student  Loan  Program.   Clemson  received  an  additional  $73,709 
for  this  program  for  the  1963-64  year  and  will,  in  all  likelihood,  receive  an 
augmentation  prior  to  June  30.   To  date  we  have  granted  134  loans  with  an  average 
amount  of  $575.   We  have  requested  $158,135  from  the  Federal  Government  for  1964-65. 

2.  United  Student  Aid  Funds,  Incorporated.  This  is  Clemson 's  first  full  year  of 
affiliation  with  United  Student  Aid  Funds.  As  of  December  31,  the  total  of  these 
loans  amounts  to  $75,880.50  with  125  students  participating. 

3.  Locally  Endowed  Loan  Funds.   Inasmuch  as  we  have  had  the  above  two  funds  avail- 
able, we  have  concentrated  our  local  fund  effort  into  collections.   During  the 
calendar  year  1963  we  have  collected  over  $19,000  in  overdue  loan  accounts. 

NOTES  ON  ACCREDITING 

The  College  has  been  notified  by  the  Southern  Association  that  our  first  follow- 
up  report  (resulting  from  our  1962  Self-Study  and  Visitation  program)  is  satisfactory 
and  the  Association  commended  us  on  progress  made.   The  Engineers  Council  for 
Professional  Development  has  just  completed  (March  9-10)  a  full-scale  inspection  of 
all  college  engineering  programs,  facilities,  and  faculty.   A  report  from  ECPD 
concerning  this  visit  will  arrive  soon  and  is  expected  to  be  favorable. 

PAINT  RESEARCH  INSTITUTE  GRANT 

The  Paint  Research  Institute  has  notified  H.  G.  Spencer  (Chemistry)  that  the 
Institute's  research  grant  to  Clemson  will  be  renewed.   This  grant  provides  for 
fundamental  research  and  supports  a  graduate  fellow  in  the  Chemistry  Department. 
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DAHFORTH  TEACHER  GRANTS 

The  Danforth  Foundation  has  notified  the  College  that  three  Clemson  teachers 
may  be  nominated  for  possible  selection  as  Danforth  Fellows. 

The  Danforth  Teacher  Grants  will  be  offered  to  approximately  fifty  men  and 
women  teaching  at  accredited  senior  colleges  and  universities  in  the  United  States 
who  give  promise  of  becoming  college  teachers  of  unusual  strength  and  competence 
and  are  prepared  to  engage  upon  a  twelve -month  program  of  graduate  study,  including 
the  academic  year  1965-66  plus  the  summer  of  1965  or  1966.   Those  receiving  the 
grants  will  be  chosen  on  the  basis  of  potential  excellence  as  teachers,  outstanding 
academic  ability,  personality  congenial  to  the  classroom,  and  integrity  and  character, 
including  serious  inquiry  and  commitment  within  the  Jewish,  Christian,  or  one  of 
the  other  great  religious  faiths. 

Those  receiving  Danforth  Teacher  Grants  are  free  to  enroll  for  study  at  an 
accredited  American  university  of  their  choice.   They  are  expected  to  attend  a 
conference  focusing  on  problems  in  education  and  teaching  (expenses  care  for)  in 
August  1965. 

At  the  present  time  the  annual  stipend  is  reckoned  upon  the  candidate's  base 
salary  (this  to  be  figured  on  a  calendar  year  basis)  which  he  is  receiving  at  the 
time  of  application.   He  will  receive  one-half  that  salary,  plus  one-sixth  for  each 
living  dependent  listed  in  his  income  tax  return  for  the  year  previous  to  his  year 
of  graduate  study,  the  maximum  grant  being  $6,000.   In  addition,  the  Danforth  Teacher 
is  given  tuition  and  official  fees  at  the  graduate  school  of  his  choice. 

The  teacher  nominated  must  have  the  following  qualifications: 

AGE:  From  25  to  40  years,  with  the  date  of  the  41st  birthday  not  earlier  than 
November  5,  1964. 

TRAINING:  At  least  one  year  of  successful  graduate  study. 

EXPERIENCE:  Must  be  in  at  least  the  second  year  of  teaching  at  the  time  of 
nomination.   At  the  time  of  applying,  as  well  as  the  following 
academic  year,  he  must  have  full  faculty  status  and  a  minimum  of 
half-time  classroom  teaching  within  his  total  load.   (Graduate 
assistantships  are  not  counted  in  teaching  experience.) 

All  nominations  must  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Foundation  by  April  1,  1964. 
Those  interested  in  this  program  should  see  the  Dean  of  the  College. 

EASTMAN  KODAK  FELLOWSHIP 

Tennessee  Eastman  Company  has  announced  the  award  of  an  Eastman  Kodak  Fellow- 
ship for  a  graduate  student  in  the  Department  of  Chemical  Engineering  during  the 
academic  year  1964-65.   The  award  of  $2,800  will  provide  a  fellowship  of  $1,500  to 
the  student  plus  tuition  and  fees  normally  charged.   The  remainder  will  be  avail- 
able to  the  department  to  support  its  graduate  program.

PASSING  AND  FAILING  AS  VIEWED  BY  THE  STATE  HIGH  SCHOOL  SUPERVISOR 

In  the  March,  1964,  issue  of  South  Carolina  Schools,  Mr.  Henry  G.  Hollingsworth, 
high  school  supervisor,  has  an  article  entitled  "Our  Students  Are  Prepared  For  College." 
The  following  quotations  from  the  two-page  article  will  be  of  interest  to  college 
teachers: 

"It  is  time  that  our  colleges  examine  their  o\<m   practices  and  face  up  to  the 
fact  that  once  they  accept  a  student,  his  success  or  failure  is  their  responsibility." 

"High  school  principals  are  alarmed  when  failure  rates  in  a  class  approach  107o. 
The  teacher's  methods  are  evaluated  and  improvements  recommended.   Under  normal 
conditions,  students  of  average  or  above  intelligence  won't  fail  if  properly  taught. 
Whenever  the  percentage  of  failures  approaches  10%,  a  thorough  study  should  be  made 
to  determine  why. " 

"Since  college  drop-outs  are  due  chiefly  to  failure,  grading  systems  also  need 
examination.   In  some  college  classes,  the  failure  rate  is  pre-determined  before  the 
professor  meets  his  class.   Regardless  of  whether  students  have  an  average  IQ  of  80 
or  160,  the  same  percentage  will  fail  anyway."

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SEASON  TICKET  APPLICATION  FORMS  FOR  THE  1964-65  SPORTS  SEASON 

Season  ticket  application  forms  for  the  1964-65  sports  season  have  been  sent 
to  deans  and  directors  for  distribution  to  faculty  and  other  employees  of  Clemson. 
Anyone  who  has  not  received  an  application  should  contact  his  dean  or  director  or 
call  the  Athletic  Ticket  Office  at  extension  276.   Priority  for  faculty  and 
employees  expires  on  June  10.   Those  leaving  Clemson  for  the  summer  should  be  sure 
to  complete  applications  prior  to  departing. 

ADVANCE  DEPOSIT  REQUIRED  OF  NEW  STUDENTS 

Applications  for  admission  to  Clemson  are  27  per  cent  ahead  of  last  year,  and 
55  per  cent  ahead  of  those  in  1962.   In  order  to  assist  the  Director  of  Admissions 
in  determining  v/ho  are  serious  applicants  and  who  are  not,  the  Board  has  author- 
ized charging  an  advance  admissions  deposit  of  all  applicants  for  September 
admission.   This  deposit  is  in  addition  to  the  room  deposit  required  of  doinnitory 
students. 

The  policy  is: 

(1)  For  applicants  accepted  for  enrollment  in  the  School  of  Architecture,  a 
deposit  of  $50  must  be  made  within  two  weeks  after  the  notification  of  acceptance 
is  issued,  with  the  provision  that  a  refund  of  $25  will  be  made  if  the  applicant 
notifies  the  Director  of  Admissions  prior  to  May  1  that  he  will  not  enroll. 

(2)  For  out-of-state  applicants  accepted  for  enrollment  in  Schools  other 
than  Architecture,  a  deposit  of  $25  must  be  made  within  two  weeks  after  the  noti- 
fication of  acceptance  is  issued,  with  the  provision  that  the  deposit  will  be 
refunded  if  the  applicant  notifies  the  Director  of  Admissions  prior  to  May  1  that 
he  will  not  enroll. 

(3)  For  South  Carolina  applicants  accepted  for  enrollment  in  Schools  other 
than  Architecture,  a  deposit  of  $25  must  be  made  by  June  1  or  within  two  weeks 
after  the  notification  of  acceptance  is  issued,  whichever  is  later,  with  the  pro- 
vision that  any  deposits  made  in  advance  of  June  1  will  be  refunded  if  the  appli- 
cant notifies  the  Director  of  Admissions  prior  to  June  1  that  he  will  not  enroll. 

(4)  For  all  applicants  whose  notification  of  acceptance  is  issued  within 

the  two  weeks  just  prior  to  matriculation  day,  the  deposit  must  be  made  immediately 
upon  acceptance. 

(5)  For  all  applicants  who  enroll,  the  admission  deposit  will  be  refunded 
to  the  student  at  the  time  of  matriculation. 

(6)  For  all  applicants  whose  provisional  acceptance  is  not  confirmed,  the 
deposit  will  be  refunded  as  soon  as  feasible  after  it  is  determined  that  the 
provisional  acceptance  is  not  to  be  confirmed.

McCONNELL  SEMINAR  HOUSE  AVAILABLE 

The  President  of  Davidson  College  has  informed  Clemson  that  the  Robert  Earle 
McConnell  Foundation  again  this  summer  is  offering  the  use  of  the  Seminar  House 
at  High  Hampton  to  educational  institutions  for  faculty  study  groups,  committee 
meetings,  seminars,  and  other  official  purposes.   The  1964  season  is  from  mid -May 
to  mid-October.   High  Hampton  (Cashiers,  N.  C.)  is  about  an  hour's  drive  from  ClemsonT 

The  House  has  two  twin  bedrooms,  two  double  bedrooms,  a  large  living  and 
study  area,  kitchen,  and  two  small  porches.   With  a  total  of  six  (twin-size)  beds 
and  two  (double)  beds, it  can  accommodate  8-10  guests  by  using  the  porches  for 
sleeping  and  6-8  guests  without  using  the  porches. 

The  Foundation  provides  maid  service,  utilities,  and  meals  which,  except  for 
breakfast  at  the  Seminar  House,  are  taken  at  High  Hampton  Inn,  a  short  drive  from 
the  House. 

Wives  and  husbands  of  participating  members  wishing  to  accompany  their  spouses 
will  be  expected  to  pay  for  their  luncheon  and  dinner  at  the  Inn.   Luncheon  is 
$2.25  except  on  Sunday  when  it  is  $2.75.   The  evening  meal  is  $2.75  except  on  Wednes 
day  and  Saturday  nights  when  they  have  roast  beef  and  steak  at  $3.75.   No  charge 
will  be  made  for  non-participating  wives  or  husbands  staying  at  the  Seminar  House 
if  the  group  is  sufficiently  small  to  permit  this. 

In  addition  to  beautiful  scenery,  there  are  two  excellent  golf  courses  nearby 
(Highlands  and  Sapphire)  plus  the  High  Hampton  course.   There  are  also  tennis, 
swimming,  and  fishing  facilities. 

Reservations  for  Seminar  House  will  be  made  in  order  of  their  receipt  and  no 
reservation  will  be  accepted  for  a  period  longer  than  one  week  or  for  more  than  one 
week-end  (Friday-Saturday-Sunday).   In  requesting  reservations , please  indicate  the 
size  and  general  purpose  of  your  group  together  with  alternate  dates  for  your  use 
of  the  House.   All  reservation  requests  should  be  made  by  way  of  the  office  of 
Dean  of  the  College. 


CHANGES  IN  THE  NAMES  OF  UNITS

The  Department 
of  Food  Technology  and  Human  Nutrition  will  become  the  Department  of  Food  Science 
and  Biochemistry;  and  the  Department  of  Textile  Chemistry,  Weaving  and  Designing, 
Yam  Manufacturing,  Textile  Research  and  Textile  Management  will  be  combined  into 
a  single  Department  of  Textiles.

MINUTES:   THE  FACULTY  SENATE  OF  CLEMSON  COLLEGE 

The  ninety-fifth  meeting  of  the  Faculty  Senate  of  Clemson  College  was  held  2 

on  Tuesday,  March  10,  1964,  in  the  auditorium  of  Olin  Hall,  with  President  Din-  ^ 

widdie  presiding.  ^ 

There  being  no  unfinished  business,  President  Dinwiddie  called  for  the  reports  1/1 

of  the  committees.  "" 

•< 

Professor  W.  G.  Hudson,  chairman  of  the  Welfare  Committee,  reported  the 
following  items:  [ 

1.  The  committee  had  investigated  the  possible  income  tax  advantages  in  a  j 
deferred  compensation  plan  for  the  faculty  and  staff.  Professor  Cecil  > 
C.  Davis  submitted  a  report  of  the  results  of  such  investigation,  and  Tl 
recommended  that  no  action  be  taken  at  this  time. 

2.  The  committee  had  studied  the  question  of  changing  the  College  calendar 

to  allow  termination  of  the  first  semester  prior  to  the  Christmas  holidays. 
Professor  Hudson  reported  the  members  strongly  favored  such  a  change, 
provided  the  mechanics  of  the  change  can  be  arranged  with  a  view  toward 
reconciling  some  possible  problems.   It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  this 
statement  be  endorsed  by  the  Senate.   The  motion  was  passed. 

3.  The  committee  had  also  studied  the  subject  of  extending  educational  T.V. 
to  Clemson 's  classrooms.   The  committee  concluded  that  there  are  such 
varying  views  on  the  subject,  that  it  might  be  wise  for  a  group  composed 
of  representatives  from  technically  and  non-technically  oriented  faculty 
and  academically  and  financially  oriented  administration  to  take  a  longer 
and  harder  look  at  educational  television  than  has  now  been  possible  by 
this  committee. 


MINUTES;   THE  FACULTY  SENATE  OF  CLEMSON  COLLEGE  (continued) 

4.  The  coiranittee  would  like  to  request  the  Administration  to  look  into  the 
possibility  of  having  a  single  authority  responsible  for  the  synchroniza- 
tion of  the  various  bells,  clocks,  and  whistles  with  standard  time,  say 
once  a  week  or  once  a  month,  in  an  attempt  to  eliminate  greater  than  two 
minutes  discrepancies.   The  Senate  endorsed  this  suggestion. 

5.  Professor  Hudson  reported  that  Dr.  Hair  wants  compulsory  faculty  partic- 
ipation in  the  T.B.  skin  test.   After  discussion,  it  was  moved  that  the 
Faculty  Senate  strongly  endorse  this  program,  but  not  recommend  that  it 
be  compulsory,  and  that  it  be  administered  as  the  Administration  deems 
proper.  The  motion  carried. 

Professor  T.  A.  Campbell,  chairman  of  the  Admissions  and  Scholarship  Com- 
mittee reported  for  the  committee  and  submitted  the  following  recommendation  in 
the  form  of  a  motion  which  carried. 

"That  the  Faculty  Senate  go  on  record  as  endorsing  President 
Edwards'  recently  expressed  views  on  secondary  education  as 
reported  in  the  daily  newspapers." 

Professor  Campbell  called  for  a  vote  on  the  recommendation  made  at  the  March 
meeting  concerning  restriction  on  tests  prior  to  exams.   After  discussion,  the 
recommendation  was  voted  on  and  defeated  on  the  basis  that  such  a  restriction  would 
be  an  infringement  of  the  teacher's  freedom  of  choice  of  teaching  methods. 

Professor  Campbell  further  submitted  the  following  recommendations  in  the 
form  of  motions: 

1.  That  the  recommendation  made  at  the  March  meeting  concerning  non-academic 
absentees  be  withdrawn.   Professor  Campbell  reported  that  Dean  Cox  had  met 
with  the  committee  and  had  brought  out  that  this  recommendation  involves 

a  mechanical  solution  to  a  problem  demanding  a  policy  revision.   The  com- 
mittee further  recommended  that  the  Faculty  Senate  should  review  the  ab- 
sence policy  and  recommend  fundamental  policy  changes,  and  that  this 
problem  be  turned  over  to  the  Policy  Committee.   The  motion  carried. 

2.  That  the  Faculty  Senate  ask  the  Administration  to  delete  the  grade  of 
"E"  from  the  grading  system  of  the  College.   The  motion  carried. 

Professor  W.  B.  Barlage,  chairman  of  the  Policy  Committee  reported  for  the 
committee.   He  turned  the  floor  over  to  Professor  Victor  Hurst  who  submitted  a 
list  of  the  pros  and  cons  regarding  Academic  Faculty-Research  Faculty  merger. 
Professor  Barlage  then  submitted  a  second  draft  of  the  proposed  changes  of  the 
Constitution  and  By-laws  of  the  Faculty  and  Faculty  Senate,  conforming  to  the  sug- 
gestions made  by  the  Senate.   He  pointed  out  the  changes  and  moved  that  this  pro- 
posed Constitution  and  By-laws  be  adopted.   After  some  discussion,  and  in  compliance 
with  the  present  Constitution,  it  was  moved  that  this  motion  be  held  over  until  the 
next  meeting. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  adjourned.

STATE  RETIREMENT  ROLLS  RE -OPENED  FOR  PRIOR  SERVICE 

In  its  current  session,  the  General  Assembly  has  made  two  significant  changes 
in  State  law  affecting  the  retirement  of  State  employees,  teachers  in  public 
schools,  and  other  members  employed  by  counties  or  municipalities  participating 
in  the  South  Carolina  Retirement  System. 

First,  a  change  in  the  benefit  formula  for  retirement  allowances,  effective 
July  1,  1964,  was  announced  in  a  recent  Newsletter,  and  information  has  been 
issued  through  their  departments  to  all  regular  Clemson  employees. 

A  second  amendment  to  State  law  now  makes  it  possible  for  active  members 
enrolling  on  or  before  December  31,  1964,  to  register  "prior  service"  for  credit 
without  cost  if  official  supporting  certificates  are  delivered  on  or  before  that 
date  to  the  S.  C.  Retirement  System,  Box  1495,  Columbia.   ("Prior  service"means 
service  performed  for  the  State  or  another  participating  employer  before  July  1, 
1945.) 

Additional  information  will  be  issued  in  an  announcement  through  the  depart- 
ments to  all  employees  about  May  15,  1964. 


WATER  RESOURCES  RESEARCH  INSTITUTE  ESTABLISHED 

Effective  May  1,  1964,  a  Clemson  Water  Resources  Research  Institute  will 
be  established.   The  basic  organization  of  the  Institute  is  shown  on  the  following 
page  of  the  Newsletter. 

The  Institute  will  coordinate  all  water  research  efforts,  and  will  unite  the 
Schools  of  Agriculture,  Arts  and  Sciences,  and  Engineering  in  this  important 
activity. 

The  three  Councils  will  (1)  advise  the  Directorate  as  to  research  needs  in 
hydrology,  water  quality,  and  water  policies;  (2)  assist  in  the  evaluation  of 
research  proposals;  (3)  conduct  interdepartmental  seminars  on  hydrology,  water 
quality,  and  water  policies;  and  (4)  cooperate  with  interested  agencies,  organi- 
zations and  firms  throughout  the  state  and  region  on  programs  of  mutual  interest. 

The  Directorate  will  (1)  implement  objectives  of  the  program;  (2)  review 
proposals  for  research  support;  (3)  review  progress  reports;  (4)  supervise  and 
coordinate  multidisciplinary  research  programs;  and  (5)  inform  and  make  recommend- 
ations to  the  Institute  Policy  Board. 

The  Institute  Policy  Board  will  (1)  establish  general  objectives  of  the 
program;  (2)  select  members  of  the  Directorate;  (3)  review  activities  of  the 
Directorate;  and  (4)  resolve  points  of  disagreement  within  the  Directorate.

The  change  of  calendar  is  to  be  worked  out  by  the  director  of  admissions  and 
registration,  with  faculty  and  administrative  assistance. 

"E"  GRADE  TO  BE  DROPPED  FROM  COLLEGE  GRADING  SYSTEM 


In  response  to  a  request  from  the  Academic  Faculty  Senate,  the  Educational 
Council  has  voted  to  delete  the  grade  of  "E"  from  the  grading  system,  effective 
with  the  first  session  of  summer  school,  1964.   President  Edwards  informed  the 
Council  that  all  the  South  Carolina  state-supported  colleges  (except  the  Medical 
College)  had  agreed  to  a  grading  system  of  A,  B,  C,  D,  F,  I,  WP  and  WF;  and  that 
all  were  moving  toward  the  4.0  grade -point -ratio  system. 

MINUTES;   THE  FACULTY  SENATE  OF  CLEMSON  COLLEGE 

The  ninety-sixth  meeting  of  the  Academic  Faculty  Senate  of  Clemson  College  was 
held  on  Tuesday,  April  14,  1964,  in  the  auditorium  of  Olin  Hall  with  President  J.  G. 
Dinwiddle,  Jr.,  presiding.   Having  a  quortmi  present,  the  meeting  was  called  to  order, 
and  the  reading  of  the  minutes  was  dispensed  with. 

Professor  Dinwiddle  opened  the  meeting,  calling  for  further  discussion  on  the 
proposed  changes  of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  Faculty  and  Faculty  Senate. 

Professor  Lewis  Hill  moved  to  amend  the  second  draft  of  the  proposed  changes  in 
the  By-Laws  by  including  the  exclusion  of  faculty  members  assigned  to  off -campus 
research  stations  as  members  of  the  Faculty  Senate  and  the  exclusion  of  the  same 
faculty  members  in  determining  the  apportionment  of  representation  in  the  various 
schools.   (Specific  clauses  to  be  amended  are:  Art.  II,  Sec.  1,  paragraphs  1  and  7.) 

Professor  M.  A.  Owings  moved  to  postpone  the  issue  of  voting  on  the  Constitution 
and  By-Laws  until  this  body  takes  action  on  whether  to  consolidate  or  not  to  con- 
solidate the  Research  Faculty  with  the  Academic  Faculty.   Professor  C.  A.  Reed 
seconded  the  motion.   After  a  lengthy  discussion,  the  motion  was  voted  on  and  carried. 

Professor  H.  N.  Cooledge,  Jr.,  moved  that  the  Faculty  Senate  indicate  its  approval 
of  the  possibility  of  a  merger  of  the  Research  Faculty  and  the  Academic  Faculty, 
subject  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  Senate  deems  proper,  that  is,  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Amended  Constitution  and  By-Laws.  This  motion  was  seconded  by  Professor 
T.  R.  Adkins.  After  a  lengthy  discussion,  the  question  was  called.  The  final  result 
was  19  negative  votes,  10  affirmative  votes  and  1  abstention. 


MINUTES t   THE  FACULTY  SENATE  OF  CLEMSON  COLLEGE  (continued) 

Professor  T.  A.  Campbell,  chairman  for  'ihe   Admissions  and  Scholarship  Committee 
reported  the  Committee  recommended  that,  since  Clemson  College  is  not  located  in  an 
urban  community,  night  classes  should  not  be  considered  until  there  is  sufficient 
demand.   It  was  moved  that  this  recommendation  be  put  in  the  form  of  a  motion.   The 
motion  was  seconded.   The  recommendation  was  carried. 

Professor  Campbell  also  reported  that  his  committee  has  been  approached  on  the 
problem  of  Clemson 's  continuing  enrollment  requirement  being  unrealistically  low. 
Also,  something  should  be  done  to  prevent  a  student  from  graduating  with  a  "D" 
average  in  his  major  field.   In  order  to  pursue  this  subject,  the  Committee  recommended 
that  the  Committee  ask  the  Registrar's  Office  to  supply  figures  on  the  number  of 
students  who  graduate  after  making  a  G.P.R.  of  1.4  or  less  at  the  end  of  their  first 
year  and  a  G.P.R.  of  1.6  or  less  at  the  end  of  their  sophomore  year,  and  the  number 
who  graduate  with  a  G.P.R.  of  2.00  or  less  in  their  major  field. 

There  was  no  report  from  the  Welfare  Committee. 

President  Dinwiddle  recognized  the  retiring  senators  and  urged  the  group  to 
send  replacements  who  have  a  real  interest  in  the  Senate. 

President  Dinwiddle  also  reminded  the  group  that  at  the  May  meeting  there 
would  be  an  election  of  officers. 

Under  new  business.  Professor  John  Miller  requested  the  following  two  projects 
be  assigned  to  the  proper  committees: 

(1)   Professor  Miller  requested  that  a  committee  study  the  present  regulations         *< 
on  cheating  and  give  positive  recommendations  as  to  how  they  should  be  p

This  project  was  assigned  to  the  Admissions  and  Scholarship  Committee.  . 


(2)  The  feasibility  of  the  creation  of  a  faculty  committee  to  make  recommend- 
ations to  the  Book  Store. 

This  project  was  assigned  to  the  Policy  Committee. 

Professor  T.  R.  Adkins  brought  up  the  fact  that  no  signs  can  be  found  in  the 
area  to  show  that  this  is  Clemson  University  and  that  this  should  be  done.   It  was 
suggested  that  Vice-President  Bryan  should  be  called  and  informed  of  this  suggestion. 

President  Dinwiddle  submitted  the  following  proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution, 
to  be  adopted  at  the  next  meeting,  in  compliance  with  the  Constitution: 

"The  word  'university'  shall  replace  the  word  'college'  throughout  the 
Constitution  and  By-Laws  where  it  is  used  as  part  of  the  name  of  the  school, 
part  of  the  title  of  an  administrative  official,  or  in  a  general  sense. 
The  word  'school'  when  it  is  used  to  refer  to  a  subdivision  of  the 
University  shall  be  changed  to  'school  or  college'  as  appropriate." 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  adjourned.

NOTES  ON  THE  FACULTY 

Exclusive  of  various  lecturers  and  graduate  assistants,  the  total  number  of 
people  employed  full  or  part-time  for  teaching  is  324.   Of  these,  91  are  in 
agriculture,  17  in  architecture,  128  in  arts  and  sciences,  66  in  engineering,  and 
22  in  industrial  management  and  textile  science. 

The  average  teaching  experience  at  Clemson  is  10.9  years  per  person.   By 
schools  this  ranges  as  follows:  agriculture,  9.8  years;  architecture,  5.3  years; 
arts  and  sciences,  11.5  years;  engineering,  10.6  years;  and  industrial  management 
and  textile  science,  17.9  years. 

During  the  academic  year  1963-64,  three  faculty  members  have  retired  due  to 
age,  11  have  resigned,  and  19  have  been  granted  leaves  of  absence  for  graduate 
study  or  other  purposes. 

Members  of  the  faculty  read  92  papers  to  professional  groups  or  associations 
during  the  year,  and  20  faculty  people  were  elected  to  office  in  professional 
associations.   Eight  members  of  the  faculty  were  invited  to  serve  on  accreditation 
panels  at  various  colleges  and  universities,  and  17  members  of  the  faculty  were 
awarded  special  fellowships  or  study  awards  for  programs  not  associated  with  work 
toward  an  advanced  degree. 

LECTURES  ON  CAMPUS:   A  SUMMARY  REPORT 

During  the  1963-64  academic  year  63  lecturers  visited  the  campus  for  talks 
to  faculty  and  students  on  a  wide  variety  of  subjects.   Support  for  these  lectures 
came  from  such  sources  as  the  Alumni  Loyalty  Fund  for  Faculty  Development,  the 
National  Science  Foundation  Institutional  Grant,  the  Glidden  Foundation,  the  Swint

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POLICY  CHANGE  REGARDING  ACADEMIC  DISHONESTY 

Previously  all  formal  actions  concerning  cases  of  cheating  in  classes  and 
labs  (and  other  forms  of  academic  dishonesty)  have  been  taken  by  Dean  Walter  Cox. 
Since  such  matters  directly  involve  academic  performance,  the  Dean  of  the  College 
will  in  the  future  have  full  responsibility.   This  will  include  the  determination 
of  action  to  be  taken,  the  writing  of  appropriate  letters  to  students  and  their 
parents  and  the  conducting  of  interviews  with  students  or  parents.   Faculty  members 
will  continue  to  report  cases  of  academic  dishonesty  to  department  heads,  as  they 
have  in  the  past. 

GRADUATE  COUNCIL  MINUTES 

The  Clemson  College  Graduate  Council  met  in  the  Graduate  Office  at  2:00  p.m. 
on  Wednesday,  April  23,  with  Dean  H.  H.  Macaulay  presiding. 

The  minutes  of  the  January  22,  1964,  meeting  were  approved. 

After  receiving  supporting  information  from  Dean  Wiley  and  Dr.  Jones,  the 
Council  recommended  for  approval  by  the  administration  two  new  doctoral  programs, 
in  nutrition  and  animal  physiology. 

The  Council  next  considered  and  recommended  to  the  administration  a  proposal 
that  there  be  offered  a  mathematics  option  for  those  seeking  the  M.Ed,  degree. 

Following  some  discussion  which  clarified  the  nature  and  effect  of  the  pro- 
posed action,  the  Council  endorsed  a  request  that  the  Department  of  Industrial 
Engineering  be  authorized  to  offer  courses  leading  to  a  minor  at  the  master's  level. 

In  the  interest  of  uniformity  in  the  various  master's  programs  in  the  field 
of  education,  Dean  Macaulay  proposed  that  the  M.S.  degree  in  agricultural  education 
be  discontinued  and  that  the  M.Ag.Ed.  program  be  reduced  from  33  to  30  hours.   It 
was  also  recommended  that  the  requirements  for  the  M.Ag.Ed.  program  be: 

1.  Six  to  12  hours  in  education  as  a  major. 

2.  Twelve  to  18  hours  in  technical  agriculture  or  related  fields. 
Six  of  these  hours  must  be  in  the  same  field  and  will  be 
considered  as  a  minor. 

3.  Three  hours  in  research  technique. 

4.  Three  hours  in  experimental  statistics. 

These  proposals  were  endorsed  by  the  Council. 

Dean  Macaulay  requested  the  opinion  of  the  Council  regarding  the  desirability 
of  deleting  from  master's  and  doctor's  diplomas  the  statement  of  the  field  of  study 
in  which  the  respective  degrees  were  earned.   The  Council  voted  to  recommend 
deletion  of  the  name  of  the  field  of  study  from  Ph.D.  diplomas,  but  to  make  no 
change  in  this  respect  of  master's  diplomas. 

The  Council  endorsed  a  proposal  by  Dean  Macaulay  that  a  graduate  student  or 
faculty  member  employed  not  more  than  three  quarter's  time  be  permitted  to  take 
up  to  nine  credit  hours  of  course  work  during  a  semester.

MINUTES;   THE  FACULTY  SENATE  OF  CLET^SON  COLLEGE 

The  ninety-seventh  meeting  of  the  Academic  Faculty  Senate  of  Clemson 
College  was  held  on  Tuesday,  May  12,  I96U,  in  the  auditorium  of  Olin  Hall 
with  President  J.  G.  Dinwiddie,  Jr.,  presiding.   Having  a  quorum  present,  the 
meeting  was  called  to  order,  and  the  minutes  were  approved,  after  one  correction. 

President  Dinwiddie  opened  the  meeting  by  recognizing  the  new  senators. 

Professor  T.  A,  Campbell,  chairman  of  the  Admissions  and  Scholarship  Com- 
mittee, reported  that  the  Committee  had  studied  the  rules  and  regulations  on 
academic  dishonesty  and  was  submitting  to  the  Senate  its  proposal  to  revise 
these  rules  and  regulations. 

He  reported  that  the  Committee  had  requested  of  Registrar  Vickery  informa- 
tion as  to  the  number  of  those  students  dropned  from  courses  for  cheating  dur- 
ing the  last  five  year  period.   The  following  report  was  given: 

1.  For  the  academic  year,  1959-1960,  a  total  of  22  students  were  dropped 
from  courses  because  of  dishonesty; 

2.  For  the  academic  year,  I96O-I96I,  a  total  of  20  were  dropped; 

3.  For  the  academic  year,  196l»-1962,  a  total  of  9  were  dropped; 

h.    For  the  academic  year,  I962-I963,  a  total  of  5  were  dropped;  and 
5.  For  the  academic  year,  I963-I96U,  a  total  of  6  students  were  dropped 
from  courses  because  of  dishonesty. 

It  was  the  general  feeling  of  the  Senate  that  there  are  more  students 
using  unfair  or  dishonest  means  than  show  up  in  this  report.   It  was  suggested 
that  the  Senate  have  a  call  meeting  in  the  Slimmer  to  discuss  this  problem. 

Professor  W.  G.  Hudson,  chairman  of  the  Welfare  Committee  announced  that 
there  will  be  a  mass  chest  X-rav  survey  at  Clemson  during  the  week  of  September  21, 
I96U,  and  urged  all  the  members  of  the  Faculty  and  their  families  to  participate. 

President  Dinwiddie  called  for  a  motion  to  adopt  the  amendment  to  the  Con- 
stitution that  was  proposed  at  the  last  meeting.  The  motion  was  made,  seconded 
and  carried. 

President  Dinwiddie  made  several  general  announcements. 

There  being  no  further  old  business,  the  floor  was  open  to  nominations  for 
officers  for  the  coming  year.

from  F.  L.  Cevezze,  in  a  paper  describing  the  European  University  (Daedalus, 

93,  1964,  p.  408) 

"Students  are  attending  today  a  type  of  university  which,  in  its  basic  organi- 
zation, is  still  that  of  the  last  decades  of  the  nineteenth  century.   Having  been 
created  as  an  elite  school  with  a  view  to  promoting  scientific  research  and  to 
supplying  the  scientific  preparation  needed  for  the  practice  of  professional  careers, 
the  university  received  today  a  great  number  of  young  people  who  are  not  asking 
these  goals  of  it.   Very  few  are  concerned  with  scientific  research  (and  it  could 
not  be  otherwise);  many  aspire  to  a  diploma  which  would  qualify  them  for  professional 
practice;  many  more,  especially  in  the  humanities  departments,  are  seeking  a  diploma 
which  would  (in  strictly  formal  terms)  qualify  them  to  compete  for  civil  service 
jobs  or  for  positions  in  private  employment.   There  exists,  therefore,  an  extremely 
marked  gap  between  the  cultural  patterns  which  the  university  has  traditionally  made 
its  own  and  the  type  of  training  which  most  university  students  demand  of  it.   This 
gap  causes  a  crisis  in  the  university;  it  initiates  a  de^  facto  transformation  and 
makes  even  a  d_e  jure  reform  mandatory.  "

from  Clark  Kerr,  describing  the  American  public  university: 

"The  multiversity  is  an  inconsistent  institution.   It  is  not  one  community 

but  several the  community  of  the  undergraduate  and  the  community  of  the  graduate; 

the  community  of  the  humanist,  the  community  of  the  social  scientist,  and  the 
community  of  the  scientist;  the  communities  of  the  professional  schools;  the  com- 
munity of  all  the  non-academic  personnel;  the  community  of  the  administrators. 

Its  edges  are  fuzzy it  reaches  out  to  alumni,  legislators,  farmers,  businessmen, 

who  are  all  related  to  one  or  more  of  these  internal  communities.   As  an  institution, 
it  looks  far  into  the  past  and  far  into  the  future,  and  is  often  at  odds  with  the 
present.   It  serves  society  almost  slavishly a  society  it  also  criticizes,  some- 
times unmercifully.   Devoted  to  equality  of  opportunity,  it  is  itself  a  class 
society.   A  community,  like  the  medieval  communities  of  masters  and  students, 
should  have  common  interests;  in  the  multiversity,  they  are  quite  varied,  even 
conflicting.   A  community  should  have  a  soul,  a  single  animating  principle;  the 

multiversity  has  several some  of  them  quite  good,  although  there  is  much  debate 

on  which  souls  really  deserve  salvation." 

from  S.  D.  Marble,  in  a  paper  on  "College  Teaching,  Today  and  Tomorrow": 

"Finally,  I  would  like  to  refer  to  one  intangible  element  that  is  going  to 
have  something  to  do  with  the  effectiveness  of  college  teaching  in  the  future, 
and  that  is  the  climate  or  atmosphere  in  which  college  instruction  occurs.   I 
do  not  wish  to  suggest  that  our  colleges  are  cold  and  inhospitable  places;  and 
yet  I  am  certain  that  if  there  were  an  increase  in  the  concern,  the  kindness,  and 
the  willingness  of  the  school  to  identify  its  problems  with  the  problems  of  the 

student,  the  whole  educational  process regardless  of  organization  or  technology 

would  be  elevated  and  enhanced.   Education  needs  to  have  a  mixture  of  two 

apparently  incompatible  ventures:   It  needs  to  be  toughminded  and  tenderhearted. 
We  need  to  be  as  wise  as  serpents,  and  as  harmless  as  doves.   And  I  am  sure  that 
to  the  degree  that  the  traditional  distance  between  student  and  teacher  is  broken 
down,  to  the  proportion  that  a  general  atmosphere  of  confidence  prevails,  and  to 
the  extent  that  employees  of  the  college  and  students  feel  they  are  involved  in  a 

common  cause are  inseparably  and  unavoidably  involved  with  one  another  in  a 

common  search  for  truth to  this  extent,  all  of  our  other  educational  efforts  will 

be  blessed,  and  our  satisfactions  will  be  many.   Our  great  deficiency  is  kindness 
and  love.   If  we  can  simply  care  for  each  other,  wonderful  things  will  happen."

1.  Aid  for  further  graduate  study: 

A.  Fulbright-Hays  Fellowships  for  Graduate  Study  and  Research.   Approximately 
800  fellowships  tenable  in  35  countries  will  be  awarded.   Awards  are  avail- 
able in  all  fields  of  study  and  cover  travel,  tuition,  and  maintenance. 
Application  should  be  made  before  November  1. 

B.  National  Science  Foundation- -Cooperative  Graduate  Fellowships.   Given 
to  about  1,300  students  for  study  in  the  sciences  and  most  of  the  social 
sciences.   Applicants  are  selected  on  the  basis  of  academic  ability;  the 
Graduate  Record  Examination  is  important  as  a  measure  of  academic  ability. 
Stipend  will  be  $2,400  to  $2,800  for  12  months,  plus  tuition  and  $500  per 
dependent.   Applications  are  submitted  by  the  school  in  which  the  student 
wishes  to  enroll  and  are  due  before  November  2. 

C.  National  Science  Foundation  Graduate  Fellowships.   About  1,900  graduate 
fellowships  will  be  awarded  to  superior  students  for  study  in  the  sciences. 
High  academic  standing  and  high  Graduate  Record  Examination  scores  are 
important.   Stipend  is  $2,400  to  $2,800  for  12  months  study  plus  tuition  and 
$500  per  dependent.   Application  should  be  filed  by  December  11. 

D.  Marshall  Scholarships.   Twenty-four  Marshall  Scholarships  are  offered 
annually  by  the  British  Government  to  enable  American  students  to  study  in 
British  Universities  with  a  view  to  taking  a  degree.

There  are  no 
restrictions  as  to  age  or  field.   Applications  must  be  filed  by  December  1. 

F.  American  Council  of  Learned  Societies  Fellowships  and  Grants.   These 
grants  are  given  for  work  in  the  humanities  and  social  sciences.   A  number 
of  programs  are  supported  with  application  dates  ranging  from  October  1  to 
December  15.

SUMMER  ENROLLMENT  DATA 

There  are  1,532  students  enrolled  in  the  current  first  summer  session  as 
compared  with  1,347  in  1963.   Of  these,  1,341  are  men  and  191  are  women. 

Continuing  students  who  number  1,089  constitute  most  of  the  enrollment.

VISITING  LECTURER  AND  CONSULTANT  PROGRAMS  IN  ENGINEERING 

The  College  of  Engineering  will  implement  this  September  two  activities,  each 
designed  to  improve  its  educational  programs  by  bringing  to  the  campus  for  short 
visits  outstanding  people  in  the  field  of  engineering. 

1.  Visiting  Lecturer  Program;  This  program  will  bring  engineers  to  the  campus 
for  the  purpose  of  delivering  formal  lecturers  to  undergraduates.

The  Council  received  as  information  from  the  Department  of  Agronomy  a 
report  that  it  \-jill   broaden  its  offerings  at  the  Ph.D.  level  to  include  crop 
science.   The  Department  has  previously  confined  its  program  to  the  area  of  soils 

Four  programs  at  the  master's  degree  level  were  considered  by  the  Council 
and  approved.   These  programs  were  planno-1  oy  a  Plant  Science  Committee  in  the 
College  of  Agriculture  and  Biological  Sciences.   The  programis  approved  v;ere: 

Forestry  Nutrition 

Microbiology  Plant  Physiology 

The  Council  considered  at  length  the  presi'nt  language  requirements  for 
master's  and  doctor's  degrees  and  several  alternatives  for  m.'eeting  the  language 
reouirement.   Discussion  centered  around  the  purpose  of  the  language  require- 
ment, various  methods  of  administering  the  examination,  and  the  desirability 
of  promoting  uniformity  among  the  different  fields  of  study  in  the  material  to 
be  translated.   A  motion  not  to  use  the  language  examination  offered  by  the 
Educational  Testing  Service  was  passed.   The  Council  approved  a  m.otion  to  con- 
tinue the  present  language  examination  with  instructions  to  the  Graduate  Dean 
to  see  that  the  quality  of  the  examinations  and  the  manner  of  administering 
them  were  improved. 

The  Council  adjourned  at  4  p.m.

on  Tuesday,  September  8,  in  Olin  Hall,  with  President  John  E.  Miller  presiding. 

A.  L.  Shewfelt,  chairman  of  the  Welfai-e  Committee,  reported  that  a  mobile 
X-ray  unit  would  be  in  Clemson  September  21-22.   A  letter  concerning  this  matter 
was  sent  to  the  faculty  by  the  Faculty  Senate,   He  also  moved  that  the  Senate 
approve  the  Welfare  Committee's  plan  to  have  the  faculty  participate  in  the 
influenza  immunization  program.   This  motion  was  passed. 

President  Miller  then  appointed  J.  G.  Dinwiddle,  Jr.,  and  J.  T.  Long  to  the 
Honorary  Degree  Committee.

The  motion  was  made  by  J.  B.  Pitner  and  seconded  that  a  vote  of  thanks  be 
extended  to  C.  E.  Bardsley  for  the  splendid  job  he  did  as  chairman  this  past  year. 

Dr.  Bardsley  gave  a  brief  account  of  the  accomplishments  of  the  council  for 
the  year  1963-64.   He  also  stated  that  Dean  J.  K.  Williams  has  increased  his 
recognition  of  the  research  faculty  council  by  assigning  the  Chairman  to  several 
committees . 

Victor  Hurst  suggested  that  the  research  council  mighj:  be  able  to  help  the

search.  It  was  suggested  that  the  Chairman  be  relieved  of  some  departmental 
duties  to  compensate  for  the  extra  time  involved.   It  was  also  suggested  that 
the  Chairman  should  attend  as  many  college  functions  (receptions,  programs,  lec- 
tures, etc.)  to  be  seen  and  introduced  as  much  as  possible. 

It  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  council,  by  A.  C.  Elrod,  that  there 
is  some  concern  by  at  least  one  of  the  members  of  the  Engineering  staff  as  to  the 
differentiation,  on  the  campus,  between  research  and  routine  testing.   A  proposal 
was  offered  and  accepted  that  a  representative  of  the  College  of  Engineering 
present  this  problem  to  the  council  at  the  next  meeting.

GRADUATE  LANGUAGE  EXAMINATIONS- -AN  EXPLANATION 

At  its  last  meeting  the  Graduate  Council  discussed  the  foreign  language 
examinations  required  of  graduate  students.   The  September  15  Newsletter  reported 
that  "The  Council  approved  a  motion  to  continue  the  present  language  examination 
with  instructions  to  the  Graduate  Dean  to  see  that  the  quality  of  the  examinations 
and  the  manner  of  administering  them  were  improved."

The  Council  did  not  express,  nor 
intend  for  the  minutes  to  express,  dissatisfaction  with  the  work  of  the  Department 
of  English  and  Modern  Languages.

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A  FELLOWSHIP  REMINDER 

The  Graduate  School  has  recently  been  notified  of  the  following  grants  for 
further  study  and  research.   A  file  with  complete  information  about  each  grant  is 
available  in  the  Graduate  School  office. 

A.   Woodrow  Wilson  Fellowship  Nominations.   To  attract  men  and  women  to  the  pro- 
fession of  college  teaching,  the  Woodrow  Wilson  Foundation  annually  awards 
fellowships  to  1,000  prospective  first-year  graduate  students.   Candidates 
must  be  nominated  by  a  faculty  member  before  October  31,  1964.   They  cannot 
apply  directly  themselves. 

The  Foundation  primarily  supports  candidates  in  the  humanities  and  social 
sciences.   Science  and  mathematics  majors  with  a  clear  interest  in  a  teaching 
career  may  be  nominated,  but,  if  U.  S.  citizens,  must  apply  simultaneously 
for  a  National  Science  Foundation  Fellowship  and  must  accept  that  award  if 
offered. 

Any  Clemson  University  faculty  member  interested  in  nominating  a  Clemson 
student  for  a  Woodrow  Wilson  should  consult  Dr.  C.  B.  Green,  who  is  the 
campus  representative  for  the  Foundation. 


B.    Danforth  Graduate  Fellowships.   The  University  is  permitted  to  nominate  five 
students  who  have  high  academic  standing,  are  interested  in  college  teaching, 
and  are  interested  in  the  questions  with  which  religious  expressions  attempt 
to  deal.   Nominations  deadline  is  October  26.   The  campus  representative  is 
Dean  Hugh  Macaulay. 


C.    Social  Science  Research  Council  has  a  number  of  fellowships  and  grants  available 
under  seven  different  programs.   Further  information  is  available  in  the  Graduate 
School  office. 


D.    East-West  Center  Graduate  Fellowships  tenable  at  the  University  of  Hawaii  provide 
for  21  months  of  study  in  subjects  relating  to  the  Asian  area.   The  stipend  is 
$8500.   Applications  must  be  submitted  before  December  15. 


E.    Atomic  Energy  Fellowships  in  Health  Physics  and  in  Nuclear  Science  and  Engineering 
carry  stipends  of  $2400  plus  tuition,  fees,  and  allowances.   Applications  must  be 
submitted  by  January  15.

After  several  years  in  Federal-State  Shipping  Point 
Inspection  work  he  was  appointed  assistant  county  agent,  Charleston  County,  on 
January  10,  1935.   In  1939  he  became  county  agent,  Beaufort  County,  and  in  1941, 
was  transferred  to  Columbia  as  Extension  Marketing  Specialist.   He  resigned  in  1948 
to  take  the  position  of  director  of  the  S.  C.  Agricultural  Marketing  Commission. 
In  1952,  after  the  death  of  T.  A.  Cole,  Chief  of  Extension  Marketing  Work,  Mr.  Young- 
blood was  appointed  as  leader  of  extension  marketing  work  and  director  of  the  South 
Carolina  Agricultural  Marketing  Commission,  which  position  he  held  until  his  death 
on  October  1.

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NOTES  ON  OCTOBER  MEETING  OF  TRUSTEES 

The  University  Board  of  Trustees  met  Tuesday,  October  27,  in  Columbia.   Actions 
taken  by  the  Board  included  the  following: 

--The  administration  was  directed  to  take  necessary  preliminary  steps  arranging 
for  authorization  to  finance  and  construct  a  new  student  health  facility. 

--Confirmation  was  given  to  executive  committee  actions  regarding  the  awarding  of 
construction  contracts  for  the  chemistry  wing,  the  new  library,  the  motor  pool  and 
shop  facilities,  a  shop  building  and  storage  area  at  the  Simpson  Experiment  Station, 
and  women's  dormitory  number  2. 

--The  administration  was  directed  to  arrange  for  a  revenue  bond  issue  which 
would  provide  for  air  conditioning  of  the  student  dining  room,  kitchen  and  pantry. 

--Reports  and  recommendations  of  the  State  agricultural  regulatory  agencies 
administered  by  the  University  were  approved. 

--The  resignation  of  Mr.  G.  E.  Metz  was  accepted  and  the  appointment  of 
General  A.  W.  Rigsby  as  Assistant  to  the  President,  University  Counsel,  and  Secretary 
to  the  Board  of  Trustees  was  confirmed. 

--A  land  easement  was  granted  to  the  Davis  Creek  Baptist  Church  (.49  acre),  and 
rights-of-way  were  granted  to  the  S.  C.  Highway  Department.   A  land  lease  to  the 
Dorchester  County  Airport  was  renewed. 

--A  proposed  budget  for  University  operations  in  1965-66  was  approved. 

--Special  dormitory  and  dining  hall  rates  for  students  who  arrive  prior  to 
matriculation  and  remain  after  graduation  were  approved.   (A  complete  statement  on 
this  is  elsewhere  in  the  Newsletter. ) 

--Approval  was  given  to  the  plan  of  the  administration  that  students  enrolled 
in  the  Bell  System  Regional  School  might  work  for  course  credit. 

--The  administration  was  authorized  to  increase  the  maintenance  and  activities 
fees  for  part-time  undergraduate  students  from  $9  per  semester  credit  hour  to  $10, 
beginning  with  the  first  semester  of  1965-66. 

--A  resolution  was  adopted  in  memory  of  Mr.  Charles  E.  Daniel,  life  member  of 
the  Board  who  died  September  13,  1964.   This  resolution  is  printed  elsewhere  in 
the  Newsletter. 
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DORMITORY  AND  DINING  HALL  RATES  FOR  SPECIAL  STUDENTS 

Currently  the  period  of  time  from  the  first  day  of  matriculation  through  the 
day  scheduled  for  graduation  exercises  is  the  basis  for  determining  dormitory  and 
dining  hall  fees.  However,  an  increasing  number  of  students  now  arrive  on  campus 
prior  to  matriculation  and  depart  later  than  graduation.  In  addition,  an  increasing 
number  of  students  now  request  permission  to  stay  on  the  campus  for  brief  periods 
during  a  semester.   These  students  are  usually: 

--Those  who  are  required  to  be  on  campus  for  special  University  programs, 
athletes,  band  members,  dormitory  hall  supervisors  and  members  of  student  or  YMCA 
organizations . 

--Graduate  students  who  wish  to  remain  on  campus  to  use  library  and  other 
University  facilities. 

--Foreign  students  who  because  of  expenses  or  distance  involved  do  not  return 
to  their  homes. 

--Students  who  are  on  campus  for  reasons  of  personal  convenience. 

The  following  dining  hall  and  dormitory  rates  are  to  be  charged  students  in  the 
above  categories ,  beginning  November  1:

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MINUTES  OF  THE  RESEARCH  FACULTY  COUNCIL 

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Council  was  called  to  order  at  4  p.m. ,  in  28  Tillman 
Hall,  October  20,  1964,  by  P.  E.  Robbins,  Chairman. 

The  Personnel  Relations  Committee,  consisting  of  J.  B.  Pitner,  Chairman, 
Victor  Hurst,  M.  J.  Skove,  and  A.  E.  Schwartz,  will  draft  a  letter  to  research 
faculty  requesting  that  research  problems  be  presented  to  this  committee. 

A  motion  was  made  and  carried  that  "a  pay  scale  for  undergraduate  student  help 
on  research  projects  should  be  revised  as  follows:   (a)  pay  according  to  ability, 
(b)  raises  based  on  merit,  (c)  one  maximum  pay  rate  regardless  of  class."  The 
chairman  assigned  this  problem  to  the  Personnel  Relations  Committee. 

The  Research  Policy  Committee  consisting  of  A.  C.  Elrod,  Chairman,  R.  L.  Edv^ards 
and  E.  A.  Olson  was  assigned  the  following  problems:   (1)  Define  the  term  research 
and  differentiate  between  testing  and  research.   (2)   Define  the  role  of  the  graduate 
student  with  respect  to  research. 

A.  L.  Shewfelt  suggested  that  an  appropriate  committee  determine  the  impact  of 
research  on  Clemson  University.   This  survey  would  include  kinds  and  titles  of  re- 
search projects,  personnel  involved,  percent  of  salary  coming  from  research  funds, 
and  the  total  monetary  value  of  research  to  the  University.   This  was  assigned  to 
the  Executive  Committee. 

The  meeting  adjourned  at  5:10  p.m. 


COLLEGE  ENROLLMENTS  TO  DOUBLE  IN  NEXT  TEN  YEARS 

The  U.  S.  Office  of  Education  statisticians  recently  announced  fiscal  and 
enrollment  projections  for  education  for  the  fall  of  1973. 

They  see  a  virtual  doubling  of  college  enrollments  as  compared  with  the  fall 

of  1963,  to  8  million  (as  compared  to  4.5  million),  and  an  expenditures  increase  to 

$16.5  billion  for  higher  education,  as  compared  to  $9.3  billion  in  the  1963-64  fiscal 

year.   Expenditure  estimates  are  based  on  dollar  values  as  of  1961-62. 

By  1973,  high  school  graduates  will  total  3  million  annually,  an  increase  of 
800,000  over  1963  levels,  and  bachelor's  degrees  will  jump  to  788,000  annually,  an 
increase  of  300,000. 


By  comparison  with  1953-54  totals,  college  enrollments  will  be  triple  by  1973, 
Projections  are  based  on  a  continuance  of  trends  over  the  past  10  years.

The  one-hundredth  meeting  of  the  Clemson  Faculty  Senate  was  held  at  4  p.m.  , 
Tuesday,  October  13,  1964,  in  Room  #1  of  the  Physics  Building,  Dr.  John  E.  Miller 
presiding.

1090  EMPLOYEES  HAVE  TUBERCULAR  X-RAYS 

A  total  of  1090  Clemson  University  employees  received  chest  X-rays  during 
the  two-day  tuberculosis  control  program  staged  here  in  mid-September  by  the  South 
Carolina  State  Board  of  Health.  Of  the  total,  1050  subjects  produced  X-ray  films 
that  were  analyzed  as  essentially  negative.  Only  one  negative  indicated  definite 
tuberculosis.  Dr.  Judson  E.  Hair,  director  of  student  health  services,  expressed 
gratification  at  the  large  number  of  participants  and  expressed  the  hope  that  the 
program  will  be  continued  as  an  annual  recheck.

U.  S.  Office  of  Education.   During  the  year  ended  June  30,  1963,  some  410,000 
bachelor's  degrees  were  conferred,  an  increase  of  7  percent  over  the  previous  year. 
First-professional  degrees  requiring  5  or  more  years  '  work  totaled  40,300,  a  7  percent 
increase;  master's  degrees  totaled  91,400,  an  increase  of  8  percent,  and  doctoral 
degrees  12,800,  an  increase  of  10  percent. 

The  summary  table  reports  degrees  by  level  and  by  state.   Nevada  was  the  only 
state  in  which  no  earned  doctoral  degrees  were  conferred  during  the  year,  although 
Maine  reported  only  1  and  Alaska  and  Vermont,  3  each.   States  of  New  York,  California, 
and  Illinois  exceeded  the  1,000  mark  in  doctoral  degrees  conferred.   Greatest  per- 
centage increases  in  degrees  at  the  bachelor's  (less  than  5  years  level)  over  the 
previous  year  were  in  foreign  languages  and  literature,  law,  and  the  biological 
sciences.   Engineering  showed  a  4. 1  percent  loss  at  this  level,  but  figures  for  the 
5-year  degree  were  not  available.   At  the  master's  level,  greatest  percentage  in-  JJ 

creases  were  in  mathematics,  the  health  professions,  and  foreign  languages  and  J 

literature.   Agriculture  (which  showed  a  slight  increase  at  the  bachelor's  level)  ) 

had  a  loss  of  2.8  percent  at  the  master's  level,  while  engineering  ahowed  an  8.1 
percent  increase.   Forestry  showed  a  sharp  drop  of  26  percent  at  the  master's  level, 
largest  for  any  listed  field,  though  it  had  a  slight  increase  at  the  B.S.  level. 

At  the  doctoral  level,  greatest  increases  were  in  mathematical  subjects  and 
fine  and  applied  arts.   Engineering  showed  a  substantial  (14.2  percent)  increase, 
agriculture  a  slight  (1.2  percent)  loss,  forestry  at  21.2  percent  loss. 

Meanwhile  another  recent  Office  of  Education  study  cast  some  light  on  the 
variety  of  earned  degrees  granted  at  the  doctoral  level  by  U.  S.  universities. 
"The  Number  and  Kind  of  Earned  Doctor's  Degrees  Awarded  by  U.S.  Institutions  in 
1961-62"  by  John  L.  Chase,  Chief  of  the  Higher  Education  Personnel  Section  of  the 
Division  of  Educational  Organization  and  Administration,  showed  that  in  1961-62 
there  were  36  different  kinds  of  earned  doctoral  degrees  conferred  by  197  institu- 
tions. 

Of  the  11,669  doctorates  awarded  in  1961-62,  83.8  percent  were  doctorates 
in  philosophy  and  11.2  percent  doctorates  in  education.   Thus,  the  other  34  kinds 
of  degrees  conferred  represented  collectively  only  5  percent  of  the  total.   Third 
most  popular  earned  degree  was  doctor  of  science  (115)  followed  by  doctor  of 
theology  (94),  doctor  of  business  administration  (55),  doctor  of  engineering  (47), 
doctor  of  sacred  theology  (33),  doctor  of  engineering  science  (32),  doctor  of 
musical  arts  (28)  and  doctor  of  juridical  science  (20). 

Dr.  Chase  leaves  the  question  of  whether  or  not  there  are  too  many  different 
kinds  of  doctorates  being  awarded  to  more  definitive  studies  which  would  examine 
the  history  of  the  degree,  its  distinctive  requirements,  and  careers  pursued  by 
its  recipients.   He  does  suggest  that  the  facts  indicate  a  "need  for  caution." 
Some  17  of  the  types  of  degrees  granted  in  1961-62  were  granted  by  only  one 
institution.

CLEMSON  IS  15-YEAR,  $204.2  MILLION  BUSINESS 

Since  January  1,  1950,  the  total  expenditures  for  all  units  of  Clemson  Uni- 
versity--academic  program,  agricultural  extension,  experiment  station,  livestock- 
poultry  health,  and  fertilizer  analysis--amounted  to  $204.2  million.   The  academic 
unit  only  represented  an  expenditure  of  $92.5  million  over  that  period,  a  span  in 
which  student  enrollment  increased  from  2,800  to  4,588  and  the  faculty  went  from 
255  to  270. 

The  nearly  six  million  dollars  in  construction  now  under  way  on  the  campus 
brings  the  amount  of  building  construction  and  equipment  expenditures  over  the 
15  years  to  $35.7  million.   Construction  now  in  progress  includes  the  library,  a 
men's  residence  hall  to  house  148  students,  a  women's  dormitory  to  house  144, 
and  additions  to  service  facilities.  ! 


Of  the  $35.7  million,  approximately  8%  ($2.5  million)  was  provided  by  direct 
state  appropriations  and  92%  ($30  million)  was  financed  by  tuition  and  revenue 
bonds,  and  gifts  to  the  University,   Gifts  included  the  $1.9  million  from  the 
Olin  Foundation  for  building  and  equipping  the  ceramic  and  chemical  engineering  halls 
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MINUTES:   THE  FACULTY  SENATE  OF  CLEMSON  UNIVERSITY 

The  Faculty  Senate  held  its  101st  meeting  in  Room  I  of  the  Physics  Building 
at  4  p.m. ,  November  10,  1964.   President  John  E.  Miller  called  the  meeting  to 
order,  and  requested  reports  from  the  chairmen  of  the  Senate  standing  committees. 

George  Means,  chairman  of  the  Policy  Committee,  announced  that  his  committee 
is  now  investigating  the  recommendation  that  the  University  purchase  busses  for 
field  trips.   He  also  said  that  the  other  matter  referred  to  this  committee,  the 
effects  of  the  use  of  Plan  A  by  faculty  members,  needed  no  action  since  a 
University  policy  is  already  in  existence  which  covered  this  matter. 

Next  Dr.  Shewfelt,  chairman  of  the  Welfare  Committee,  summarized  the  accomp- 
lishments of  the  work  on  chest  x-rays.   Of  the  1,072  people  examined,  1,050  showed 
no  need  for  further  examination,  while  the  remaining  22  were  scheduled  for  a  re- 
check.   The  results  of  the  x-rays  were  sent  to  only  those  persons  needing  a  recheck. 

He  also  reported  that  investigation  of  the  health  insurance  programs  revealed 
that  we  are  now  paying  the  lowest  rate  possible  for  the  number  of  benefits  received. 
As  for  the  question  of  group  life  insurance,  the  law  disqualified  the  University 
from  using  this  plan  since  a  group  plan  required  employer  contributions.   The 
possibility  of  trying  this  plan  and  having  the  Alumni  Association  pay  the  employer's 
share  was  here  raised.   The  University  of  South  Carolina,  it  was  stated,  uses  this 
method. 

On  the  matter  of  traffic  and  parking.  Dr.  Shewfelt  reported  there  is  still 
need  for  provision  of  more  parking  facilities  to  make  them  equal  to  the  number  of 
cars  on  the  campus,  including  those  of  the  commuting  students.   A  suggestion  now 
being  studied  is  that  campus  parking  be  a  privilege  limited  to  Juniors  and  Seniors, 
and  to  Sophomores  with  a  certain  minimum  grade-point  ratio. 

Dr.  Shewfelt  then  called  on  H.  M.  Felder  to  give  the  results  of  his  investiga- 
tion as  to  the  feasibility  of  a.  University  burial  association.   Mr.  Felder  gave  an 
interesting  account  of  his  findings  on  burial  costs  in  the  Clemson  area.   He  is 
going  to  investigate  further  the  advantages  of  establishing  a  burial  association. 

The  next  committee  chairman  called  on.  Professor  Ball,  said  that  his  Scholar- 
ship and  Admissions  Committee  although  working  on  several  problems  had  nothing  to 
report  at  this  time. 

Dr.  Miller  next  made  the  following  announcements: 

(1)  He  has  sent  a  letter  of  congratulations  to  Dr.  Charles  Townes,  recent  Nobel 
Prize  winner,  and  holder  of  an  honorary  degree  from  Clems'on,  on  behalf  of  the  Academic 
Faculty;   (2)  the  wording  on  the  plaque  for  the  Faculty  Scholarship  award  has  been 
approved  by  the  Educational  Council.   Bids  are  now  being  sought  by  the  Purchasing 
Office  for  the  plaque;  (3)   he  has  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  in 
Columbia;  (4)   the  President  of  the  Faculty  Senate  is  to  appear  on  the  TV  program, 
"Telescope",  a  program  appearing  from  9:30  to  10:00  a.m.,  December  3  on  Channel  4, 
where  he  will  explain  the  role  played  by  the  Faculty  Senate  in  the  total  educational 
program  at  Clemson  University;  (5)   a  copy  of  the  Senate's  resolution  in  memory  of 
Colonel  Stritzinger  was  sent  to  Mrs.  Stritziriger. 

An  amendment  was  then  submitted  to  the  Senate,  signed  by  five  members  of  the 
Academic  Faculty  to  change  the  monthly  meeting  time  of  the  Faculty  Senate  to  4:30 
p.m.  on  the  second  Thursday  each  month.   A  lively  discussion  ensued.   This  amendment 
will  be  voted  on  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Faculty  Senate,  pursuant  to  the  by- 
laws of  the  Constitution. 

Since  there  was  no  additional  business,  the  meeting  was  then  adjourned  at 
4:50  p.m. 
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INTEREST  IN  ENGINEERING  AND  SCIENCE  DECLINING  STUDY  SHOWS. 

Despite  multimillon-dollar  Federal  support  programs  for  research  and  edu- 
cation in  engineering  and  science,  interest  in  these  areas  is  declining  as  a 
field  of  study  elected  by  Merit  Scholar  semif inalists ,  a  recent  study  by  Robert 
C.  Nichols  of  the  staff  of  the  National  Merit  Scholarships  Corporation  shows. 

Since  1958,  the  year  Sputnik  I  was  launched,  the  percentage  of  Merit 
Scholar  semif inalists  choosing  "scientific  research"  as  a  career  dropped  from 
38  for  men  and  23  for  women  to  29  for  men  and  19  for  women  in  1963.   In  engi- 
neering,  the  decline  is  from  34  per  cent  for  men  and  3  per  cent  for  women  to 
20  per  cent  of  the  men  and  1  per  cent  for  women.   Among  the  sciences,  the 
greatest  decline  was  in  physics,  where  the  drop  was  from  19  per  cent  for  men  and 
4  per  cent  for  women  in  1958  to  12  per  cent  for  men  and  less  than  3  per  cent 
for  women  in  1963. 

The  percentages  electing  biology  and  mathematics  increased  during  this  per 
period.   In  mathematics,  the  percentages  increased  from  8  for  the  men  and  11  of 
women  in  1958  to  16  for  men  and  18  for  the  women  in  1963.   In  biology,  the  in- 
creases were  from  1  and  3  per  cent  for  men  and  women  in  1958  to  3  and  7  per  cent 
in  1963. 

A  career  in  teaching  has  become  more  popular  for  both. men  and  women,  with  in- 
creases from  8  to  15  per  cent  for  the  men  and  from  37  to  40  per  cent  for  women. 
Social  sciences  and  the  humanities  showed  increases  of  from  13  to  19  per  cent  for 
the  men  and  from  27  to  34  per  cent  of  the  women.   Interest  in  medicine  has  also 
increased,  from  9  to  12  per  cent  for  men  and  women  in  1958  to  12  and  13  per  cent 
in  1963.

LAND-GRANT  ASSOCIATION  ELECTS  NEW  OFFICERS,  CHANGES  NAME 

President  David  D.  Henry  of  the  University  of  Illinois  was  elected  Presi- 
dent of  the  Association  of  State  Universities  and  Land-Grant  Colleges  at  its  78th 
annual  meeting  in  Washington  in  November.   During  the  same  meeting  the  Senate  voted 
unanimously  to  change  the  name  of  the  Association  to  that  of  the  National  Association 
of  State  Universities  and  Land-Grant  Colleges,  thus  reflecting  in  the  name  the 
historical  origins  of  the  present  organization,  combining  the  Association  of  State 
Universities  and  Land-Grant  Colleges  (1887)  and  the  National  Association  of  State 
Universities  (1895)  --  the  two  oldest  organizations  of  higher  educational  institutions 
on  the  American  scene.   The  change  will  become  effective  January  3,  1965,  to  permit 
orderly  change  of  the  many  fiscal  records  involved. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Council  of  Presidents  is  George  W.  Starcher  of  the 
University  of  North  Dakota.   Succeeding  him  as  secretary  of  the  Council  is  President 
D.  W.  Colvard  of  Mississippi  State  University. 

President  Elmer  Ellis,  University  of  Missouri,  immediate  Past  President 
of  the  Association,  will  serve  as  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee  during  the 
coming  year.

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COLLEGE  ENROLLMENTS  EXCEED  5  MILLION,  FRESHMEN  UP  17  PERCENT. 

U.  S.  Office  of  Education  reports  that  college  and  university  enrollments 
last  fall  exceeded  the  5  million  mark  for  the  first  time,  though  degree-credit  stu- 
dents numbered  4,988,000.   An  additional  332,400  are  enrolled  in  special  1  to  3-year 
terminal  programs. 

Total  degree-credit  enrollment  of  men  students  was  up  9.4  percent  over 
a  year  ago,  and  of  women  11.3  percent.   On  a  full-time  basis,  increases  were  10.8 
percent  and  12.3  percent.   Increases  of  total  degree  enrollments  in  public  institu- 
tions were  up  11.6  percent  on  a  total  basis,  and  13.2  percent  on  a  full-time  basis, 
and  in  private  institutions  7.6  percent  and  8.4  percent,  respectively.   Most  striking 
jump,  of  course,  was  in  first-time  students,  where  male  enrollment  increased  16.1 
percent,  that  of  women  18.5  percent,  total  17  percent  (as  compared  to  an  average  of 
7  percent  in  recent  years). 

Since  the  fall  of  1961  degree-credit  enrollment  has  increased  nearly  26 
percent  for  men,  36.3  percent  for  women  (full  time,  23.3  and  30.5).   Enrollment  in 
public  institutions  has  gone  up  36.3  percent  since  1961,  in  private  institutions 
15.8  percent. 

In  non-degree-credit  programs  public  enrollments  increased  32.6  percent 
from  1963  to  1964,  and  dropped  in  private  institutions  by  19.1  percent. 

All  states  except  Alaska  and  Maryland  showed  increases  in  degree  credit 
students  in  the  fall  of  1964  over  that  of  the  fall  of  1963.   They  were  fairly  uniform 
in  the  various  regions  of  the  country,  the  national  average  being  10.1  percent,  and 
regional  averages  running  10.7  percent  in  New  England;  9.2  percent  in  the  Mideast; 
llo6,  Great  Lakes  and  Plains;  11.8,  Southeast;  12,  Southwest;  12.7,  Rocky  Mountain; 
6.4,  Far  West.   By  states  Arkansas  had  the  greatest  percentage  increase,  followed  by 
Nevada  and  New  Mexico. 


National  average  increase  in  first  time  entering  students  was  17  percent, 
By  states  and  regions  it  varied  widely:   New  England  14.6;  Mideast  21;  Great  Lakes 
18.7;  Plains  20.5;  Southeast  22.8;  Southwest  19.4;  Rocky  Mountain  17.2;  Far  West  5 
percent.   Georgia  topped  the  list  with  a  whopping  40.4  percent  increase;  followed 
by  Arizona  with  34.2;  Kentucky,  33.8;  West  Virginia,  30.7;  and  New  Hampshire,  30.2. 
At  the  other  end  of  the  scale  Nevada,  Hawaii,  and  Maine  showed  a  drop  in  first-time 
entrants.   Alaska,  which  decreased  in  total  degree-credit  enrollment,  had  a  22.8  in- 
crease in  freshman  students;  and  Maryland  a  12.9  percent  freshman  increase  as  com- 
pared to  a  slight  over-all  loss.   (All  are  state,  not  institutional,  figures.) 
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STUDY  SHOWS  ANNUAL  DOCTORATE  DEGREE  DEFICIT  OF  9,500  FOR  DECADE 

According  to  the  recent  study  by  John  L.  Chase,  Chief  of  the  Higher  Edu- 
cation Personnel  Section  of  the  Office  of  Education,  the  United  States  faces  an 
annual  average  deficit  of  faculty  members  with  doctorate  degrees  of  9,500  during 
the  next  10  years.   The  following  table  summarizes  Dr.  Chase's  data,  which  consists 
of  pulling  together  and  refining  the  best  information  available  from  basic  data 
from  OE  Earned  Degree  reports,  staff  projections  by  Dr.  Kenneth  A.  Simon,  and  the 
OE  survey  "Status  and  Career  Orientations  of  College  Faculty,  1962-63." 

The  table  is  self-explanatory.   Deficit  figures  in  the  last  column  are 
[rounded  to  the  nearest  "0"  for  the  obvious  reasons  that  such  projections  can  show 
only  approximate  orders  of  magnitude.   Dr.  Chase  stresses,  however,  that  the  esti- 
mates are  probably  understated,  since  he  worked  with  the  concept  of  "full-time 
equivalents."  The  "other"  or  "miscellaneous"  field  is,  quite  simply,  "catch-all" 
to  which  little  significance  can  be  attached.

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MINUTI-S;   THE  FACULTY  SENATE  OF  CLEMSON  UNIVERSITY 

The  Faculty  Senate  held  its  one-hundred-and-second  meeting  in  Room  1  of 
the  Physics  Building  at  4:00  p.m.,  December  8,  1964,  with  President  J.  E.  ^liller 
presiding.  The  following  committees  gave  reports: 

Professor  Ball,  Chairman  of  the  Admissions  and  Scholarship  Committee,  moved 
that  the  following  proposal  be  adopted: 

A,  That  a  recommended  reading  list  for  prospective  students  be  prepared 
by  Clemson  University. 

B,  Tliat  the  said  list  be  composed  of  two  narts. 

(1)  A  general  reading  list  to  broaden  the  background  of  potential 
students. 

(2)  A  selected  reading  list  for  familiarizing  potential  students  with 
the  fields  of  study  available  at  Clemson. 

The  Committee  recommended  that  the  lists  of  selected  reading  be  prepared 
under  the  direction  of  the  deans. 

It  was  further  recommended  that  the  list,  when  prepared,  be  forwarded  to 
the  high  schools  of  South  Carolina  and  be  enclosed  with  the  first  communica- 
tion between  the  University  and  the  prospective  student. 

The  above  proposals  were  all  adopted  bv  the  Senate. 

Professor  Ball  next  stated  that  his  committee  has  also  r>repared  a  recom- 
mended diploma  form  for  the  Ph.D.  degree  to  be  granted  by  Clemson  University. 
A  sample  copy  of  this  diploma  will  be  brought  to  the  January  meeting  of  the 
Senate. 

The  next  report  was  given  by  Professor  Means  of  the  Policy  Committee.  On 
checking  the  possibility  of  having  the  University  purchase  busses  for  use  on 
field  trips,  etc.,  Mr.  Means  stated  that  the  Motor  Pool  is  continuing  to  do 
an  excellent  job  of  providing  transportation  for  students  and  faculty  as  needed. 
It  will  augment  the  equipment  with  additional  vehicles  of  varied  sizes  and  kinds 
whenever  these  prove  economical  to  add. 

Professor  Sullivan,  the  Faculty  Senate  representative  on  the  Parking 
and  Traffic  Committee,  announced  that  beginning  with  the  first  day  of  next  semes- 
ter the  right-hand  side  of  the  road  entering  the  Physics  building  parking  lot 
is  to  be  for  employees  only.  This  adds  about  nine  more  spaces  for  facultv  parking. 

There  being  no  other  committee  reports.  President  Miller  introduced  as  old 
business  the  amendment  to  the  constitution  introduced  in  November,  for  changing 
the  time  of  Senate  meetings  to  the  second  Thursday  of  each  month  at  4:15  p.m. 
The  motion  was  passed.   Copies  of  this  change  will  now  be  prepared  for  voting 
by  the  entire  body  of  the  faculty. 

President  Miller  then  made  two  announcements.

2.  He  has  received  from  the  Chairman  of  the  Faculty  Welfare  Committee  of 
U.S.C.  a  request  for  the  name  of  the  corresponding  representative  of 
Clemson 's  faculty,  in  order  to  work  out  jointly  a  plan  for  free  tuition 
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for  the  children  of  faculty  of  both  the  state  universities  and  col' 
leges.

It  involves  the  diligent  seeking 
after  new  facts  and/or  principles  through  investigation,  inquiry,  scrutiny, 
and  examination.  This  includes  the  consideration  of  areas  not  previously 
investigated  and  the  re-examination  of  basic  concepts  or  principles  for  appli- 
cation to  new  processes.  The  term  thus  implies  a  degree  of  originality  in 
the  investigator's  approach  to  a  problem." 

"Testing,  on  the  other  hand,  is  work  in  which  no  new  elements  are  intro- 
duced. The  results  of  testing  answer  the  question,  how  much.   For  this  work, 
the  questions  how  and  why  have  already  been  answered  and  are  not  involved  in 
the  work." 

2.  Personnel  Relations  Committee — Victor  Hurst,  reporting  in  the  absence  of 
the  chairman,  reported  that  to  date,  nine  communications  had  been  received 
relative  to  the  committee's  questioning  of  the  Research  Faculty  in  regard  to 
matters  that  should  be  taken  up  by  the  Research  Facultv  Council. 

3.  Executive  Committee--P.  E.  Robbins  reported  that  work  was  continuing  in 
the  compiling  of  a  university-wide  survey  of  research  projects. 

4.  There  was  no  new  business  and  the  meeting  adjourned  at  4:40  p.m.

ALUMNI  ASSOCIATION  MAILING  PERMITS 

The  Bulk  Rate  and  second  class  postal  permits  used  by  the  Clemson  Alumni 
Association  for  mass  mailings  to  alumni  and  parents  can  not  be  used  by  individuals  to 
mail  (or  forward)  a  single  piece  of  mail.   When  this  is  done,  the  piece  is  intercepted 
by  the  post  office  at  Clemson  and  returned  to  the  Alumni  Office.   It  is  a  stipulation 
of  the  permit  that  the  Alumni  Office  will  bundle  and  route  all  such  mail  to  its  postal 
destination  in  bulk  lots  (never  as  individual  pieces).   In  recent  months  there  have 
been  instances  in  which  staff  members  have  addressed  envelopes  bearing  the  Bulk  Rate 
permit  (or  copies  of  The  Alumni  News  carrying  the  second  class  permit  or  copies  of  This 
Is  Clemson  bearing  the  second  class  permit)  to  individuals.   In  all  instances  the  pieces 
being  mailed  were  returned  to  the  Alumni  Office  and  not  remailed  to  the  individual 
addressed.   It  is  necessary  to  place  such  a  piece  of  mail  in  an  envelope  and  mail  at 
the  regular  first  class  rate.

at  fche  latter  university. 

He  is  a  member  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa,  Phi  Kappa  Phi,  Sigma  Xi,  Alpha  Chi 
Sigma,  and  national  professional  chemical  associations.  He  has  published 
a  nnmber  of  research  studies  in  chemistry. 

Dr,  Savitsky  is  married  and  has  three  childreii. 
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COLLEGE  ENROLLMENTS  EXCEED  5  MILLION,  FRESHMEN  UP  17  PER  CENT. 

U.S.  Office  of  Education  reports  that  college  and  university  enrollments 
last  fall  exceeded  the  5  million  mark  for  the  first  time,  thought  degree-credit  stu- 
dents numbered  4,988,000.   An  additional  332,400  are  enrolled  in  special  1  to  3  year 
terminal  programs. 

Total  degree-credit  enrollment  of  men  students  was  up  9.4  per  cent  over  a 
year  ago,  and  of  women  11.3  per  cent.   On  a  full-time  basis,  increases  were  10.8  per 
cent  and  12.3  per  cent.   Increases  of  total  degree  enrollments  in  public  institutions 
were  up  11.6  per  cent  on  a  total  basis,  and  13.2  per  cent  on  a  full-time  basis,  and  in 
private  institutions  7.6  per  cent  and  8.4  per  cent,  respectively.  Most  striking  jump, 
of  course,  was  in  first  time  students,  where  male  enrollment  increased  16.1  per  cent, 
that  of  women  18.5  per  cent,  total  17  per  cent  (as  compared  to  an  average  of  7  per 
cent  in  recent  years). 

Since  the  fall  of  1961  degree  credit  enrollment  has  increased  nearly  26  per 
cent  for  men,  36.3  per  cent  for  women  (full  time,  23.3  and  30,5).   Enrollment  in 
public  institutions  has  gone  up  36.3  per  cent  since  1961,  in  private  institutions 
15.8  per  cent. 

In  non-degree-credit  programs  public  enrollments  increased  32.6  per  cent 
from  1963  to  1964,  and  dropped  in  private  institutions  by  19.1  per  cent. 

All  states  except  Alaska  and  Maryland  showed  increases  in  degree  credit 
students  in  the  fall  of  1964  over  that  of  the  fall  of  1963.   They  were  fairly  uniform 
in  the  various  regions  of  the  country,  the  national  average  being  10.1  per  cent,  and 
regional  averages  running  10.7  per  cent  in  New  England;  9.2  per  cent  in  the  Mideast; 
11.6,  Great  Lakes  and  Plains;  11.8,  Southeast;  12,  Southwest;  12.7,  Rocky  Mountain; 
6.4,  Far  West.   By  states  Arkansas  had  the  greatest  percentage  increase,  followed  by 
Nevada  and  New  Mexico. 

National  average  increase  in  first  time  entering  students  was  17  per  cent. 
By  states  and  regions  it  varied  widely:  New  England  14.6;  Mideast  21;  Great  Lakes 
18.7;  Plains  20.5;  Southeast  22.8;  Southwest  19.4;  Rocky  Mountain  17.2;  Far  West  5 
per  cent.   Georgia  topped  the  list  with  a  whopping  40.4  per  cent  increase;  followed 
by  Arizona  with  34.2;  Kentucky,  33.8;  West  Virginia,  30.7;  and  New  Hampshire,  30.2. 
At  the  other  end  of  the  scale  Nevada,  Hawaii,  and  Maine  showed  a  drop  in  first-time 
entrants.   Alaska,  which  decreased  in  total  degree-credit  enrollment,  had  a  22.8  in- 
crease in  freshman  students;  and  Maryland  a  12.9  per  cent  freshman  increase  as  com- 
pared to  a  slight  over-all  loss.   (All  are  state,  not  institutional,  figures.) 

McCONNELL  SEMINAR  HOUSE  AVAILABLE  AT  HIGH  HAMPTON 

The  President  of  Davidson  College  has  informed  Clemson  that  the  Robert 
Earle  McConnell  Foundation  again  this  summer  is  offering  the  use  of  the  Seminar 
House  at  High  Hampton  to  educational  institutions  for  faculty  study  groups, 
committee  meetings,  seminars,  and  other  official  purposes.  The  1964  season  is 
from  mid-May  to  mid-October.  High  Hampton  (Cashiers,  N.  C.)  is  about  an  hour's 
drive  from  Clemson. 

The  House  has  two  twin  bedrooms,  two  double  bedrooms,  a  large  living  and 
study  area,  kitchen,  and  two  small  porches.  With  a  total  of  six  (twin-size)  beds 
and  two  (double)  beds,  it  can  accommodate  8-10  guests  by  using  the  porches  for 
sleeping  and  6-8  guests  without  using  the  porches.

MORRILL  ACT  VIEWED  AS  GREAT  AID  TO  "CAUSE  OF  LIBERAL  EDUCATION." 

The  story  of  how  the  first  major  U.S.  effort  for  Federal  legislation  for 
specialized  education  also  became  "the  most  important  piece  of  Federal  legis- 
lation yet  passed  that  has  assisted  the  cause  of  liberal  education"  is  told 
by  Dr.  William  F.  Zimmerman,  assistant  director  of  the  Danforth  Foundation, 
in  the  October,  1964,  issue  of  Liberal  Education,  published  by  the  Association 
of  American  Colleges. 

In  an  article  "The  Morrill  Act  and  Liberal  Education"  Dr.  Zimmerman 
attempts  to  trace  through  the  history  of  the  inclusion  in  the  Land-Grant 
Act  of  1862  of  the  provision  that,  while  emphasis  should  be  on  "agriculture 
and  the  mechanic  arts"  it  should  be  "without  excluding  other  scientific  and 
classical  studies,"  and  the  statement  of  general  objective  as  "the  liberal 
and  practical  education  of  the  industrial  classes  in  the  several  pursuits 
and  professions  of  life." 

For  the  inclusion  of  this  emphasis  on  "liberal"  as  well  as  practical 
education,  and  the  reference  to  "classical"  studies,  etc..  Dr.  Zimmerman 
gives  primary  credit  to  Jonathan  Baldwin  Turner  of  Illinois,  who  developed 
his  idea  of  an  "industrial  university"  in  detail  in  an  address  in  1851. 
Without  reopening  the  old  controversy  over  the  "credit"  belonging  respectively 
to  Morriil  and  Turner,  he  reaches  the  conclusion  that  Morrill  had  read, 
heard,  and  was  influenced  by  Turner's  widely-disseminated  ideas.   This 
particular  phraseology,  he  notes,  was  viewed  with  approval  by  President 
Buchanan  (who  vetoed  the  original  act  on  constitutional  grounds),  but  re- 
ceived virtually  no  attention  in  Congressional  debate,  except  for  an  adverse 
comment  by  one  Senator  who  said  the  inclusion  of  the  reference  to  "liberal" 
education  would  be  used  as  an  excuse  to  defraud  farmers  of  the  kind  of  training 
they  needed  and  to  go  on  doing  what  other  colleges  were  already  doing. 
(Senator  Morrill  some  years  later  took  the  view  that  the  phrase  "without 
excluding  other  scientific  and  classical  studies"  meant  they  must  be  included 
(otherwise  they  would  be  excluded). 
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FRANK  JERVEY  CHOSEN  AS  LIFETIME  TRUSTEE 

Frank  Jervey  of  Clemson,  one-time  Clemson  University  vice  president  for 
development,  is  the  school's  newest  lifetime  trustee. 

Board  chairman  Robert  M.  Cooper  of  Wisacky  announced  Friday  that  Jervey 
was  chosen  to  succeed  the  late  Charles  E.  Daniel,  Greenville  contractor. 

Selection  of  Jervey  was  made  by  the  six  other  lifetime  trustees. 

Jervey,  a  1914  graduate  of  Clemson,  was  decorated  for  heroism  during  World 
War  I.   During  World  War  II  he  received  the  "Exceptional  Civilian  Award"  in 
recognition  of  his  work  with  the  U.S.  Ordnance  Corps.   He  served  as  the  corps* 
chief  engineer  from  1942  until  1953. 

Jervey  was  Clemson 's  vice  president  for  development  from  1959  through  1963. 

Other  lifetime  trustees  are  State  Sen.  Edgar  A.  Brown  of  Barnwell,  former 
Gov.  James  F.  Byrnes,  Winchester  Smith  of  Williston,  Robert  R.  Coker  of  Hartsville, 
James  C.  Self  of  Greenwood  and  Cooper. 

There  have  been  but  24  members  of  this  self-sustaining  group  since  appoint- 
ment of  the  initial  seven  in  Thomas  Clemson 's  will  of  1888. 

The  Clemson  board  also  consists  of  six  trustees  elected  by  the  S.  C. 
General  Assembly  to  four-year  terms. 


REPORT  CONCERNING  FACULTY  SENATE  MEETING 

The  one-hundred-and-third  meeting  of  the  Faculty  Senate  was  held  at 
4:00  p.m.,  Tuesday,  January  12,  1965.  After  calling  the  meeting  to  order, 
President  John  E.  Miller  asked  for  committee  reports. 

Professor  Means  gave  the  information  that  his  Policy  Committee  had  been 
requested  to  gather  on  possible  conflicts  of  the  proposed  new  Senate  meeting 
time  with  the  1965-66  university  schedule.  He  reported  that  meeting  either 
on  the  second  Thursday  or  the  second  Tuesday  of  each  month  will  occasion  a 
conflict  in  January  and  one  in  May. 

After  some  discussion,  the  president  requested  that  the  Policy  Committee 
study  this  matter  further  and  make  a  recommendation  at  the  February  meeting 
of  the  Senate. 

Next  Professor  Ball  of  the  Admissions  and  Scholarship  Committee  reported 
that  the  proposed  new  form  of  the  diploma  for  the  Ph.D.  degree  is  not  yet 
ready.  He  also  said  that  a  study  is  being  made  of  the  later  progress  of 
students  who  start  with  a  low  grade-point  ratio. 

Dr.  Miller  then  made  several  announcements: 

1.  He  has  received  a  letter  from  Dean  Williams  saying  that  action  has  been 
taken  on  the  recent  Senate  recommendation  for  a  suggested  reading  list  for 
high  school  students  applying  for  admission  to  Clemson, 

2.  The  Senate  has  received  a  Christmas  card  from  Dr.  Charles  Townes  in 
Stockholm,  thanking  us  for  our  congratulatory  letter  to  him  on  his  being 
named  Nobel  Laureate  in  Physics  for  1964. 
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BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES  ACTIONS 

The  Clemson  Board  met  in  Columbia  on  February  10,  with  ten  of  the  twelve 
members  present.   Actions  taken  by  the  Board  included: 

— Approval  of  a  proposal  to  discontinue  "Farm  and  Home  Week,"  replacing  it 
with  educational  programs  for  farmers  and  others, 

— Instruction  to  the  administration  to  execute  all  required  certificates  of 
compliance  with  the  Federal  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1964. 

— Recommendation  to  the  State  related  to  the  financing  of  the  new  library 
and  the  awarding  of  a  construction  contract  ($253,480)  to  Yeargin  Con- 
struction Company  to  erect  an  internal  combustion  engines  laboratory  and 
renovate  the  IE  Shop  Building. 

— Approval  of  the  design  for  a  Clemson  University  ring  for  women  graduates. 

--Instruction  to  the  administration  to  request  title  to  573  acres  of  federal 
lands  near  the  Myrtle  Beach  Air  Force  Base.  The  lands  will  be  used  for 
agricultural  research. 

— Approval  of  an  administration  request  to  continue  the  employment  of 

Dr.  Charles  A.  Reed  (Physics)  for  twelve  months  past  his  normal  retirement 
date  of  May  30,  1965. 

— Approval  of  university  plans  to  administer  a  two-year  nursing  curricula  in 
cooperation  with  Anderson  Hospital;  and  to  establish  a  junior  college  at 
Sumter,  when  appropriate. 

--Instruction  to  the  administration  to  increase  fees  for  out-of-state  students 
at  an  appropriate  time  in  accord  with  pending  legislative  action.  The  in- 
crease in  fees  will  not  exceed  $250,  and  other  S.  C.  state  supported  col- 
leges will  make  similar  adjustments. 

--Approval  of  an  administrative  request  to  employ  Dr.  Thurman  Hardin  as  head 
of  the  Department  of  Mechanical  Engineering.  Biographical  information  on 
Dr.  Hardin  is  elsewhere  in  the  Newsletter. 

MECHANICAL  ENGINEERING  DEPARTMENT  HEAD  EMPLOYED 

Thurman  Craig  Hardin  of  Colbert,  Alabama  and  Cookeville,  Tennessee  will 
become  professor  and  head  of  the  department  of  mechanical  engineering  vTune  1. 
He  has  the  B.S.  degree  from  the  University  of  Tennessee,  the  M.S.  from  V.P.I., 
and  the  Ph.D.  from  Georgia  Tech. 

Dr.  Harden' s  teaching  experience  includes  4  years  at  the  University  of 
Tennessee  where  he  was  instructor  and  assistant  professor;  three  years  at 
Geoi'gia  Tech  where  he  was  lecturer;  and  eight  years  at  Tennessee  Polytechnic 
Institute  where  he  is  currently  professor  and  department  head.  He  has  also 
had  three  years  experience  as  a  project  engineer  with  the  duPont  Company  and 
has  been  a  consultant  with  the  U.  S.  Navy  research  laboratory  in  Washington,  D.  C. 

Dr.  Hardin  holds  membership  in  a  number  of  professional  engineering 
societies  and  is  a  member  also  of  Tau  Beta  Pi  and  Sigma  Xi.  He  is  married 
to  the  former  Mary  Mason  of  Niota,  Tennessee,  and  they  have  two  children. 
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S.  MANER  MARTIN  PROFESSORSHIP  ESTABLISHED  IN  MATHEMATICS 

A  business  concern  which  desires  no  publicity  about  its  gift,  has  established 
at  Clemson  the  S.  Maner  Martin  Professorship  in  mathematics.   Effective  in  August, 
1965,  the  award  will  carry  a  $3,000  supplement  to  the  professor's  annual  salary. 
The  recipient  of  the  professorship  has  not  been  named. 

The  award  is  named  in  honor  of  S.  Maner  ("Major")  Martin  who  was  an  outstanding 
teacher  at  Clemson  from  September,  1898  until  his  retirement  in  June,  1948,   He  was 
head  of  the  mathematics  department  from  1908  until  his  retirement.   He  died  at 
Clemson  December  17,  1959,   He  was  respected  and  loved  by  thousands  of  Clemson 
students  and  alumni,  and  by  all  who  knew  him. 

The  recipient  of  the  professorship  will  be  designated  as  "S.  Maner  Martin 
Professor  of  Mathematics."

INTERNAL  REVENUE  DEDUCTIBILITY  RULING  FOR  RESEARCH  EXPENSES  OF  TEACHERS 

Tax-deductibility  of  travel  and  related  research  expenses  by  university 
faculty  members  was  recognized  by  an  Internal  Revenue  ruling  (63-275),  published 
December  30,  1963,   The  ruling,  in  part,  is  as  follows: 

"...research  expenses,  including  traveling  expenses  properly  allocable 
thereto,  incurred  by  a  professor  for  the  purpose  of  teaching,  lecturing,  and 
writing  and  publishing  in  his  area  of  competence,  as  a  means  of  carrying  out 
the  duties  expected  of  him  in  his  capacity  as  a  professor  and  without  expecta- 
tion of  profit  apart  from  salary,  represent  ordinary  and  necessary  business 
expenses  incurred  in  that  capacity  and  are,  therefore,  deductible  uncler  section 
162  (a)  of  the  Code,,.. The  responsibility  rests  with  each  professor  to  show 
that  the  amount  claimed  are  reasonable  in  relation  to  the  research  performed 
and  that  the  research  is  in  his  area  of  competence;  that  is,  that  the  research 
is  directly  related  to  the  general  field  in  which  the  professor  is  performing 
services  as  an  educator,"

a.  All  Extension  staff  members  except  specialist  leaders,  supervisors,  and 
administrators  may,  if  otherwise  qualified,  be  admitted  to  a  master's 
degree  program  at  Clemson. 

b.  All  Extension  staff  members  except  assistant  specialists,  associate 
specialists,  specialists,  specialist  leaders,  and  administrators  mav, 
if  otherwise  qualified,  be  admitted  to  a  doctoral  program  at  Clemson. 

b.  County  agents,  associate  and  assistant  agents  mav,  if  otherwise  quali- 
fied, be  admitted  to  either  degree  program. 

3.  Research  courses  numbered  591  and  592  will  be  combined  into  one  research 
course  numbered  591  which  may  be  taken  for  variable  credit.   Students  required 
to  write  a  master's  thesis  will  still  need  to  register  for  six  hours 

of  research. 

4.  Two  graduate  courses  were  approved: 

IM  500   Management  Slmilation 

IM  506   Location  of  Economic  Activity 

5.  The  Council  discussed  the  present  rules  governing  grades  of  C  made  by  graduate 
students  on  courses  numbered  below  500.   A  committee  will  be  appointed  to 
consider  this  question  and  will  make  its  recommendations  at  the  next  meeting 
of  the  Council.

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ALUMNI  FUND  GRANT  TO  FINANCE  NEW 
UNDERGRADUATE  SCHOLARSHIP  PROGRAM 

When  grants  were  made  to  Clemson's  acadamic  program  from  the  income  of 
the  1964  Alumni  Loyalty  Fund,  a  new  program  to  encourage  high  undergraduate 
scholarship  was  launched.  In  addition  to  the  grant  of  $10,200  to  finance  the 
R.  F.  Poole  Alumni  Scholarship  program,  a  grant  of  $1,200  will  enable  expansion 
in  the  area  of  financial  aid  to  incoming  students'  of  high  scholarship  attain- 
ment. 

The  R.  F.  Poole  alumni  scholarships  are  Clemson's  "prestige  awards"  for 
incoming  students  and  are  competitive  with  such  awards  made  by  other  univer- 
sities of  Clemson's  size  and  character.   In  1965-66  the  four  freshmen  Poole 
scholars  will  be  granted  $750  each. 

The  second  program  will  offer  an  additional  group  of  first-year  scholar- 
ships at  $300  each  to  the  four  students  below  the  Poole  group  who  show  the 
highest  academic  promise.   This  will  (1)  enable  Clemson  to  add  a  few  more 
top  students  to  the  student  body,  (2)  demonstrate  to  all  students  that 
scholarship  at  Clemson  is  as  honored  as  any  other  attribute,  (3)  place 
Clemson  in  a  better  competitive  position  with  the  finer  colleges  and 
universities,  (4)  help  Clemson  continue  to  meet  senior  university  accrediting 
standards  which  call  for  scholarship  assistance  designed  to  honor  scholarship, 
and  (5)  will  serve  as  a  strong  morale  factor  to  faculty  who  expect  the 
University  to  encourage  scholarship  as  its  central  goal. 
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Chemistry  Adds  Honors  Courses 

Students  majoring  in  Chemistry,  who  have  satisfactorily  completed  the  Junior 
Division  honors  requirements,  may  now  qualify  for  Departmental  Honors  in  Chemistry, 
Upon  successful  completion  of  twelve  semester  hours  of  honors  courses,  selected 
with  the  approval  of  the  departmental  honors  adviser,  with  a  minimum  fjrade  of  B 
in  each  course  and  a  cumulative  grade-point  ratio  of  3.0,  the  Chemistry  Depart- 
ment will  certify  to  the  Honors  Council  that  the  student  has  successfully  met 
the  requirements  of  the  program  and  should  be  awarded  an  Honors  Diploma. 

The  courses  used  for  departmental  honors  shall  normally  be  selected  from 
Chem  443,  Chem  444,  Chem  431,  and  any  chemistry  course  of  the  500  series.  Other 
advanced  courses,  including  those  from  other  departments,  may  be  used.  The 
student  shall  register  for  the  courses  under  the  appropriate  honors  numbers.

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Notes  on  Meeting  of  the  Faculty  Senate  of  Clemson  University 

The  one-hundred-and- fourth  meeting  of  the  Faculty  Senate  was  held  on 
February  9,  at  4:00  p.m.  After  calling  the  meeting  to  order,  President 
John  Miller  asked  for  committee  reports.  These  were  given  as  follows: 

1.  The  Welfare  Committee  has  had  a  study  made  on  the  possibilities 
of  establishing  a  funeral  society  for  the  Universtty.  Professor  Felder 
had  prepared  a  preliminary  report  on  the  purposes  and  functions  of  such 
a  society,  copies  of  which  were  distributed  to  all  members  of  the  Senate 
for  study.   Recommendations  for  action  on  this  report  may  be  made  at  the 
next  meeting. 

2.  Professor  Ball  of  the  Scholarship  and  Admissions  Committee  showed 
the  Senate  drafts  of  the  new  form  proposed  for  the  Doctor  of  Philosophy 
diploma. 

A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  that  this  foxm  be  accepted,  with  a 
minor  change  in  the  size  of  some  of  the  lettering.  After  considerable 
discussion,  this  motion  was  passed. 

Professor  Ball  also  reported  on  the  study  made  of  students  graduating 
after  having  started  with  a  very  low  grade-point  ratio.  This  study  showed 
that  some  of  these  students  who  graduate  have  grade-point  ratios  in  their 
major  fields  lower  than  the  over-all  grade-point  ratio  required  for  gradu- 
tion.  Members  of  the  Faculty  Senate  were  asked  to  seek  the  opinions  of 
other  members  of  their  departments  concerning  a  possible  Faculty  Senate 
proposal  that  all  students  be  required  to  have  a  grade  average,  in  all 
courses  taken  in  their  major  field,  at  least  as  high  as  the  grade-point 
ratio  required  for  graduation.  An  expression  of  opinion  on  this  subject 
will  be  asked  for  at  the  next  meeting. 

The  president  then  asked  that  the  Scholarship  and  Admissions  Committee 
report  next  time  on  the  question  of  need  for  the  establishment  of  a  Faculty 
Senate  committee  on  the  University  Bookstore.  It  was  reported  previously 
that  Mr.  John  Cureton,  manager  of  the  bookstore,  feels  there  is  no  need 
for  such  a  committee. 

Also  President  Milier  reported  receiving  a  Student  Senate  resolution 
recommending  that  a  "reading  period"  of  one  and  a  half  days  be  scheduled 
between  the  end  of  the  class  period  and  beginning  of  the  final  examination 
period,  to  enable  students  to  prepare  for  their  examinations.  The  Faculty 
Senate  is  asked  to  concur  in  this  request  and  urge  its  implementation  in 
time  for  the  1966-67  school  year.  This  matter  also  was  referred  for  study 
to  the  Admissions  and  Scholarship  Committee.

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REPORT  ON  MEETING  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE  OF  CLEMSON  UNIVERSITY 

The  Faculty  Senate  of  Clemson  University  held  its  one-hundred-and- fifth 
meeting  at  4:05  P.M.  on  March  9,  1965,  Dr.  John  Miller  presided. 

Committee  reports  were  given  as  follows : 

1.  A  proposal  that  a  one-and-a-half-day  reading  period  be  scheduled  between 
the  last  class  and  the  beginning  of  final  examination  period  was  endorsed  by  the 
Senate.  This  proposal  was  originally  passed  by  the  Student  Senate  and  sent  to 
the  Faculty  Senate  for  consideration.  The  study  of  this  proposal  was  made  by  the 
Admissions  and  Scholarship  Committee  under  the  chairmanship  of  Professor  W,  L,  Ball. 

2.  Several  suggestions  were  made  for  the  change  in  time  of  meetings  for  the 
Faculty  Senate.  The  need  for  this  change  is  the  result  of  the  change  in  the  uni- 
versity calendar  beginning  next  year.   Since  any  change  in  meeting  time  entails  an 
amendment  to  the  By-Laws  of  the  Faculty  Senate  Constitution,  these  suggestions  will 
be  formulated  as  amendments  and  will  be  presented  at  the  April  meeting  of  the  Senate. 

3.  Since  Professor  A.  L.  Shewfelt  was  absent,  the  recommendation  of  the  Welfare 
Committee  on  the  establishment  of  a  funeral  society  was  presented  by  Professor  H.  M. 
Felder. 

Much  interest  was  evinced  by  the  Senate,  and  it  was  suggested  that  the  Aca- 
demic Faculty  should  be  informed  of  the  merits  of  such  a  plan,  so  as  to  determine 
whether  there  is  enough  interest  for  the  Welfare  Committee  to  continue  its  efforts 
in  this  direction.   A  motion  was  made,  seconded,  and  passed  that  the  Welfare  Com- 
mittee distribute  the  information  on  a  funeral  society  to  members  of  the  Academic 
Faculty  for  their  reactions. 

After  these  committee  reports,  resolutions  were  made  expressing  the  deep  regrets 
of  the  Senate  over  the  recent  passing  of  Professor  Randall  of  the  Forestry  Department 
and  of  Professor  Bradley,  past  Head  of  the  English  Department,   Letters  are  being 
sent  from  the  Senate  to  the  bereaved  families. 

The  president  then  announced  that  next  year  two  new  members  are  to  be  added 
to  the  Senate,  one  from  the  College  of  Agriculture  and  Biological  Sciences,  and  one 
from  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences.  They  will  be  seated  at  the  May  meeting.

The  sound  of  fine  band  music  will  be  heard  in  the  State  as  the  seventy- 
piece  Clemson  University  Concert  Band,  under  the  direction  of  John  H.  Butler, 
takes  the  road  for  its  1965  Spring  Concert  Tour.

WHAT  HAPPENS  TO  MY  STUDENTS? 


Alexander  M.  "Sanely"  Buchan  for  35  years  has  exhibited  an  unusual  concern  for  his  stu- 
dents at  M^ashington  University,  making  him  a  memorable  campus  figure  to  hundreds 
of  alumni.  In  this  article,  he  raises  a  number  of  questions  about  four  "accepted"  changes 
taking  place  in  American  colleges  and  universities.  One  of  these  questions  concerns  the 
not  altogether  desirable  effects  of  the  academic  and  parental  pressures  on  today's  students. 


THE  yuESTioN-TiTLE  of  tliis  aiticlc  is  a  "stop  beating 
your  wife"  kind  of  question.  The  safe  answer  is,  "Your 
Honor,  I  wouldn't  know."  If  you  expect  a  St.  Louis  ver- 
sion of  Mary  McCarthy's  The  Group  or  an  account  of  the 
misbehavior  of  the  class  of  1934,  then  you  are  going  to 
be  disappointed.  For  one  thing  I  don't  have  Mary  Mc- 
Carthy's literary  ability,  and  I  have  little  of  her  cocky 
hking  for  clawing  the  faces  of  her  friends. 

A  much  better  answer  than  mine  could  be  given  by  any 
graduate  student  in  sociology  who  put  a  little  work  into 
it.  Or  by  Arno  Haack's  office,  because  through  his  office 
pass  more  students  in  a  week  than  pass  through  mine  in 
half  a  ycai-.  A  dean  "processes"  students  and  gets  to  know 
a  great  deal  about  them.  The  difficulty  of  the  teacher  is 
this,  that,  in  any  one  year,  he  has  time  to  know  only  a 
handful  of  the  students  he  teaches.  Almost  all  of  the  con- 
ferences are  brief  and  reveal  nothing  of  the  student  to 
the  teacher,  and  little  of  the  teacher  to  the  student.  So 
his  knowledge  is  very  partial  indeed.  If  he  ventures  to 
make  general  statements  about  his  own  students,  or  about 
students  in  general,  he  is,  in  my  thinking,  a  rather  daring 
fool.  The  evidence  for  judging  in  any  satisfactory  way  is 
not  available  to  the  individual  person  who  works  on  the 
campus.  So  I  start  off  by  suggesting  that  I  am  just  a  teach- 
er, not  in  any  way  an  authority  on  students. 

Why  do  I  ask  the  question?  Because  Washington  Uni- 
versity and  the  society  it  draws  upon  are  undergoing  a 
number  of  radical  changes,  and,  even  if  the  changes  are 
inevitable  and  may  be  ultimately  for  the  good,  the  process 
of  adjusting  to  them  is  always  hard,  sometimes  quite  harm- 
ful, and  frequently  overlooked. 

Let  us  pick  out  four  of  these  changes  for  a  cursory 
mention.  The  first  has  to  do  with  the  increasing  size  and 
wide-ranging    recruitment    of    this   um'\ersity    as    well    as 


other  universities  of  the  country.  Colleges  are  growing 
much  larger  and  are  taking  their  students  from  a  much 
wider  area  than  before. 

The  second  change  has  to  do  with  the  kind  of  homes 
from  which  our  students  come — your  home,  my  home — 
and  the  pressures  arising  in  these.  The  pressures  upon 
young  people  are  increasing  because  not  just  one  parent, 
but  both  parents  may  be  college  graduates. 

The  third  change  has  to  do  with  a  movement  notice- 
able throughout  the  country,  a  drive  for  what  is  called 
excellence.  This  quality  of  excellence  is  quite  nebulous, 
really.  It  usually  means  the  kind  of  distinction  best  ex- 
emplified by  the  person  advocating  it  at  any  given 
moment.  What  he  is  striving  to  say  is,  "I  want  other 
people  to  be  like  me."  If  he  is  a  scientist,  he  wants  ex- 
cellence in  science.  If  he  happens  to  be  a  man  of  business, 
he  thinks  of  excellence  in  terms  of  a  top  job  and  a  large 
salary  like  his  own.  In  the  humanities,  we  think  of  excel- 
lence as  verbal  fluency  and  sensitivity,  qualities  not  need- 
ed, perhaps,  in  science  and  business.  Excellence  is  a 
strange  word,  and  can  be  a  dangerous  word  when  used 
in  the  context  of  education. 

The  fourth  point  is  that  our  society  now  presents  for 
young  people,  as  undergraduates  looking  forward  into  the 
future,  too  many  opportunities.  There  is  a  prospect  ahead 
of  every  bright  college  student  of  a  bewildering  display 
of  possible  goals.  Many  young  people,  including  some  of 
the  brightest,  are  not  suie  just  which  goal  to  choose,  which 
one  to  devote  themselves  to. 

Not  so  long  ago  Washington  University  was  a  compar- 
.itively  small  and  rather  local  institution.  It  had  some 
national  prominence,  particularly  for  its  Medical  School 
and  for  one  or  two  departments  in  the  college,  but  it  was 
not  widelv  known.  Its  modest  size  did  not  mean  that  the

education  it  provided  was  inadcciuatc;  it  was  \ei\-  jfood 
even  in  those  early  years.  But  it  was  a  local  institution 
with  a  narrow  range  of  recruitment.  The  facult\  was 
small  in  those  years.  I  can  remember  one  large  table  in 
Lee  Hall  around  which  represcntativtvs  of  the  sciences 
and  the  humanities  used  to  meet  rcgularK  to  cat  lunch 
and  argue  and  discuss. 

Nowadays  at  Washington  Universit>'  there  is  no  central 
meeting-place  for  the  faculty.  We  have  here  on  the  cam- 
pus not  the  so-called  two  cultures  of  C.  P.  Snow,  but 
about  a  dozen  cultures,  all  following  their  own  inde- 
pendent path.  For  example,  over  in  McMillan  the  plnsi- 
cists  and  chemists  have  their  own  little  room  in  which 
they  discuss  the  National  .Science  Foimdation  and  how 
to  devise  ingenious  projects  for  getting  more  funds.  \\'e 
in  the  hiunanities  may  be  free  to  attend,  but  frankly  we 
know  very  little  about  the  problems  and  would  probably 
ask  irrelevant  questions  if  we  went  there.  Once  a  da\,  a 
group  from  our  School  of  Business  takes  its  own  table 
in  the  cafeteria  and  does  not  expect  anybody  else  to  sit 
alongside.  There  is  hardly  CN'er  a  \  isit  to  those  upper  levels 
of  the  campus  by  anybody  from  the  Schools  of  Art  or 
Architecture.  We  seldom  sec  those  people  and  would  not 
recognize  them  if  we  did.  There  used  to  be  a  hospitable 
cafeteria  down  in  the  Art  School  where  those  of  us  on 
the  hill  could  sit  and  talk  with  art  and  architecture  faculty 
and  with  students  in  their  smocks.  And  we  had  a  wonder- 
ful time.  Now  we  are  like  the  cliff-dwellers  on  Mesa 
Verde,  each  division  in  its  own  ca\'e — and  the  cave  of 
the  humanities  may  be  the  darkest  and  most  remote  of  all. 

This  process  of  isolation  is  happening  on  every  campus 
that  I  know,  and  I  know  a  good  many.  We  have  an  atom- 
ized faculty.  Each  small  element  goes  its  own  way  without 
a  chance  to  react  upon  any  of  the  others.  It  used  to  be 
said  that  a  imiversity  was  a  commimity  of  scholars.  The 
appropriate  phrase  now  is  a  disunity  of  scholars — a  dis- 
unity, because  no  scholar  in  any  one  area  has  an  easy 
and  obvious  way  to  know  his  colleagues  in  other  areas. 
VN'hat  is  the  effect  of  this  on  the  students?  .\h  colleagues 
and  I  can  take  care  of  ourselves,  but  there  are  i)ossibl\- 
some  harmful  effects  on  the  .students. 

A  dreadful  thing  is  happening  here.  It  seems  to  be 
possible,  on  the  busy  modern  campus,  with  professors 
pursuing  their  own  affairs,  for  many  students  to  earn  a 
degree  without  ever  getting  to  know,  in  a  personal  way, 
any  one  of  their  professors.  And  it  is  getting  to  be  more 
and  more  inevitable  as  the  years  go  by.  It  isn't  a  tragic 
circumstance.  Knowing  a  professor  as  a  person  is  not  that 
important.  Professors  are  no  better  people  to  know  than 
street  cleaners  or  real  estate  operators,  but  there  do  arise 
situations,  during  the  four  years  of  an  undergraduate 
course,  when  knowing  a  professor  well  enough  to  ask 
him  for  a  recommendation  may  have  considerable  value. 
For  instance,  it  is  impossible  now  to  enter  any  graduate 
school  without  definite  recommendation  from  former  in- 
structors, and  a  recommendation  is  not  merely  a  process 


of  racking  up  the  student's  grades.  From  reading  any 
testimonial,  a  dean  should  recognize  that  the  teacher 
knows  the  student  and  that  the  recommendation  is  reli- 
able. After  many  \ears  of  handling  this  kind  of  form, 
we  learn  the  difference  between  the  professor  who  lists 
the  grades  and  puts  down  a  simple  statement  about  aca- 
demic excellence  and  the  other  teacher  who  adds  to  this 
academic  rating  one  which  is  his  own  and  i:)ersonal.  \\  hieh 
has  knowledge  and  intiuiac\  behind  it. 

As  a  college  grows  in  size  and  importance,  we  easiK 
forget  the  simple  virtue  of  a  free  and  open  path\\a\  be- 
tween the  student  and  the  instructor.  One  of  the  great 
merits  of  the  .American  college  when  I  came  into  it  a  good 
many  years  ago  was  that  this  pathwax  was  w ide  open,  easy, 
and  availabli'.  Now  wi'  are  turning  to  another  system  in 
which  this  pathway  seems  to  be  getting  bk)eked.  It 
doesn't  exist  any  more  because  the  professors  are  too  busy, 
and  the  young  people  are  too  scared  to  approach  them. 

Washington  University,  then,  like  otht-r  institutions  of 
its  kind,  was  once  a  local  college.  The  students  came  b\- 
streetcar,  some  of  them  walked,  some  hiked,  and  most  of 
them  studied  at  home.  This  may  not  ha\e  been  an  ideal 
set  of  circumstances.  The  home  folks,  very  often,  got 
into  the  students'  hair;  they  always  did,  and  they  .still  have 
a  tendency  to.  When  young  people  of  college  age  sta\' 
around  too  long,  inevitably  the  parents  become  a  burden. 

TODAY  \V  ASHiNGTON  Umvkksity  sclccts  its  \oung  people 
from  almost  every  state  in  the  Union  and  from  many 
countries.  They  are  hou.sed  comfortably  in  dormitories. 
Programs  are  arranged  for  them,  and,  if  you  are  interested 
in  knowing  about  these,  yon  can  call  Burton  \\'heeler 
and  he  will  tell  nou  about  the  Forsyth  Houses  Program. 
But  our  new  plan  overk)oks  a  very  important  fact.  These 
newcomers  from  Texas  and  ('olorado  and  Ohio  and  New- 
York  are  as  much  local  kids  as  the  old  students  used  to 
be.  Only  they  are  much  farther  away  from  home.  Each 
one  has  his  roots  of  affection  and  early  growth  in  a  place 
just  as  close  to  him  as  St.  Louis  is  to  St.  Louis  children, 
but  that  place  is  no  longer  near  at  hand. 

There  is  no  need  to  get  too  sentimental  aliout  this,  and 
I  don't.  Quite  often  these  young  people  are  in  this  out- 
of-town  college  of  their  own  choice.  They  want  to  be  away 
from  hom(\  and  the  majority'  of  them  should  be.  Yet  it 
takes  only  a  month  or  two  of  rigorous  and  lonely  study- 
ing to  make  those  students  realize  that  the  break  with 
their  home  locality  can  be  quite  bitter.  There  isn't  the 
old  refrigerator  to  turn  to  for  a  sandwich  and  a  glass  of 
milk,  no  dad  to  hail  when  he  comes  in  from  the  office,  no 
fussy  mother  to  gripe  at.  All  of  those  ties  liave  been 
broken,  and  the  break  is  just  as  sharp  for  the  kid  from 
Brooklyn  or  Houston  as  it  is  for  the  one  from  Webster 
Groves.  Though  they  grow  out  of  it,  moving  away  from 
the  home  town  and  the  home  folks  can  make  for  lonely 
evenings.  It  was  no  chance  that  a  well-known  book  called 
The  Lonely  Crowd  was  written  by  a  college  professor. 


not  so  much  out  of  his  knowledge  of  our  society,  but  out 
ol  a  college  community.  In  our  brand-new  residence  halls, 
young  men  and  women  fiist  learn  how  lonely  they  can  be. 

Now  let  us  look  at  the  homes  from  which  our  students 
(.omc.  There  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  the  American 
home,  the  type  of  home  from  which  we  draw  students, 
is  a  perfectly  wonderful  institution.  Dad  is  usually  a  good 
earner.  Mother,  in  many  cases,  has  a  college  degree.  With 
or  witliout  a  degree,  she  manages  the  details  of  her  many 
tasks  with  intelligence  and  remarkable  efficiency,  as  the 
Ladies  Home  Journal  is  fond  of  pointing  out.  Most  of  the 
students  come  from  homes  in  which  their  every  need  was 
met  even  before  it  became  a  need.  They  have  the  best  of 
schooling.  They  have  good  food  and  clothes,  with  pocket 
nioue\  for  almost  any  essential  and  a  certain  amount  for 
luxuries.  They  are  fortunate,  too,  in  having  their  study 
habits  encouraged.  Good  grades  are  approved  of  and  bad 
grades  deplored.  They  receive  every  bit  of  encouragement 
toward  good  work  and  decent  behavior. 

It  used  to  be,  however,  that  in  any  family  there  was 
a  division  of  responsibilities  between  the  two  parents.  If 
mother  attended  to  the  .shopping  and  feeding  and  keeping 
things  clean,  then  dad  was  the  one  who  kept  the  children 
in  order.  Or  the  other  way  around,  depending  on  the 
family.  Mother  usually  did  a  great  deal  of  the  practical 
managing  of  the  home.  Dad  was  called  in  to  lay  down 
the  discipline,  to  insist,  "You  get  to  your  books,  Johnny!" 
He  was  the  court  of  last  resort  with  regard  to  discipline. 
The  trouble  is  that  the  majority  of  our  youngsters  now 
carry  two  parents  on  their  neck,  both  of  whom  have  col- 
lege degrees.  They  keep  a  careful  eye  on  grades  and  ex- 
penses and  practical  plans  for  college.  This  shared  re- 
sponsibility is  a  fashion  heartily  approved  of  by  educators, 
especially  in  high  schools. 

ALL  OF  THIS  c.'VRE  IS  GOOD,  and  yet,  to  quote  a  phrase 
from  Tennyson,  "One  good  custom  can  corrupt  the 
world."  There  is  a  hazard  here  that,  as  a  child  grows  up, 
he  must  fulfill  the  expectations  not  of  one  person  but  of 
two  to  whom  he  is  tied  emotionally  in  a  very  strong  way. 
When  dad  was  the  only  one  to  lay  down  the  law,  it  was 
easy  to  ignore  him  because  he  was  often  too  busy  with 
work  to  care  much  about  grades;  but,  when  mother  insists 
too,  there  is  no  escaping. 

In  the  old  days  a  boy  was  lured  into  medicine  by  his 
doctor  father.  Now  both  parents  will  expect  him  to  go  into 
medicine.  It  has  become  harder  for  him  to  say,  "No,  I'd 
rather  be  a  teacher  or  a  real  estate  agent  or  an  engineer. 
I  don't  want  to  be  a  doctor."  We  are  compounding  the 
pressure  that  we  lay  upon  our  children,  and  it  is  heart- 
breaking to  watch  it  show.  Young  folks  weep  in  my  office 
because  they  are  disappointing  not  one  person  but  two, 
both  of  whom  they  like.  I  am  suggesting  that  the  high 
hopes  and  fears  and  ambitions  of  the  nice  American  home 
may  quite  easily  be  a  serious  drag  on  a  yovmg  person's 


ability  to  make  his  own  choice,  to  seek  his  own  path, 
to  be,  as  far  as  is  possible,  his  own  man. 

Our  third  change  comes  from  an  insistence  on  what  is 
called  the  "cult  of  excellence."  Schools  are  raising  their 
standards  and  colleges  their  entrance  requirements,  while 
industry  and  the  professions  are  demanding  more  and 
more  training  and  more  advanced  degrees.  Things  spiral 
with  every  day  that  passes.  A  concerted  effort  is  made 
to  have  everybody  work  "to  his  highest  potential."  While 
there  is  something  admirable  in  this  frenzy,  we  may  be 
facing  a  dangerous  situation.  The  parent  feels  the  pressure 
when  he  notices  on  the  report  card  that  Johnny  or  Suzie 
is  making  a  raft  of  C's.  And  that  parent,  having  been  in 
college,  recognizes  that  no  respectable  school  will  accept 
a  son  or  a  daughter  who  makes  a  raft  of  C's.  It  is  a  simple 
fact  of  academic  life,  too,  that  a  B  average  is  necessary 
for  any  kind  of  graduate  work,  and  most  of  us  who  have 
been  to  college  are  interested  in  having  our  children  go 
on  to  graduate  work  or  into  a  professional  school. 

There  seems  to  be  no  evading  this  type  of  academic 
and  social  pressure.  In  our  society  there  are  just  so  many 
prizes  to  go  around,  so  many  honors  to  be  won,  so  many 
places  to  be  filled  near  the  top,  and  the  competition  for 
the  prizes,  the  honors,  and  the  places  becomes  a  trifle 
fiercer  every  year.  Increasingly,  as  I  teach,  I  become  con- 
cerned, not  about  the  young  people  who  will  win  the 
prizes  and  earn  the  honors,  but  about  the  far  greater 
number  of  students  who  will  never  have  a  prize  or  an 
honor  in  a  society  that  judges  them  by  this  simple  fact. 
They  are  the  large  proportion  of  our  students.  The  in- 
equity became  vividly  noticeable  to  me  once  in  a  meeting 
of  an  honorary  group  here,  Omicron  Delta  Kappa,  of 
which  I  happen  to  be  a  member.  One  evening,  after  we 
initiated  new  members,  we  wondered  how  many  of  the 
students  on  this  campus  had  the  chance  to  belong  to  ODK 
or  to  Mortar  Board  or  to  Phi  Beta  Kappa.  Even  to  us,  it 
was  astounding  to  realize  what  a  small  percentage  of 
students  can  ever  receive  one  of  those  honors. 

As  the  competition  becomes  fiercer  and  receiving  a 
prize  becomes  the  measure  of  ability,  then  never  getting 
a  prize  at  all  becomes  almost  a  stigma,  like  the  heartache 
of  the  girls  who  are  not  accepted  in  a  sorority.  It  is  easy 
for  us,  looking  at  this  question,  to  say,  "Well,  they  ought 
to  be  happy  at  the  success  of  the  others.  They  should  cheer 
the  victors  as  all  St.  Louis  cheers  the  Cardinals."  But  to 
cheer  is  not  easy,  if  you  are  in  the  game  yourself  as  one 
of  the  participants,  and  a  loser. 

It  is  part  of  education,  as  Wordsworth,  that  wise  person, 
once  put  it,  "to  live  in  reconcilement  with  our  stinted 
powers,"  to  learn  to  get  adjusted  to  things  we  can't  do 
as  to  things  we  can  do,  to  find  out  that  there  are  some 
things  we  can  not  always  do  well.  But  it  is  a  bitter  lesson 
for  a  young  person  as  an  undergraduate,  and  the  more 
the  competition  increases  in  intensity,  the  harsher  this 
lesson  is  apt  to  be.  We  are  setting  up  constantly  higher 
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levels  of  this  frightening^  abstraction  called  excellence, 
and  we  are  increasing  directly  with  this  the  guilt  and  the 
anguish  of  many  young  people  who,  fine  as  they  are,  can 
not  meet  the  demand  of  specialists  in  every  branch  of 
knowledge.  Must  we  give  up  the  sandlots  of  academic  life 
in  an  attempt  to  make  every  student  a  major  league  play- 
er? That  appears  to  be  exacdy  what  we  are  doing. 

The  pressure  can  be  dreadful  and  frightening.  There 
is  an  insistent  obsession  with  grades.  It  used  to  be  that  C 
was  a  creditable  grade,  and,  if  you  were  interested  in 
going  out  an  evening  or  two  with  a  boy,  you  could  forget 
your  assignment  and  make  a  C  or  a  B,  as  the  dice  of  an 
exam  fell.  I  believe  this  to  have  been  a  wholesome  atti- 
tude, this  willingness  to  sacrifice  a  little  bit  of  excellence 
along  one  narrow  line  for  the  sake  of  a  broader  purpose. 
On  campuses  now,  competition  is  geared  to  the  abihties 
of  the  brightest  students.  When  a  teacher  grades  any  of 
his  classes,  he  soon  finds  out  who  are  the  bright  ones, 
and  to  two  or  three  of  those  he  gives  A's.  All  of  the  others 
compete  with  these  few  who  make  the  running,  and  woe 
to  the  ones  who  lag  behind.  Since  the  few  have  IQ's  away 
up  in  the  170's  and  180's,  the  pace  becomes  merciless. 

So  WE  HAVE  ON  THIS  CAMPUS,  oucc  a  month,  "exam  jit- 
ters" as  I  call  them.  Twice  every  year  we  have  an 
epidemic  of  them,  in  January  and  in  May,  with  a  resulting 
run  on  the  Health  Service  by  youngsters  who  come  down 
with  colds  and  tiredness  and  mononucleosis  and  the  other 
student  ailments.  Sickness  is  often  a  direct  result  of  the 
intense  pressure  under  which  they  operate. 

The  worst  result  of  this  insistence  on  excellence  lies  in 
a  mood  fairly  common  on  campuses  that  study  is  always 
an  unpleasant  chore,  like  a  sword  of  Damocles  suspended 
over  the  head.  There  is  an  unceasing  pressure  to  get  work 
done  and  grades  earned— earned  by  some  arbitrary  stan- 
dard of  academic  prowess.  Hard  study  might  be  fun  if 
it  were  not  for  the  incessant  reckoning  that  has  to  be 
made.  Across  every  campus  move  hundreds  of  young 
people  who,  in  their  attitude  towards  learning,  are  as 
stale  as  overtrained  athletes,  too  tired,  for  lack  of  any 
remission,  to  rise  to  the  challenge  of  a  new  idea. 

Our  fourth  change  has  to  do  with  the  wide-ranging 
choice  of  options  available  to  any  bright  young  person  in 
this  amazing  society  of  ours.  Any  reasonably  bright  boy 
or  girl  moving  towards  graduate  work  has  an  immense 
number  of  career  options  ahead  of  him  or  her.  The  other 
day  I  saw  a  bulletin  of  the  Indiana  Department  of  Health 
listing  fifty  different  job  options  in  the  area  of  health  only, 
and  at  least  seven-eighths  of  these  were  open  to  girls  as 
well  as  boys.  Students  know  something  of  these  riches,  and 
they  are  bewildered.  As  a  result,  many  of  them  are  slow 
to  find  an  academic  direction  that  will  lead  to  a  career. 
In  the  sophomore  year,  they  find  it  hard  to  pick  a  "major,", 
and  they  move  from  one  major  to  another  on  a  whim,  be- 
cause there  is  this  ample  choice.  Some  time  around  March 


and  April,  every  year,  there  occurs  what  I  call  the  "second 
semester  junior  year  slump."  It  is  an  affliction  arising  from 
a  suspicion  that  a  major  chosen  is  not  a  very  happy  one. 
Accompanying  it  is  a  trying  sense  of  drift  and  desperation, 
because  those  older  students  know  they  should  make  up 
their  mind  on  a  particular  direction,  but  they  do  not  like 
courses  they  are  taking,  and  they  drift  from  one  class  to 
another  aimlessly.  Some  of  them,  unfortunately,  run  away 
from  the  despair  by  getting  married — which  is  usually  the 
worst  way  for  a  student  to  escape.  Even  among  our  grad- 
uate students,  we  find  a  willingness  to  put  oflF  the  decision 
about  choosing  an  area  of  study  or  getting  a  dissertation 
done.  They  postpone  the  choice  from  year  to  year,  and  the 
period  of  study  for  the  Ph.D.  in  the  humanities  grows 
longer  and  longer. 

What  can  be  done  about  these  problems  I  don't  know. 
The  longer  I  teach,  the  more  clearly  I  realize  that  the  row 
of  grades  which  I  put  down  in  a  notebook  is  not  telling 
me — or  anybody  else — much  about  my  young  people. 
Behind  this  row  of  figures  lies  a  bewildering  confusion  of 
personal  dilemmas,  interests,  tensions,  and  desires,  all  of 
which  have  some  relevance  to  this  business  of  education 
for  which  I  happen  in  a  small  way  to  be  responsible.  The 
grades  are  not  a  reliable  indicator.  In  our  society,  reaching 
toward  literacy,  we  forget  that  a  diet  of  ideas,  whether 
about  literature  or  science  or  society,  is  really  prison  fare 
to  the  average  healthy  young  person.  It  is  like  those 
weight-reducing  substances  that  come  in  cans,  excellent 
for  inert  people  of  middle  age,  capable  of  keeping  life 
going,  but  unpalatable  to  the  hearty  taste-centered  appe- 
tite of  youth.  Ideas  and  statistics  are  not  natural  or  whole- 
some fare  for  young  folk.  Youth  needs  to  have  any  idea 
salted  dovra  and  modified  and  made  palatable  and  inter- 
esting in  terms  of  attitudes  and  desires  that  lie  deep. 

If  we  look  at  the  four  goals  that  most  of  us  pursue, 
they  are  in  the  end  very  simple.  Making  a  living  is  the  first 
one.  Being  useful  in  some  way  is  another.  Having  some 
individual  quality  of  excellence  all  one's  own  is  a  third: 
whether  it  is  a  great  excellence  or  a  small  is  not  rele- 
vant. We  tend  to  overlook  one  of  the  most  essential  goals, 
the  fourth.  As  age  and  tension  increase,  there  arises  for 
all  of  us  a  need  to  have  the  wherewithal  and  the  capacity 
to  escape,  to  get  away.  Not  back  into  work  or  the  pursuit 
of  excellence,  but  into  the  relaxation  for  mind  and  spirit 
out  of  which  maturity  comes.  And  we  are  giving  our  young 
people  too  little  time  for  this  relaxation.  Study  is  only  one 
part — and  the  older  I  get  I  think  not  necessarily  the  more 
important  part — of  this  process  that  goes  on  here  for  sev- 
eral years.  A  great  deal  of  growing-up  has  to  be  done, 
and  our  best  growing  may  occur  during  the  unhurried 
hours  when  we  are  not  driven  from  task  to  task,  the  hours 
of  free  time  and  leisure  when,  quietly,  things  soak  in.  Why 
should  we  deny  our  young  people  the  calm  hours  in  which, 
above  the  tumult  and  the  shouting,  they  hear  the  still  small 
voice  within  themselves?

Mr.  Charles  L.  ^!orJ:an,  emeritus  head  of  the  Poultry  Denartnent  and  pro- 
fessor of  Poultry  Science,  died  Sunday,  ^Iay  9,  at  his  home  in  Brandenburt:, 
Kentucky,   lie  was  70  years  of  af^e. 

Professor  Morgan  joined  the  Clemson  faculty  as  assistant  professor  in 
1919.   He  became  head  of  the  Poultry  Iicnartment  in  1926  and  retained  this  nosi 
tion  until  his  retirement  in  1959.

Special  Note  on  the  Payroll 

Those  academic  faculty  members  who  chose  Plan  "A"  method  of  payment  during 
the  1964-65  academic  year  will  receive  their  last  checks  on  May  31,  1965. 

In  order  to  provide  continuous  insurance  coverage  during  June  and  July 
and  to  facilitate  the  collection  of  insurance  premiums,  the  Accounting  Divi- 
sion will  make  double  deductions  from  the  April  check  and  the  May  check. 

Changes  in  coverage  which  cause  premium  adjustments  in  June  and  July  will 
be  handled  on  a  personal  contact  basis.   Any  overpayment  will  be  refunded  by 
the  Accounting  Division  and  any  additional  premium  due  will  be  collected  from 
the  insured  by  personal  check. 

For  those  faculty  members  who  selected  Plan  "B",  separate  payrolls  will 
be  processed  for  the  ninth,  tenth,  eleventh,  and  twelfth  checks.  These  checks 
will  be  available  May  31,  1965.  However,  no  insurance  deduction  will  be  made 
from  the  twelfth  check. 
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Special  Note  on  the  Payroll-  con't. 

You  will  note  that  no  provision  is  made  above  for  deducting  the  August 
insurance  premium.   For  those  faculty  members  who  return  to  dutv  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  1965-66  academic  year,  a  payroll  deduction  for  the  August  in- 
surance premium  will  be  made  from  the  August  check  (the  first  navment  for 
first  semester) . 

Plan  "A"  or  Plan  "B":  Anyone  not  returning  to  duty  at  the  beginning  of 
the  1965-66  academic  year  who  wishes  group  insurance  protection  for  the  month 
of  August,  1965,  must  send  to  the  Accounting  Division,  a  personal  check  for 
one  month's  premium,  made  Dayable  to  the  appropriate  insurance  companv.   Separate 
checks  are  required  if  two  or  more  companies  are  involved.   Such  checks  must 
be  received  in  the  Accounting  Division  on  or  before  August  1,  1965. 


REPORT  FROM  TliE  FACULTY  SENATE 

The  Academic  Faculty  Senate  of  Clemson  University  held  its  one-hundred- 
and  sixth  meeting  at  4:05  p.m.  on  April  13,  1965.   President  John  Miller  called 
the  meeting  to  order. 

Professor  Means,  Chairman  of  the  Policy  Committee,  distributed  copies  of 
a  proposed  "Evaluation  of  Academic  Personnel"  form.  This  form,  if  adopted, 
would  replace  the  one  currently  in  use.  The  Faculty  Senate  study  of  this  form 
was  suggested  by  Dean  Williams.   After  some  discussion  the  Faculty  Senate 
voted  to  forward  the  form  to  Dean  Williams  as  a  recommendation  from  the  Policy 
Committee  only,  with  a  letter  of  transmittal  summarizing  the  wide  range  of 
comments  made  by  various  members  of  the  Senate. 

A  proposed  amendment  to  the  By-Laws  of  the  Faculty  Senate  was  submitted 
to  the  Senate.   It  reads  as  follows,  "The  Faculty  Senate  shall  hold  its  first 
regular  monthly  meeting  on  the  first  Thursday  in  September  at  4:15  p.m.  and 
shall  hold  its  regular  monthly  meetings  threrafter  at  such  times  as  designated 
by  the  Committee  on  Committees.   The  Committee  on  Committees  will  announce  the 
schedule  of  meetings  for  the  year  at  the  September  meeting."  The  motion  to 
reconmend  this  amendment  for  approval  by  the  Academic  Faculty  passed  unamimously, 

Professor  Shewfelt  reported  for  the  Welfare  Committee  the  reactions  of  the 
faculty  as  a  whole  to  the  proposed  Funeral  Society.   A  questionnaire  was  sent 
to  all  faculty  members,  and  the  replies  indicate  considerable  interest  in  such 
a  society  and  a  desire  to  belong  to  it.  At  the  May  meeting  of  the  Senate,  the 
Welfare  Committee  will  present  its  recommendation  for  action  on  this  matter. 

President  Miller  gave  several  items  of  information,  telling  the  Senate 
that  the  Academic  Deans  are  now  working  on  the  suggested  reading  list  for 
prospective  students,  and  that  the  Dean  of  the  University  received  the  endorse- 
ment of  the  Faculty  Senate  of  the  Student  Senate  recommendation  of  a  1-1/2  day 
reading  period  before  examinations. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  was  adjourned. 
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Report  of  Meeting  of  the  Research  Faculty  Council 

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Research  Faculty  Council  was  called  to  order 
April  20,  1965,  at  4:00  p.m.  in  Olin  Hall  auditorium. 

P.  E.  Robbins  announced  that  the  annual  research  faculty  meeting  will 
be  held  May  12,  1965,  at  4:00  p.m.  in  the  Plant  and  Animal  Science  auditorium. 
A  review  of  the  Research  Faculty  Council's  accomplishments  for  the  past  year 
will  be  made  at  this  time.   Dean  J.  K.  Williams  will  give  a  brief  review  of 
the  University  research  program. 

A  motion  was  made  and  passed  that  the  revised  "Evaluation  of  Research 
Faculty  Members"  be  forwarded  to  Dean  J.  K.  Williams. 

A.  C.  Elrod,  chairman  of  the  policy  committee,  suggested  that  a  section 
be  added  to  the  Clemson  University  catalogue  describing  the  research  program 
at  Clemson  University.  This  matter  was  returned  to  the  policy  committee  for 
drafting. 

The  need  for  more  research  equipment  and  the  repair  of  present  equipment 
was  emphasized.  It  was  suggested  that  the  executive  committee  seek  advice 
from  the  electrical  engineering  department  as  to  the  qualifications  necessary 
in  such  a  repairman. 

A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  that  a  recommendation  for  a  Central  Chemical 
Store  be  submitted  to  the  University  administration  for  their  consideration. 
The  motion  carried. 

The  following  proposed  amendment  to  the  by-laws  of  the  "Manual  for  faculty 
members"  was  passed: 

Under  Section  1,  in  Item  2  -  It  is  proposed  to  indicate  a  footnote  re- 
ference immediately  following  the  word  research  as  it  appears  the  first  time 
in  the  paragraph.  Said  footnote  shall  read,  "A  working  definition  of  research 
appears  in  Section  3  of  this  Article". 

Section  3  Definition  of  research: 

Research  consists  of  any  activity  which  is  undertaken  with  the  objective 
of  "pushing  back  the  frontiers  of  knowledge. "  It  involves  the  diligent  seeking 
after  new  facts  and/or  principles  through  investigation,  inquiry,  scrutiny, 
examination,  and  interpretation.  This  includes  the  consideration  of  areas  not 
previously  investigated  and  the  re-examination  of  basic  concepts  or  principles 
for  application  to  new  processes.  The  term  thus  implies  a  degree  of  originality 
in  the  investigator's  approach  to  a  problem.

These  courses  emnhasize  the  orj^anization  and  functioning  of  the  human 
body  and  concepts  from  the  biological  and  physical  sciences  which  consti- 
tute the  background  for  nursinj^  practice.

The  second  course  is  concerned  with  body  responses  to  illness  such  as 
oxygen  lack,  loss  of  motion,  digestive  and  endocrine  disturbances  and 
loss  of  body  fluid.  Carefully  selected  clinical  experiences  are  provided 
throughout. 

--General  Nursing  I  (Care  of  Emotionally  Disturbed. 

Study  and  guided  clinical  practice  in  the  care  of  patients  with  mental 
and  emotional  disorders. 

— ^^ericral  Nursing  II-lII  (Medical-surgical  5  Maternal-child  Care). 

These  courses  are  concerned  with  the  nursing  care  of  mothers  and  infants 
during  pregnancy,  deliverv  and  post  partum  periods;  sick  children;  patients 
with  heart,  circulatory,  deficiency  and  other  diseases;  the  elderly  patient 
and  those  with  chronic  and  long-term  illnesses.   The  role  of  the  nurse  in 
emergency  and  disaster  situations  is  explored.   Appropriate  clinical  ex- 
periences with  various  age  groups  are  provided. 

--Nursing  Seminar. 

Concerned  with  the  opportunities  available  to  the  registered  nurse  and 
the  responsibilities  she  has  to  nursing  and  to  society.   Includes  clinical 
experiences  in  planning  and  executing  nursing  care  plans  for  selected 
groups  of  patients  in  conjunction  with  the  various  coworkers  present  in 
hospital  settings  today.

Peggy  Heim,  Staff  Economist  with  the  Washington  office  of  AAUP  is  the 
source  for  the  following  statement: 

"A  college  professor  (age  62-64  and  full  insured)  may  draw  social  security 
benefits  during  summer  months  of  nonemployment  even  though  he  plans  to  resume 
teaching  in  the  fall  or  receives  his  academic  year  salary  in  twelve  monthly 
installments.   But  his  subsequent  social  security  benefits  are  reduced  if  he 
elects  early  participation."

Dean  Macaulay  to  Return  to  Full-Time  Teaching 

Graduate  Dean  Hugh  Macaulay,  at  his  own  insistence,  will  return  to  full- 
time  teaching  in  August.   By  vote  of  the  Educational  Council,  which  accepted 
his  resignation  with  great  reluctance,  he  was  given  appointment  as  Alumni  Pro- 
fessor of  Economics,  effective  August  1. 

Dr.  Macaulay  has  been  Graduate  Dean  since  1960.   Under  his  guidance  the 
number  of  graduate  students  has  increased  markedly,  the  standards  of  student 
admission  have  been  much  improved,  and  doctoral  programs  have  been  implemented 
The  27  doctoral  graduates  from  Clemson  have  all  finished  since  1961. 

In  noting  Dean  Macaulay' s  decision  to  resume  a  full-time  teaching  role, 
the  Education  Council  adopted  the  following  resolution: 

Resolution 

"On  December  20,  1960,  Dr.  Hugh  H.  Macaulay  left  his  position  with 
the  Office  of  Tax  Analysis  of  the  United  States  Treasury  Department 
to  return  to  his  native  state  of  South  Carolina  and  to  Clemson  Uni- 
versity where  he  had  earlier  served  with  distinction  as  a  member  of 
the  Social  Sciences  Department.  Thus  began  his  tenure  of  four  and 
one-half  years  as  Dean  of  the  Graduate  School  and  Professor  of  Eco- 
nomics . 

During  this  time,  under  his  capable  guidance,  the  enrollment  in 
Graduate  School  more  than  doubled,  the  number  of  fellowships  and 
scholarships  to  graduate  students  increased  significantly,  and  a 
number  of  graduate  programs  leading  to  both  the  Master's  and  Ph.D. 
degrees  were  initiated.   He  has  won  and  earned  the  respect  of  his 
colleagues  for  his  sound  judgment,  candor,  alacrity  and  wise  counsel. 

Be  it  resolved,  therefore,  that  the  Educational  Council  expresses  to 
Dean  Macaulay  its  deep  appreciation  for  his  outstanding  and  dedi- 
cated service  as  Dean  of  the  Graduate  School  and  that  a  copy  of  this 
resolution  be  transmitted  to  Dean  Macaulay." 
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Note  on  Payroll  for  Forthcoming  Academic  Year 

When  the  first  semester  of  the  1965-66  academic  year  begins  (August  15), 
each  faculty  member  paid  on  an  academic  year  basis  will  be  paid  in  ten  checks 
(five  each  semester).   The  payment  schedule  will  be:   1/18  on  AugusFTl,  1965; 
1/9  at  the  end  of  each  month  for  the  months  of  September,  October,  November, 
December,  January,  February,  March  and  April;  1/18  on  May  15,  1966. 

Note:   A  full  month's  insurance  premium  will  be  deducted  from  the  August  31,  1965 
check  and  insurance  premiums  for  May,  June  and  July  will  be  deducted  from  the 
May  15,  1966  check. 

By  this  schedule  the  University  will  be  paying  for  work  done  as  each  work 
period  is  completed.   Under  the  old  twelve-check  arrangement,  work  done  in  an 
academic  year  was  paid  for  over  a  calendar  year. 

Victor  Hurst  to  Become  Graduate  Dean 

As  noted  elsewhere  in  the  Newsletter  Dean  Hugh  Macaulay  has  requested  that 
he  be  allowed  to  resume  full-time  teaching  duties.   Dr.  Victor  Hurst  (Dairy  Sci.) 
will  replace  Dean  Macaulay,  effective  July  1.   Dr.  Hurst  has  been  on  the  Clemson 
faculty  since  1948  and  was  one  of  the  first  two  teachers  honored  as  alumni  pro- 
fessors.  He  has  served  on  numerous  university  committees,  and  is  currently  a 
member  of  the  Graduate  Council.   During  1962-63  he  was  President  of  the  Academic 
Faculty  Senate.   He  has  also  been  an  elected  member  of  the  Research  Faculty 
Council. 

University  to  Establish  School  of  Education--Dr.  Harold  Landrith  to  Become  Dean 

On  July  1,  1965,  a  School  of  Education  will  be  established  at  Clemson,  con- 
sisting of  the  departments  of  Agricultural  Education,  Industrial  Education,  and 
Secondary  Education.   The  organization  of  the  new  school  will  include  a  special 
planning  council  made  up  in  part  of  academic  representatives  from  outside  the  new 
school  and  of  secondary  school  administrators.   The  planning  council  will  be 
advisory  in  nature. 

The  curriculum  in  Agricultural  Education  will  be  jointly  administered  by  the 
School  of  Education  and  the  College  of  Agriculture  and  Biological  Sciences,  follow- 
ing the  pattern  established  some  years  ago  for  joint  administration  of  Agricultural 
Engineering. 

The  current  programs  in  teacher  training  at  the  University  will  not  be  changed 
in  philosophy.   The  purpose  of  the  new  School  is  rather  to  gain  a  tighter  adminis- 
trative control  over  all  Education  programs,  and  to  fit  teacher  training  properly 
into  the  academic  organization. 

Dr.  Harold  Landrith  (Soc.  Sci)  will  be  dean  of  the  School.   He  is  a  1948 
honor  graduate  of  Clemson,  has  a  M„A.  in  history  from  Vanderbilt,  and  a  D.Ed,  from 
the  University  of  Houston. 

His  experience  in  education  includes  three  years  in  administration  with  the 
USAF  Electronics  School,  Keesler  Air  Force  Base;  four  years  on  the  faculty  of  the 
University  of  Mississippi's  Biloxi  Center;  and  six  years  as  social  sciences  depart- 
ment head  at  South  Texas  College.   He  has  been  a  member  of  our  faculty  since  1961, 
serving  as  chairman  of  the  secondary  education  teacher  training  program. 
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Appointment  of  Associate  Director  of  Extension  Service  Noted 

Dr.  Wayne  T.  O'Dell  will  become  Associate  Director  of  the  Agricultural  Ex- 
tension Service  on  July  1.   He  will  share  the  work  from  July  through  December  with 
Mr.  Thomas  W.  Morgan,  who  has  been  Associate  Director  for  many  years  and  who  is  to 
retire  due  to  age  on  December  31, 

Dr.  O'Dell  has  B.S.  and  M.S.  degrees  from  Clemson.   His  doctorate  is  from  Penn- 
sylvania State  University.   He  was  a  staff  member  at  Pennsylvania  State  from  1953 
until  1962  when  he  joined  the  Clemson  Extension  Service  as  Dairy  Science  Extension 
Leader. 

Alfred  Newton  to  Head  Industrial  Education  Department 

Effective  July  1,  Dr.  Alfred  Newton  will  become  head  of  the  Department  of 
Industrial  Education,   His  bachelor's  and  master's  degrees  were  earned  at  Clemson; 
his  doctorate,  in  educational  administration,  is  from  the  University  of  Tennessee. 

Dr.  Newton's  educational  experience  includes  three  years  as  a  teacher  in  the 
Spartanburg  City  Schools,  two  years  as  a  teaching  assistant  at  the  University  of 
Tennessee,  and  seven  years  on  the  Clemson  faculty. 

Engineering  Graphics  to  Become  Part  of  Industrial  Engineering  Department 

Effective  July  1,  the  department  of  Engineering  Graphics  will  be  discontinued 
as  such  and  the  graphics  program  will  become  part  of  Industrial  Engineering.   The 
service  functions  of  the  graphics  program  will  be  expanded  to  support  all  other 
engineering  curricula.   Robert  L.  Perry  will  transfer  from  Mechanical  Engineering 
to  the  EG-IE  faculty;  and  Douglas  Bradbury  will  transfer  from  graphics  to  Mechanical 
Engineering. 

Agricultural  Chemistry  Research  Head  Resigns 

Dr.  Hubert  Webb,  head  of  the  Agricultural  Chemistry  Research  Department,  has 
resigned,  effective  July  1,  to  accept  employment  in  Columbia.   He  and  his  family 
will  move  to  Columbia  after  completion  of  a  home  they  are  building  there. 

Dr.  Webb  joined  the  Clemson  research  faculty  in  1938  and  has  served  continu- 
ously since  then  in  research  and  administrative  positions.   For  a  four  year  period 
(1951-1955)  he  headed  the  university  Graduate  Committee,  and  in  that  position  was 
responsible  for  organizing  the  first  efforts  of  Clemson  to  have  a  graduate  division 
of  study.   He  has  been  head  of  agricultural  chemistry  research  since  1951.

On  July  1  the  existing  department  of  Agricultural  Chemistry  Research  will  be 
changed  in  name  to  the  Department  of  Agricultural  Chemical  Services  and  Dr.  Norwood 
Page  will  become  department  head.

Mr.  Lewis  joined  the  uni- 
versity faculty  in  1941  and  has  been  a  professor  since  1950.   Like  Dr.  Stepp,  he  has 
been  active  as  a  member  of  univesity  committees  and  for  the  past  two  years  has  been 
acting  head  of  the  Mechanical  Engineering  department. 

The  new  Secretary  of  the  Senate  is  Herman  M.  Felder  (English).   Mr.  Felder  joined 
the  faculty  in  1946  and  has  been  an  associate  professor  since  1958.   He  was  a  member 
of  the  first  academic  Senate  at  Clemson,  serving  from  1956  through  1959,  and  has 
worked  with  university  committees  and  with  the  local  AAUP  Chapter. 

Research  Faculty  Amend  Its  By-Laws  to  Offer  Definition  of  Research 

The  Research  Faculty  at  a  regular  meeting  on  May  12  voted  to  amend  the  By- 
Laws  of  the  faculty  so  as  to  include  e   definition  of  research.   Section  3  of 
Article  I  of  the  Research  Faculty  By-Laws  now  reads: 

Section  3,  Definition  of  Research. 

Research  consists  of  any  activity  which  is  undertaken  with  the  objective 
of  "pushing  back  the  frontiers  of  knowledge."   It  involves  the  diligent  seek- 
ing after  new  facts  and/or  principles  through  investigation,  inquiry,  scrutiny, 
examination,  and  interpretation.   This  includes  the  consideration  of  areas  not 
previously  investigated  and  the  re -examination  of  basic  concepts  of  principles 
for  application  to  new  processes.   The  term  thus  implies  a  degree  of  origi- 
nality in  the  investigator's  approach  to  a  problem.

REPORT;  I^SEARCH  FACULTY  MEETING 

Dean  J.  K.  Williams,  Chairman  of  the  Research  Faculty,  called  the  meeting 
to  order  at  4:05  p.m.  May  12,  1965.   The  minutes  of  May  15,  1964,  were  read 
and  approved  as  read. 

Dr.  P.  E.  Robbins  presented  a  renort  on  the  accomnlishments  of  the 
Research  Faculty  Council  for  the  nast  year. 

Dr.  P.  E.  Robbins  made  a  motion  that  the  definition  of  research  as  pro- 
posed by  the  research  council  be  annroved  and  inserted  in  the  Facultv  Manual. 
The  motion  \s?as  seconded  and  carried. 

Dean  J.  K.  Williams  reported  on  a  number  of  items.  AmonR  them  were: 

1.  Equipment  list  is  being  revised  each  June  to  include  new  equipment. 
List  will  be  distributed  after  Julv  1. 

2.  The  Research  personnel  evaluation  form  is  in  the  hands  of  the  deans 
for  their  approval. 

3.  Salaries  will  be  increased  at  least  3%  by  state  law,  with  some  merit 
raises  above  this  figure. 

4.  The  National  Science  Foundation  has  approved  matching  funds  to 
several  departments  and  donated  two  analogue  computers  to  the  University. 

5.  A  new  computer,  IBM  360,  has  been  ordered  and  updated  with  accessories. 
This  computer  is  to  arrive  by  July,  1966. 

6.  The  library  is  well  undenNray.   Five  hundred  thousand  dollars  has 
been  requested  from  H.  E.  W.  for  additional  library  facilities.  New  conving 
equipment  is  also  planned  to  be  installed  in  the  library. 

7.  A  new  field  house  large  enough  to  house  the  entire  student  bodv  and 
faculty  is  needed  for  concerts,  public  events,  etc. 

8.  At  the  present  time  there  is  6  1/2  million  dollars  worth  of  construction 
under  way  at  Clemson  University,  including  the  Librarv,  Industrial  Engineering, 
and  Chemistry  Department  annex.

9.  Three  departments  (Agricultural  Education,  Industrial  Education  and 
Secondary  Education)  are  to  be  combined  as  the  School  of  Education  and 
Dr.  Harold  Landrith  will  be  the  new  dean  as  of  July  1. 

10.  Dean  Huph  Macaulay  has  asked  to  be  allowed  to  resume  full-time  teaching. 
Dr.  Victor  Hurst  will  be  his  replacement. 

11.  There  are  currently  110  full-time  equivalent  researchers  at  Clemson 
University  and  the  dollar  value  to  this  institution  amounts  to  $4.3  million 
dollars.   This  is  an  increase  of  1  million  dollars  over  the  previous  vear. 

Dean  Hugh  Macaulay  gave  the  graduate  school  report  indicating: 

1.  The  publication  of  research  in  scientific  journals,  and  presentation 
of  papers  at  scholarly  societies. 

2.  The  tremendous  increase  in  the  amount  of  research  at  Clemson  and 
particularly  in  the  schools  of  engineering  and  arts  and  sciences. 

3.  Information  is  available  to  persons  interested  in  obtaining  federal 
grants-in-aid  as  well  as  research  appointments  available  at  other  various 
federal  agencies.

RE1>0RT  OF  FACULTY  SENATE  MEETING 

The  107th  meeting  of  the  Faculty  Senate  was  called  to  order  at  4:00  p.m.  on 
May  11,  1965,  by  President  John  Miller,  who  welcomed  new  members,  then  asked  for 
committee  reports.   These  were  given  as  follows: 

1.   Dr.  Shewfelt,  of  the  Welfare  Committee,  said  that  the  questionnaire  which 
was  circulated  to  the  faculty  concerning  a  proposed  funeral  society  showed 
so  much  interest  in  the  formation  of  such  a  plan  that  the  Welfare  Committee 
passed  this  resolution: 

"Resolved  that  the  newly-elected  President  of  the  Faculty  Senate  appoint 
three  members  of  the  Senate  to  be  steering  committee  for  a  funeral  society; 
that  the  steering  committee  be  authorized  to  contact  other  community  or- 
ganizations which  will  be  invited  to  appoint  one  additional  member  each 
to  the  steering  committee;  and  that  the  steering  committee  plan  and  pre- 
pare for  an  open  public  meeting  to  consider  the  organization  of  a  funeral 
society."   It  was  then  moved  and  seconded  that  this  resolution  be  adopted 
by  the  Senate.   The  motion  passed. 

Next  Dr.  Shewfelt  announced  that,  because  of  many  inquiries  about  the  re- 
vision in  the  faculty  pay  schedule,  his  committee  had  passed  a  resolution 
to  request  the  University  Comptroller  to  address  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Senate  on  this  matter.   Dr.  Miller,  however,  said  that  he  had  already 
talked  with  both  Mr.  Wilson  and  Dean  Williams  on  the  subject  and  had  found 
that  it  is  too  late  to  change  anything  for  next  year.   However,  for  the 
future  the  administration  is  willing  to  distribute  salaries  in  any  way  the 
faculty  wish,  so  long  as  this  is  done  during  the  normal  nine  month  teach- 
ing period  rather  than  by  the  old  metjiod  of  dividing  the  pay  for  the  nine 
months'  work  into  twelve  montWy*:  •payments .

2.  Professor  Ball  of  the  Admissions  and  Scholarship  Committee  distributed 
copies  of  a  proposal  adopted  by  his  committee  to  ask  the  University  to 
consider  a  plan  for  testing  all  freshmen.   This  proposal  reads  as  follows: 

The  Scholarship  and  Admissions  Committee  of  the  Faculty  Senate  recommends 
that  the  following  proposals  be  adopted: 

A.  That  all  entering  Freshmen  be  required  to  take  the  following  tests 
with  administration  by  Clemson  University  personnel. 

(1)  Valid  I.Q.  and  significant  achievement  (College  Board) 

(2)  Aptitude  test  battery 

(3)  Reading  Achievement 

B.  That  the  University  be  responsible  for  interviews  between  a  trained 
University  counselor,  the  student,  and  the  student's  parents  only  in 
such  cases  where  the  test  interpreter  deems  such  an  interview  necessary, 

C.  That  at  least  one-half  of  the  cost  of  the  test  and  interpretation  be 
borne  by  the  entering  freshman. 

Mr,  Ball  moved   the  adoption  of  this  proposal.   It  was  seconded,  but  an 
amendment  to  the  motion  was  then  proposed  by  Mr.  Felder,that  section  1  of 
the  recommendation  be  changed  to  read  "That  all  entering  freshmen  be  re- 
quired to  take  a  battery  of  tests  recommended  by  the  University  Counseling 
service ." 

After  the  amendment  was  passed,  the  amended  motion  also  was  passed. 

President  Miller  then  gave  us  as  information  the  fact  that  recommended  read- 
ing lists  for  high  school  students  have  been  made  out  and  are  being  distributed.

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Scientific  Personnel  In  Government  Employ--A  Note  from  NSF 

Federal  agencies  employed  some  175,500  scientific  and  technical  personnel  as 
of  October  1962,  according  to  a  new  National  Science  Foundation  publication. 

Analyzing  the  results  of  two  Civil  Service  Commission  surveys,  the  report 
gives  the  numbers  of  civilian  scientific,  engineering,  and  health  personnel  employed 
by  Federal  agencies  in  October  1961  and  1962.   Data  are  given  on  numbers  employed 
in  research  and  development  for  professional  and  for  non-professional  personnel.   The 
report  also  presents  separate  information  on  women  in  professional  scientific  and 
technical  positions. 

Engineers,  numbering  67,500  accounted  for  39  per  cent  of  the  total  professional 
group;  scientific  personnel  numbered  62,000  and  health  personnel  45,000.   Both  pro- 
fessional and  nonprofessional  scientific  and  technical  employment  increased  12  per 
cent  from  1960  to  1962. 

In  1962  the  Department  of  Defense,  as  in  1961  and  1960,  was  the  largest  Federal 
employer  with  35  per  cent  of  scientific  and  technical  professionals  (two-thirds  of 
them  engineers)  and  43  per  cent  of  all  nonprofessionals.   Defense  was  also  the 
largest  employer  of  professional  personnel  engaged  in  research  and  development,  em- 
ploying almost  one-half  of  the  52,000  in  these  activities. 

The  number  of  professional  scientific  and  technical  personnel  in  research  and 
development  increased  18  per  cent  from  1960  and  1962,  most  of  the  increase  occurring 
from  1961  to  1962.   Women,  who  made  up  18  per  cent  of  the  total  employed  profession- 
als in  1962,  showed  a  slight  decline  from  previous  years. 


Student  and  Automobiles 

The  Board  of  Trustees  at  a  meeting  on  May  28  added  strength  to  the  University 
regulations  concerning  student  automobiles.   These  regulations,  effective  in  full 
with  the  Summer  Sessions,  are: 

(1)  Students  in  the  freshman  year  will  not  be  premitted  to  have  automobiles  in 
Clems on. 

(2)  Students  who  have  not  achieved  a  grade-point  ratio  of  1.4  and  30  credits 
during  the  school  year  will  not  be  permitted  to  have  automobiles  in  Clemson. 

(3)  Commuters,  veterans  and  physically  handicapped  students  may  be  excepted  from 
this  rule  by  the  Dean  of  Student  Affairs. 

(4)  All  students  having  automobile^  at  Clemson  must  pay  an  automobile  registra- 
tion fee. 

(5)  Students  who  are  classified  as  sophomores  and  have  not  achieved  the  grade- 
point  ratio  required  of  their  class  fror  graduation  will  not  be  permitted  to 
have  automobiles  in  Clemson. 
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Grants  and  Gifts 

Securities  with  market  value  exceeding  $100,000  have  been  given  to  the  Clemson 
University  Foundation  by  the  R.  A.  Bowen  Trust,  of  Macon,  Ga.,  "to  promote  the  cause 
of  higher  education  at  Clemson  University." 

Principal  amount  of  the  gift  will  be  held  intact  by  the  Clemson  Foundation  in 
a  separate  fund  to  be  known  as  the  Robert  Adger  Bowen  Fund  in  honor  of  Robert  Adger 
Bowen  of  the  Clemson  Class  of  1917.   Income  from  the  fund  will  be  used  for  loans  to 
students,  or  in  the  discretion  of  Foundation  trustees,  for  scholarships,  fellow- 
ships, or  the  support  of  a  professorship. 

Mr.  Bowen,  originally  from  Pendleton,  S.C.,  has  been  a  leading  citizen  of  Macon 
for  many  years.   He  is  founder  of  R.  A.  Bowen,  Inc.,  general  contractors,  and  pres- 
ident of  Bibb  Concrete  Pipe  Co.   His  home  is  at  2880  Ingleside  Avenue,  Macon.
